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My  principal  aim,  in  the  entiling  pages, 
is  to  recommend  the  ufe  of  Uva  Ursi  * in 
the  treatment  of  Pulmonary  Consump- 
tion. The  fubjedt,  as  will  be  feen,  pre- 
fented  itfelf  to  my  thoughts,  fome  years 
ago ; and,  by  forbearing  to  make  any 
public  communication  of  my  fentiments 
upon  it,  till  now,  I may,  in  the  opinion 
of  fome,  have  incurred  the  imputation  of 
blamable  remilTnefs.  For  it  may  be  faid, 
and  indeed  with  the  appearance  of  juft- 
nefs,  that  a moderate  portion  of  the  time, 
which  has  elapfed  tince  I began  to  attend 
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to  this  fubjed,  might  have  been  fufficient 
for  the  fatisfadion  of  my  own  mind  con- 
cerning it ; and  that,  if  I had  had  reafon 
for  judging  favourably  of  the  efficacy  of 
the  medicine,  my  fentiments,  on  fuch  a 
fubjed,  ought,  for  the  benefit  of  Society, 
to  have  been  imparted  without  delay. 
Yet,  I cannot  accufe  myfelf  of  having 
been  wanting  in  diligence,  as  to  the  col- 
lection of  the  fads  necefiary  for  determin- 
ing my  judgment ; and,  with  regard  to 
the  communication  of  my  fentiments  to 
the  World,  I have  endeavoured,  ftudiouf- 
ly,  to  fleer  the  mid-way  between  cold 
caution  and  imprudent  enterprife.  But, 
in  truth,  the  time  which  has  elapfed 
has  not  been  my  own.  Independent- 
ly of  the  encroachments,  made  upon 
it  by  profeffional  bufinefs  of  a gene- 
ral nature,  more  than  one  lerious  caufe 
of  lengthened  interruption  to  the  em- 
ployment of  it,  on  the  above  fubjed,  in  a 
manner  at  all  likely  to  lead  to  convidion. 
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has  ariien.  In  the  year  1802,  when  I 
had  jull  begun  to  dedicate  the  ipare  por- 
tions of  my  time  to  an  ardent  and  affidu- 
ous  inveliigation  of  the  powers  of  uva 
urfi,  in  Confumption,  I was  attacked 
with  a ferious  illnefs,  which  left  me  un- 
able, for  many  months,  to  do  more,  than 
attend  to  the  ordinary  routine  of  pro- 
fellional  bulinels  in  the  ordinary  way. 
During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  1803, 
fome  circumliances  of  a nature  peculiarly 
interefting  to  me,  but  of  which  it  is  nei- 
ther necelfary  nor  proper  to  enter  into 
a particular  explanation,  by  occupying 
more  than  my  leifure  hours,  operated  in 
a great  degree  to  the  fame  effect  ; and 
prevented  me  from  making  the  progrefs, 
I otherwife  fhould  have  made,  in  my  in- 
quiries. Thus  it  was  in  the  lalf  year, 
alone,  that  I could  have  proceeded  in 
thefe  inquiries  with  an  attention  fuffi- 
ciently  regular  and  minute,  and  have 
prefented  to  the  Public  the  facts  which 
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occurred,  and  the  inferences  which  were 
deduced,  in  a form  at  all  likely  to  procure 
them  a favourable  reception. 

' . Still,  however,  the  considerations  juft 
alleged  do  not  excufe  me,  for  having  kept 
back  my  Cases  and  Observations  half  a 
year  and  upwards,  lince  I gave  notice 
that  they  would  fpeedily  be  published. 
I am  really  concerned,  that,  in  point  of 
time,  it  has  not  beefi  in  my  power  ftri<ft- 
ly  to  fulfil  an  engagement,  w^hich  I vo- 
luntarily impofed  upon  myfelf ; and  I can 
only  offer  the  following  ftatement,  in  juf- 
tification  of  this  part  of  my  conduct.  As 
I made  no  fecret  of  my  mode  of  employ- 
ing the  uva  urfi , many  Gentlemen,  be- 
longing to  the  Profeflion,  underltood  what 
it  was.  From  one  of  thefe  Gentlemen, 
a Phyfician  of  eminence,  I received  an 
obliging  letter,  informing  me  that  in 
fome  trials  he  had  given  to  this  medicine, 
in  Cafes  of  Confumption  which  appeared 
fair  ones  for  its  exhibition,  it  did  not  feem 
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to  him  to  be  at  all  efficacious.  This  letter 
I received,  when  my  Publication  was  in 
an  advanced  ftate  in  the  prefs  ; moreover., 
I received  it  under  the  circumftance  of 
knowing,  that  the  medicine,  as  having 
been  furnifhed  by  myfelf,  had  been  exhi- 
bited with  all  the  advantages  of  genuine- 
nefs  and  proper  preparation  ; fo  that,  al- 
together, the  information  it  brought  me 
threw  me  into  difficulties,  as  to  my  man- 
ner of  proceeding.  For  although  I was 
willing  to  imagine  that  I had  exprefied 
my  fentiments  with  fome  referve,  yet  I 
had  exprefied  them  with  that  degree  of 
confidence,  which  my  own  Cafes,  unal- 
loyed by  difcouraging  reports  from  any 
other  quarter,  had  infpired ; and  whilfi  I 
hoped  I might  place  fome  reliance  on  the 
accuracy  of  my  own  obfervation,  I could 
not  lightly  regard  the  opinion  of  the  Phy- 
fician,  to  whom  I have  alluded.  In  this 
dilemma,  I refolved  upon  withholding  my 
Publication,  till  I fhould  have  arrived  at 
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the  refult  of  a few  further  trials  of  the 
uv(t  urfi ; in  order  that  I might  avail 
myfelf  of  an  Appendix,  wherein  [ could, 
if  it  appeared  neceffary,  modify  thofe  fen- 
timents,  which  I had  delivered  in  the 
body  of  the  Work.  On  this  ground,  I 
truft  that  my  conduct  will  feem  juflified; 
that  it  will  even  be  conlidered  as  imply- 
ing a proper  refpedt  for  the  opinion  of 
the  Public : for,  had  I not  held  the  opi- 
nion of  the  Public,  as  to  the  main  object 
which  I had  in  view,  in  high  eftiination,  I 
might  have  been  dilpoled  to  aCt  with  a 
more  adventurous  precipitancy. 

According  to  my  judgment,  the  refult 
of  thefe  further  trials  tended  to  confirm 
what  I had  before  advanced  ; and  I have 
not  fo  far  dillrulted  myfelf,  as  to  have 
been  induced  to  modify  my  former  fenti- 
ments.  I regret,  neverthelefs,  that  the 
fentiments  of  a Phyfician  of  talents,  of 
one  who  may  be  lels  prejudiced  becaufe 
he  is  lefs  interelled,  are  different.  I do 
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not  pretend  to  abfolute  infallibility  on  this 
head  ; and  I am  aware  how  liable  a per- 
foji  is  to  overrate  thofe  powers  of  a reme- 
dy, of  which  he  has  been  the  firft  to  form 
an  idea,  and  which,  if  they  are  hereafter 
found  to  exift  in  reality,  are  likely  to  add 
fomething  to  his  profeftional  credit  and 
character. 

Under  all  the  imprelTions  which  I feel, 
I cannot  fend  forth  the  following  Cafes 
and  Obfervations,  without  ftrongly  com- 
mending them  to  the  candour  and  the  in- 
dulgence of  the  World.  If  it  fhould  feem 
that  I have  been  too  hafty  in  my  conclu- 
fions  ; if  it  fhould  be  ultimately  proved 
that  they  reft  not  on  any  folid  founda- 
tion ; yet,  notwithftanding  this  difap- 
pointment,  the  World  will,  I hope,  be 
inclined  to  admit  an  excufe  for  my  mif- 
take,  and  to  allow  that  it  may  fairly  be 
attributed  to  the  many  and  the  great  dif- 
ficulties, which  oppofe  themfelves  to  our 
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endeavours  to  afcertain  the  virtues  of  me- 
dicines — difficulties,  which  are  in  fa6t  fo 
many  and  fo  great,  that  a complete  Hif- 
tory  of  the  Practice  of  Phytic  would  be, 
in Tome  meafure,  a Hiltory  of  mitlakes  of 
a fimilar  kind.  If,  on  the  contrary,  my 
conclufions  fhould  feem  to  have  been 
fairly  drawn  ; if  they  fhould  be  verified 
by  more  extended  and  more  unbiafled  ex- 
perience ; under  this  defirable  iffine,  I 
hope  it  will  be  granted,  without  hefita- 
tion,  that  they  involve  a difcovery,  which 
deferves  to  be  foftered  and  promoted  ; 
one  which  promifes  to  lay  the  foundation 
of  fuch  an  improvement  in  the  method  of 
treating  a moll:  deftruAive  malady,  as 
may,  by  checking  its  ravages,  be  exten- 
sively beneficial  to  Society  at  large.  For 
who  does  not  know,  that,  to  the  Inha- 
bitants of  the  northern  parts  of  civilized 
Europe,  Pulmonary  Confumption  has,  at 
all  times,  been  one  of  the  moll  Severe 
Scourges  PViIn  'the  Rudy,  as  well  as  in  the 
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fick-room,  this  difeafe,  on  account  of  its 
frequency  and  its  fatality,  has  occupied 
much  of  the  attention  of  Phyficians  ; and 
many  of  the  molt  eminent  have  commu- 
nicated the  refult  of  their  experience,  and 
of  their  reflexions,  to  the  Public  : but  we 
have  to  lament,  that,  on  no  fubjeCt,  have 
medical  lkill,  ingenuity,  and  learning, 
been  employed  with  effects  more  difpro- 
portionate.  Confumption  commits  its  ra- 
vages Rill,  and,  I believe,  to  the  fame  de- 
gree as  heretofore. 

Whatever  may  be  finally  eliablifhed 
concerning  the  antiphthifical  powers  of 
uva  urji,  I cannot,  from  cautious  motives, 
l'o  far  Rifle  my  opinion  on  this  head  as 
not  to  affert,  that,  in  the  prefent  Rate  of 
my  experience,  I conRder  them  as  form- 
ing a truly  important  fubjeCt  for  inveRiga- 
tion.  Entertaining  this  opinion,  I fliould 
be  glad  if  it  were  in  my  power  to  remove 
all  the  objections,  to  fuch  inveRigation, 
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which  are  likely  to  prefent  themfelves  to 
medical  Pradlitioners.  I fear  that  the 
want  of  fuccefs,  which  has  attended  all 
the  methods  of  cure  in  Confumption,  that 
have  hitherto  been  propofed,  may,  of  it- 
lelf,  form  a great  objection  ; efpecially,  as 
fome  of  thefe  methods  have  been  pro- 
pofed by  Phyticians  of  the  molt  acknow- 
ledged eminence.  At  firft  view,  Prac- 
titioners may  imagine,  that,  if  nothing 
effectual  has  been  done,  in  the  cure  of 
Confumption,  by  all  the  great  ability 
which  has  hitherto  been  directed  towards 
this  objedt,  they  have  not  much  to  anti- 
cipate from  my  efforts.  Many  among 
them  may,  with  regard  to  this  very  ob- 
ject, have  experienced  that  mortification 
which  is  always  felt,  when  the  fanguine 
indulgence  of  hope  terminates  in  com- 
plete difappointment ; and,  after  having 
returned  to  their  former  palliative  me- 
thods, may  choole  to  continue  to  purfue 
them,  reconciling  themfelves  to  the  ul- 
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timately  fatal  event,  rather  than,  on  my 
authority,  to  expofe  themfelves  to  the 
rilk  of  experiencing  that  mortification 
anew.  Such  conduct  appears  natural 
enough;  nevertlielefs,  the  moft  corre6t 
notion  of  this  matter  would,  aftiiredly, 
be  formed,  by  confidering,  that  Medicine 
partakes  of  the  nature  of  an  Art,  perhaps 
more  than  of  the  nature  of  a Science  ; 
and  that,  in  Arts,  the  greateft  improve- 
ments  are  not  always  derived  from  the 
moft  confummate  ability.  By  viewing 
an  old  fa 61  in  a new  light,  or  a new 
fa 61  in  its  proper  light,  or  by  drawing  a 
new  analogical  inference,  and  by  patiently 
profecuting  the  experiments  which  the 
freih  idea  fuggefts,  a perfon  of  common 
undemanding  may  contribute  more  to 
the  advancement  of  his  Art,  than  others 
of  the  moft  fplendid  genius,  who  may  not 
have  been  equally  fortunate  in  the  obfer- 
vation  of  the  moment.  As  a confirma- 
tion of  this  fentiment,  I may  remark  of

preface: 


the  Art  of  Medicine  in  particular,  that  it 
is  fuppofed  to  have  derived  feveral  of  its 
improvements  even  from  thofe  times  or 
Countries,  in  which  civilization  had  made 
but  little  progrefs.  Confidently  with 
thefe  obfervations,  it  mud  be  allowed, 
that  the  exalted  talents  of  men  who  have 
tlione,  or  who  Rill  thine,  in  the  Profef- 
tion,  have  not  barred  the  road  to  improve- 
ments, in  the  manner  of  treating  Con- 
fumption,  again!!  thofe  whofe  general  pre- 
tentions are  inferior  : and,  however  fruit- 
lefs  may  have  been  the  curative  attempts 
hitherto  made,  in  this  difeafe,  by  thole 
who  were  judged  moll  capable  of  fuch 
undertakings,  the  enlightened  Practitioner 
will  fee  the  propriety  of  giving  a trial  to 
any  new  medicine,  when  it  appears  that 
the  medicine  can  be  adminitlered  with 
fafety,  and  when  the  trial  promifes  to  be 
fomething  more  than  a mere  catual  and 
precarious  experiment.  For  no  one,  I 
trull,  will  maintain  that  the  time  is  ar- 
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rived,  when  we  ought  to  look  upon  Con- 
fumption,  as  being,  like  fome  of  the  poi- 
fonous  preparations  we  read  of,  irreliftibly 
certain,  though  flow,  in  its  fatal  tenden- 
cy ; to  abandon  the  hope  of  cure,  and  to 
aim  at  nothing  further  than  the  palliation 
of  its  fymptoms. 

Concerning  the  fafety  of  the  medicinal 
ufe  of  uvci  urfi , limply  conlidered,  I would 

obferve,  that  calculous  Patients  have  for- 

* . * 

merly  taken  this  drug,  in  much  larger 
dofes  than  I advife,  to  the  advantage  not 
only  of  their  local  complaints,  but  alio  of 
their  general  health.  Concerning  the 
fafety  of  its  ufe,  confidered  with  refer- 
ence to  Confumption,  it  may,  I know,  be 
advanced,  that  Confumption  is  attend- 
ed with  an  inflammatory  diathelis,  from 
which  calculous  complaints  are  free  ; and 
that  the  leading  property  of  uva  urfi,  its 
aftringencv,  does  actually  feem  to  indi- 
cate, that  it  is  a medicine  not  fuited  to  a 
diforder  in  which  the  inflammatory  dia- 

b 
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thelis  prevails.  But,  the  inflammatory 
diathefls,  in  confumptive  Cafes,  is  not,  it 
fhould  be  remembered,  purely  fuch  ; it  is 
of  a hedtic  nature,  depending  on  a fpecific 
local  difeafe ; and  the  trial  of  bark  and 
iron,  in  thefe  Cafes,  has  been  fometimes 
approved  : — approved,  I conceive,  from 
the  conflderation  juft  noticed.  Hence  it 
fhould  feem,  that,  as  to  fafety,  no  valid 
objection  offers  itfelf,  even  a priori,  to  the 
trial  of  uva  urji  in  Cafes  of  this  kind  : 
but,  be  this  as  it  may,  I can  affirm,  that, 
in  a fufficiently  extenfive  experience,  I 
have  never  had  reafon  for  fuppofing,  that 
the  trial  may  not  be  made  with  the  moll 
perfect  fafety. 

Whether  the  trial  of  uva  urji,  in  Con- 
fumption,  promifes  to  be  fomething  more 
than  a mere  cafual  and  precarious  expe- 
riment, is  a queftion,  which  will  be  de- 
cided upon,  according  to  the  impreflion 
made  by  the  confumptive  Cafes  that  fol- 
low. I will  not  endeavour  to  difpofe  the 
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Reader  towards  a favourable  impreffion 
by  Rating  any  plaufible  theory,  for  I do 
not  know  that  I could  frame  fuch  theory : 
and,  from  what  I have  already  faid  of 
uva  urfi  as  a new  medicine,  it  will  be 
taken  for  granted,  that  I cannot  difpofe 
him  towards  a favourable  impreffion  by 
referring  him  to  authorities,  among  me- 
dical writers  either  ancient  or  modern. 
“ Tentamen  vero  in  phthifi  -purulent a,  ad 
“ quod  invitare  facile  poterat  ufus  in  ul- 
“ ceribus  renum,  fucceffii  caruit  *” — is 
the  only  palfage,  with  which  my  reading 
has  furniffied  me,  that  alludes  to  the  em- 
ployment of  this  medicine,  in  confump- 
tive  Cafes  of  any  defeription.  In  thofe 
confumptive  Cafes  wherein  the  diforder 
has  not  yet  arrived  at  the  purulent  ltage, 
which  kind  of  Cafes  forms  the  more  par- 
ticular and  immediate  object  of  this  Pub-

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lication,  the  medicine  has  not,  as  tar  as  I 
know  or  believe,  been  employed  before, 
in  a tingle  inftance.  All,  therefore,  which  I 
can  properly  attempt  with  the  above  view, 
in  this  place,  is,  to  allure  the  Reader  that  I 
have  been  a faithful  reporter.  I have  put 
him  in  polleffion  of  the  real  occurrence, 
by  which  I was  induced  to  employ  uva 
urji  in  the  Cafes  I have  detailed ; and  I 
have  detailed  the  Cafes  with  accuracy, 
fo  far  as  my  ability  enabled  me.  What- 
ever may  occur  in  the  pratftice  of  others, 
that  which  I have  related  did,  according 
to  the  moft  corre6t  obfervation  I was  ca- 
pable of  making,  actually  occur  in  mine. 

The  above  remarks  relate  folely  to  the 
fubje<T  of  Pulmonary  Confumption  : but 
all  my  Cafes  do  not  rank  under  that  head  ; 
and  I am  encouraged  to  think  that  uva 
urji  may  prove  to  be  well  fuited  to  fome 
other  diforders,  to  which,  as  to  Confump- 
tion, this  medicine  has  not,  unlefs  I mif- 
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take,  before  been  deemed  applicable;  Be^ 
canfe,  however,  my  principal  aim  in  the 
enluing  pages  is,  as  I have  already  faid,  to 
recommend  the  ufe  of  it  in  Confumption, 
I do  not  feel  at  liberty  to  detain  the  Read- 
er, here,  by  any  difquihtion  on  the  fubjedt 
of  thefe  other  diforders  ; efpecially,  as  I 
have  fubjoined  to  the  Cafes,  that  belong 
to  them,  all  the  oblervations,  which  they 
teemed  particularly  to  require. 

In  another  part  of  my  Preface,  I have 
commended  mylelf  to  the  candour  and  the 
indulgence  of  the  World,  with  regard  to 
the  matter  of  this  Produdtion  ; and  let  me 
be  underttood,  by  way  of  conclution,  as 
commending  myfelf  to  thefe  qualities,  with 
regard  to  its  form.  The  form,  in  which 
it  appears,  is  unworthy  of  the  Seat  from 
which  it  iffues.  I am  not  fatisfied  with 
it  myfelf,  and  I ought  to  expedt,  that 
to  others  it  will  be  hill  lefs  fatisfadlory. 
Even,  however,  if  I had  had  capacity,  I 
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fhould  have  been  unable,  becaufe  I had  not 
time,  to  clothe  my  thoughts,  as  I could 
have  wifhed,  in  the  elegance  of  academic 
attire.  The  hours,  that  a country  Phyti- 
cian  of  moderate  practice  devotes  to  writ- 
ing, muft  be  ftolen  from  thofe,  which, 
in  ftridt  prudence,  attention  to  health 
would  demand,  either  for  recreation  or 
for  fleep.

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Occurrence , which  led  to  the  Trial  of  Uva  Urfi 
In  Pulmonary  Confurnptlon. 

In  the  latter  end  of  the  year  1801,  an 
elderly  man  was  admitted,  under  my  care, 
into  the  RadclifFe  Infirmary,  on  account 
of  a difeafe  in  the  urinary  organs.  He  had 
frequent  calls  to  void  urine  ; he  voided  it 
with  pain  ; and  it  was  mixed  with  a large 
quantity  of  muco-purulent  matter.  The 
part  of  the  abdomen,  juft  above  the  offa 
pubis , was  full,  hard,  tender  when  prelfed, 
and  conftantly  more  or  lefs  uneafy.  With 
the  above  let  of  fymptoms  were  joined, 
heat  of  fkin,  quicknefs  of  pulfe,  want  of 
appetite,  lofs  of  flefti  and  ftrength,  and 
all  the  chara6leriftic  appearances  of  hec- 
tic fever. 

The  man  had  been  ill  about  fix  months; 
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and  I was  apprehenfive,  that  it  would  not 
be  in  my  power  at  all  to  relieve  his  com- 
plaints. I ordered  natron  prceparatum, 
and  it  was  taken  to  a due  extent,  both  as 
to  dofe  and  time,  without  any  good  effect. 
I then  prefcribed  uva  urji,  prompted  by 
the  inftances,  recorded  by  de  Haen,  of 
the  efficacy  of  this  plant  in  various  dil- 
eafes  of  the  urinary  fyfiem  ; yet  I believe 
the  authority  of  de  Haen  would  not  have 
induced  me  to  prefcribe,  on  this  occafion, 
a medicine  fo  much  difcarded,  had  I not 
been  greatly  at  a lofs  howT  to  a6t  for  the 
relief  of  my  Patient.  For,  in  a nephritic 
Cafe  or  two,  I had  employed  this  medi- 
cine before,  but  without  advantage  ; or, 
to  fpeak  more  exprefsly,  without  having 
been  able  to  perfuade  thofe,  who  took  it, 
to  continue  its  ufe.  It  did  not  fit  ealy  on 
the  ftomach.  What  I obferved,  in  the 
Cafe  or  two,  to  which  I have  alluded, 
of  the  churlifh  effect  of  uva  urji,  when 
given  in  any  fuch  dofe  as  half  a drachm, 
the  dofe  directed  by  the  celebrated  Ger- 
man Phyfieian,  led  me  to  give  it,  in  the 
prefent,  more  fparingly,  and,  in  imita- 
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tion  of  the  formula  which  fucceedecl  with 
Dr.  Ferriar  in  Cafes  of  Diabetes com- 
bined with  bark  and  opium.  I gave  ten 
grains  of  uva  urji , rather  more  than  that 
quantity  of  bark , and  half  a grain  of 
opium,  thrice  in  the  day.  The  falutary 
tendency  of  this  plan  was  loon  evident, 
in  the  abatement  of  all  the  formidable 
fymptoms  ; the  plan  was  perfevered  in, 
about  feven  weeks,  when  the  Patient  was 
difcharged,  moft  remarkably  improved  in 
his  general  health,  and  very  materially 
relieved  with  regard  to  the  local  affection. 
There  was  ltill,  at  times,  a mixture  of  the 
muco-purulent  matter  with  the  urine ; 
but  the  irritation  in  the  urinary  paltages 
had  ceafed  to  be  diltrefhng  : and,  upon 
the  whole,  the  man  did  not  appear  to 
have  a larger  lhare  of  infirmity  about 
him,  than  is  ufually  attendant  on  the  age 
to  which  he  had  arrived. 

This  was  not  the  firfl  time,  that  a Cafe 
of  this  nature  had  occurred  in  my  practice;

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but  it  was  the  firft  time,  that  a Cafe  of 
this  nature  had  been  treated  fo  fuccelT- 
fully,  under  my  management.  On  this 
account,  the  favourable  itfue  made  the 
flronger  impreflion  upon  me.  I was  in- 
deed very  much  ftruck,  on  feeing  the  hec- 
tic fymptoms  retire,  as  they  did,  gradual- 
ly, and  at  length  completely.  My  atten- 
tion might,  in  fome  degree,  have  been  fix- 
ed the  more  earnefily  to  the  Cafe,  by  a cir- 
cum fiance  which  I noticed  refpecling  the 
pulfe.  This  was,  that  the  rate  of  the 
pulfe,  for  fome  time  before  the  man  was 
difcharged,  did  but  little  exceed  60.  It 
was  natural  to  prefume,  that  the  pulfe 
might  have  been  flow  confiitutionally  : 
but  this  prefumption  did  not  lefien  the 
llrong  contrail,  which  was  formed  by  its 
feverilh  rate  at  the  commencement  of  the 
medicinal  plan,  and  its  fober  rate  in  the^ 
advanced  progrefs  of  amendment. 

I imagined  I knew  pretty  well  how 
much  the  opium  and  hark,  noble  me- 
dicines, it  is  true,  on  many  oceafions, 
would  of  themfelves  have  effected  in  this 
inltance;  and  I had  no  hefitation  irt  at- 
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tributing  the  great  good,  that  was  done., 
principally  to  the -uva  urji.  sinterr  aid!

Among  the  reflexions  to  which  the  unex- 
pected amendment  in  the  Patient  gave  rife; 
it  occurred  to  me,  that  I fcarcely  fhould 
have  had  more  caufe  for  furprife  in  the 
removal  of  the  heCtic,  attendant  on  Con- 
fumption,  than  I had  in  its  removal,  in 
the  Cafe  which  was  the  fubjecl  of  my 
thoughts.  After  this  idea  had  once  pre- 
fented  itfelf,  it  was  not  loft  fight  of : 
Confidering  the  general  fatality  of  Phthi- 
fis,  under  any  known  mode  of  treatment 
in  any  of  its  ltages,  I conceived  that  the 
trial  of  uva  urfi  would  at  leaft  be  juftifia- 
ble  ; and  I only  waited  for  fair  opportuni-  , 
ties  of  making  it,  in  order  to  confirm  or 
difprove  my  idea.  I now,  with  much  de- 
ference, fubmit  the  refult  of  my  experi- 
ence on  this  head  to  the  Public,  in  thofe  of 
the  enfuing  Cafes  which  were  of  a con- 
fumptiye  tendency.  I cannot  always  make 
a ..fuccefsful  report ; in  fo  deplorable  •*  a 
complaint  it  will  not,  I trull,  be  expected 
that  I fhould  : I am  not,  however,  with- 
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out  the  hope,  that  I can  fo  far  report  fa- 
vourably, as  to  induce  fome  of  the  intelli- 
gent part  of  the  profeftion  to  give  a fair 
trial  to  a ftmilar  mode  of  practice. 

The  Cafes,  annexed  to  thofe  of  a con- 
fumptive  tendency,  were,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  laft  Cafe  of  all,  fuch  as  led  me 
to  employ  uva  nrji  from  analogy,  on  ac- 
count of  the  prominence  of  the  hedtic 
feature.  When  I began  to  employ  uva 
iirfi  in  the  laft  Cafe,  I thought  its  tendency 
was  truly  confumptive  ; but  I had  after- 
wards reafon,  as  I have  ltated  in  my  obfer- 
vations  upon  it,  for  believing  that  it  was 
not  of  that  character.  To  me  thefe  an- 
nexed Cafes  appeared  interefting,  and  I 
fhall  be  gratified  if  to  others  they  appear 
not  unworthy  of  having  been  recorded. 
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Cafes  of  Pulmonary  Confumption , &c.  treated 
with  Uva  Urji. 

CASE  I. 

M.  B.  of  Oxford,  a married  woman, 
30  years  of  age,  was  admitted  an  Out- 
Patient  of  the  RadclifFe  Infirmary,  on 
March  18,  1802.  For  fix  months  file  had 
been  affected  with  a harafling  cough, 
night  and  day  ; but  it  had  been  molt 
troublefome  in  the  night  : at  times  there 
had  been  fome  expectoration  with  the 
cough  ; fcarcely  any  latterly.  For  the  lafi 
three  or  four  months  file  had  had  profufe 
night  fweats.  She  had  loll  much  flelh, 
and  was  very  weak.  The  fldn  was  warm ; 
tongue  white  ; pulfe  g8.  She  had  had  one 
child,  which  was  then  four  years  old  : flie 
menftruated  regularly.  A Brother  and 
Sifter  of  her  Mother,  and  a Sifter  of  her 
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Father  had,  from  her  account,  died  con- 
fumptive. 

I directed  ten  grains  of  uva  urfi,  fifteen  of  bark, 
and  half  a grain  of  opium,  in  a powder,  to  be 
taken  three  times  in  the  day,  in  mint  tea. 

April  3.  After  having  taken  the  pow- 
ders, a few  days,  in  the  manner  directed, 
die  found  them,  as  die  expreded  herfelf, 
too  ftrong  for  her,  and  took  them  twice 
in  the  day  only.  The  cough  was  now 
much  better,  and  the  fweats  were  dimi- 
n idled.  The  bowels  were  not  made  coftive 
by  the  powders.  Average  rate  of  the 
Pulfe  about  80. 

She  was  directed  to  continue  to  take  the  powder  j 
but  only  twice  in  the  day. 

April  2 1 . Cough  more  troublefome,  and 
fweats  condderable,  dnce  April  1 5 . Head- 
ach.  She  thought  the  powders  too  ftrong. 
Rate  of  the  pulfe  about  75.  There  was 
reafon  to  believe  die  had  taken  cold. 

She  was  now  direfted  to  take  her  powder  at 
bed-time  only;  to  take  16  drops  of  diluted 
vitriolic  acid,  in  water,  twice  in  the  day ; and 
to  have  a blilter  applied  to  the  fternum. 

April  25.  Cough,  and  other  trouble- 
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fome  fymptoms,  reported  011  21  ft,  much 
better. 

The  powder  was  omitted  entirely,  with  the  in- 
tention of  returning  to  the  ufe  of  it,  fliould 
fymptoms  require.  Twenty  drops  of  diluted 
vitriolic  acid  were  directed  to  be  taken  twice 
in  the  day. 

May  15.  From  April  25th,  the  cough 
had  been  confined  to  the  time  of  rifing 
in  the  morning,  or  to  that  time,  and  the 
hour  before  ; excepting  for  a day  or  two, 
when  flie  imagined  lhe  had  caught  cold 
in  her  family  work,  which  fhe  was  now 
able  to  engage  in.  No  fweats. 

The  diluted  vitriolic  acid  to  be  continued  as  on 
April  25th. 

July  1 1 . Still  a little  cough  in  a morn- 
ing. No  fweats.  She  was  grown  much 
ftronger.  Thought  herfelf  well  enough 
to  lay  afide  all  medicine. 

November  1802.  The  cough  was  but 
little  troublefome  after  July  11th,  aud 
the  Patient  was  now  in  tolerable  health. 

May  1804.  I met  this  Patient:  her 
looks  were  healthy ; and  the  told  me  file 
was,  and  had  been,  well. 
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CASE  II. 

F.  E,  of  Oxford,  an  unmarried  wo- 
man, 22  years  of  age,  was  admitted  an 
Out-Patient  of  the  RadclifFe  Infirmary  on 
April  14,  1803.  She  had  then  a cough  of 
fix  months  Handing ; it  had  troubled  her 
by  day,  only,  till  within  the  preceding  five 
weeks,  during  which  time  it  had  troubled 
her  night  and  day.  The  cough  was  at  firll 
dry ; from  the  time  it  had  affeCted  her  by 
night,  the  had  expectorated  a little  mucus 
with  it ; and,  from  the  fame  time,  the  had 
been  feverifh  in  the  night.  She  had  had 
pain  under  the  left  breatl ; and  had  become 
rather  thinner.  The  menfes  had,  from 
puberty,  been  regular  as  to  time,  pale  in 
colour,  fmall  in  quantity.  She  was  of 
a fair  complexion,  had  a pearly  eye,  and 
wide  pupil.  The  breath  was  fomewhat 
fhort ; Ikin  warm  ; tongue  whitilli ; pulfe 
108  ; appetite  bad. 

She  had  generally  had  a barking  cough 
in  the  winter ; but  the  oblerved,  that  the 
winter  cough  was  unlike  the  one  the  had 
been  troubled  with  for  fome  months  pall. 
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Her  Father  and  a Brother  had  died  of 
Confumption  ; the  Father  I attended. 

This  young  woman  had  been  under  my 
care  from  the  beginning  of  April,  and  had 
been  taking  antimonial  powder,  with  finall 
portions  of  calomel , At  the  time  of  her 
becoming  an  Out-Patient  of  the  Infirma- 
ry, llie  was  diredted  to  take  ten  grains  of 
nitre  in  a Jpermaceti  mixture,  twice  in  the 
day  ; and  three  grains  of  antimonial  pow- 
der, with  half  a grain  of  calomel,  in  a pill, 
at  bed  time. 

April  27.  She  had  taken,  without  good 
effect,  the  antimonial  powder  with  calo- 
mel nearly  a month  ; to  which  had  been 
joined  the  nitre  and  Jpermaceti,  during  the 
laft  twelve  days.  The  pulfe  ranged  from 
104  to  110  in  the  forenoon,  whilft  fhe 
was  keeping  quiet  at  home.  The  fkin 
was  always  warm.  Cough  troublefome 
night  and  day.  Appetite  very  indiffe- 
rent. 

I now  begged  a profeffional  Gentle- 
man, of  experience  and  difeernment,  to 
examine  this  Patient ; and  he  reported  her 
to  me  as  evidently  confumptive. 
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She.  was  dire&ed  to  take  feven  grains  of  nitre, 
eight  of  uva  urfi,  and  the  third  of  a grain  of 
opium,  in  a fperniaceti  mixture,  thrice  in  the 
day. 

May.  During  this  month,  the  cough 
became  better ; the  feverilhnefs  abated ; 
the  appetite  improved,  and  the  pulfe  lank 
to  90.  The  powders,  directed  on  April 
27th,  having  appeared  to  give  pain  in  the 
ftomach,  lhe  took,  inltead  of  them  and 
the  mixture,  a bolus  of  feven  grains  of 
uva  urji,  and  the  fame  quantity  of  opiate 
confection , thrice  in  the  day,  the  greater 
part  of  this  month. 

June.  During  this  month  a little  im- 
provement in  the  pulmonary  fymptoms, 
and  in  the  appetite.  In  the  former  part 
of  the  month,  lhe  took  five  grains  of  pre- 
pared natron,  feven  of  uva  urfi,  three  of 
liquorice  powder,  and  one  quarter  of  a 
grain  of  opium,  thrice  in  the  day  : in  the 
latter  part,  the  natron  was  omitted. 

July.  Pulmonary  fymptoms  a little  fur- 
ther improved  : conflitutional  fymptoms 
improved  alfo.  Pulfe  on  the  average  94, 
but  commonly  meafured  immediately  af- 
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ter  a walk  of  half  a mile.  In  the  former 
part  of-  the  month,  fhe  took  eight  grains 
of  uva  urji,  four  of  liquorice  powder,  and 
a quarter  of  a grain  of  opium,  thrice  in  the 
day ; and  a bolus  of  ten  grains  of  uva  urji , 
and  lix  of  opiate  confedion , thrice  in  a 
day,  in  the  latter  part. 

Augult.  Symptoms  nearly  ftationary, 
but  (he  thought  herfelf  fenfible  of  an  im- 
provement in  ftrength.  Towards  the  mid- 
dle of  the  month  the  began  to  complain  of 
pain  in  the  head  with  giddinefs,  which 
fhe  attributed  to  the  bolufes  mentioned  in 
the  report  for  July  : they  were  therefore 
omitted  on  the  2 2d,  and  fhe  took  fix 
grains  of  kali,  five  drops  of  tin  dure  of 
opium,  and  half  a drachm  of  compound 
tindure  of  cinnamon , in  an  infufion  of 
quajjia,  twice  in  the  day. 

September.  In  the  early  part  of  this 
month  the  cough  grew  worfe,  we  ima- 
gined from  a cold  recently  taken  ; was 
accompanied  with  fome  fever,  with  pain 
in  the  left  fide,  and  with  irritability  of  fto- 
mach.  She  loft  fix  ounces  of  blood  from 
the  arm,  had  a blifter  applied  to  the  fide. 
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and  inftead  of  the  hali,  &c.  mentioned  in 
the  report  for  Augull,  took  five  grains  of 
prepared  natron,  and  half  a drachm  of  tinc- 
ture of  gentian,  in  water,  thrice  in  the 
day.  In  the  middle  of  this  month,  no  va- 
riation of  the  fymptoms,  excepting  that 
the  tide  was  relieved  by  the  bliller ; the 
was  then  directed  to  take  five  grains  of 
uva  urji,  and  the  fame  quantity  of  liquo- 
rice powder,  in  pimento  water,  four  times 
in  the  twenty-four  hours.  At  the  latter 
end  of  the  month,  the  cough  continued  the 
fame,  but  the  feverifh  heat  was  aim  oil  en- 
tirely gone,  and  the  appetite  and  llrength 
were  improved.  There  had  been  fcarcely 
any  expectoration  with  the  cough,  fince 
the  month  of  June.  Pulfe,  on  the  average, 
98,  after  her  walk  to  my  houfe. 

October.  In  this  month,  no  fever : ge- 
neral health  improved  confiderably : cough. 
Hill  troublefome  by  day,  but  fhe  obferved 
that  cool  weather  always  made  her  cough. 
Pulfe  97,  after  her  walk.  She  took  leven 
grains  of  uva  urji,  the  fame  quantity 
of  liquorice  powder,  and  half  a drachm 
of  iin&ure  of  colomb a,  in  pimento  wa- 
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ter,  four  times  in  the  day,  during  this 
month. 

November.  She  did  not  feem  to  lofe  or 
gain  ground.  Skin  always  cool  i tongue 
clean  : appetite  good.  She  had  continued 
the  medicines  mentioned  in  the  report  for 
October. 

December.  Symptoms  nearly  ftationary. 
Menftrual  difcharge,  which  occurred  in 
the  beginning  of  the  month,  was  very 
pale,  and  veiy  fmall  in  quantity.  I pro- 
ceeded with  the  uva  urji,  &c.  as  in  the 
report  for  October,  till  the  lQth,  when  a 
chalybeate  pill  was  directed,  thrice  in  the 
day,  and  ten  grains  of  uva  urji,  the  fame 
quantity  of  liquorice  powder,  and  half  a 
drachm  of  tinfture  of  colomha,  in  pimento 
water,  after  the  pill. 

January,  1804.  Cough  nearly  as  for  the 
lad  three  months  ; more  like  her  barking 
winter  cough  than  the  cough  the  had 
when  firft  under  my  care.  Skin  always 
cool ; appetite  good.  Pulfe  on  the  average 
9 1 , which  was  flower,  by  five  or  fix  beats, 
than  it  had  been  for  fome  months  pad. 
Menfes  did  not  appear  at  all  in  the  courfe 
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of  this  month.  She  had  continued  the 
medicines  directed  in  December. 

February.  For  the  greater  part  of  this 
month,  the  cough  was  lefs  troublefome ; 
there  was  no  fcverifhnefs ; the  appetite  was 
improved  ; there  was  alfo  an  improve- 
ment in  her  ftrength ; pulfe  91.  About 
the  middle  of  the  month,  which  was  five 
weeks  after  the  proper  time,  menllruation 
took  place ; difcharge  pale  in  colour,  fmall 
in  quantity.  The  chalybeate  pill,  with 
uva  urji , &c.  directed  in  December,  had 
been  continued. — In  the  latter  part  of  this 
month,  viz.  on  the  21  ft,  an  eruption  ap- 
peared on  the  bofom,  which  proved  to 
be  Shingles,  and  which  was  accompanied 
with  heat,  and  quicknefs  of  pulfe  ; from 
that  time  fhe  took  antimonial  powder  and 
cooling  f aline  medicines. 

March.  All  uneafinefs  and  feverifhnefs, 
from  the  Shingles,  gone  by  the  12th,  when 
the  antimonial  and  faline  medicines  were 
laid  afide,  and  fhe  was  directed  to  take 
ten  grains  of  uva  urji,  the  fame  quantity 
of  liquorice  powder,  and  half  a drachm  of 
tmflure  of  colomba,  thrice  in  the  day,  in 
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pimento  water.  Cough  but  little  trou- 
blefome  this  month.  Menftraation  took 
place  at  the  proper  time ; difcharge  pale, 
quantity  fmall.  Average  rate  of  pulfe, 
fince  the  12th,  86. 

April.  Cough  lefs  troublefome ; gene- 
ral health  more  improved  than  in  any 
preceding  month.  Pulfe,  on  the  average, 
95.  Menfes,  which  appeared  on  the  22d, 
a week  later  than  they  ought  to  have 
done,  were  pale,  and  fmall  in  quantity,  as 
ufual.  She  had  continued  the  medicines 
fpecified  in  the  laft  month’s  report. 

May.  She  had  her  difqhm’ge  from  the 
Infirmary  ; very  little  cough  remaining, 
and  her  general  health  feeming  to  be 
good. 

June.  The  young  woman  had  gone  on 
well  fince  her  difcharge.  She  had  had 
next  to  no  cough  ; and  had  been  able  to 
do  more  work  than  at  any  time,  within 
the  lafi:  year  and  half.  Her  pulfe,  the  only 
time  I meafured  it,  during  this  month,  was 
not  quite  80  ; but  the  had  been  fitting  at 
home.  She  had  been  regular,  monthly  ; 
quantity  fmall,  & c.  as  ufual  with  her. 
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September.  She  had  continued  to  go 
on  well.  No  return  of  cough.  She  had 
gained  drength  ; and  had  laboured  hard, 
without  feeling  inconvenience.  Looks 
improved.  Monthly  appearances  as  be- 
fore. 

November  5.  She  had  continued  well. 
No  cough  ; notwithdanding  that  the  time 
of  year  had  arrived,  before  which  her  win- 
ter cough  had,  for  fome  years  pad;,  come 
upon  her.  She  had  never,  during  the  lad 
three  or  four  years,  been  fo  well,  for  any 
continuance  of  time,  as  the  had  been  dur- 
ing the  lad;  feven  months.  Pulfe  76. 

CASE  III. 

S.  M.  who  lived  at  a village  near  Ox- 
ford, an  unmarried  woman,  28  years  of 
age,  rode  over  to  me  for  advice  on  May 
31,  1803.  She  had  had  a cough  for  dx 
months,  during  the  former  part  of  which 
time  it  was  troublefome  in  the  day  only  ; 
latterly  it  had  been  fo  both  night  and  day, 
and  had  been  accompanied  with  fever. 
The  cough  was  dry.  For  the  lad  fort- 
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night  the  had  had  profufe  morning  per- 
fpirations.  When  the  applied  to  me,  the 
had  loft  flefti  confiderably ; her  tongue 
was  white ; her  appetite  indifferent ; her 
breath  fliort ; her  pulfe  frequent ; and  the 
had  fome  pain  under  the  right  breaft. 
She  menftruated  regularly. 

I prefcribed  feven  grains  of  uva  urfi,  a quarter  of 
a grain  of  opium,  and  three  grains  of  liquorice 
powder,  thrice  in  the  day;  to  be  taken  in  milk. 

June  2 1 . Cough  much  better  ; hardly 
at  all  troublefome  in  the  night.  But  little 
fever.  Morning  perfpirations  much  abat- 
ed. No  pain  under  the  breaft.  Breath 
lefs  fliort.  Tongue  clean  ; appetite  im- 
proved. Pulfe  lefs  frequent.  She  had  taken 
her  medicines  very  regularly. 

She  was  directed  to  go  on  with  the  powders  : 
but  the  uva  urfi  was  increafed  to  eight  grains, 
the  opium  to  the  third  of  a grain. 

July  3.  She  fent  me  a veiy  favourable 
report. 

The  uva  urfi  was  now  increafed  to  nine  grains. 

July  30.  The  cough,  and  all  other  un- 
favourable fymptoms  were  gone  : her 
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looks  approached  to  thofe  of  health ; fhe 
had  gained  contiderable  ftrength. 

She  was  advifed  to  take  one  of  her  powders, 
night  and  morning,  for  fome  time  to  come. 

March  31,  1804.  A Brother  of  this  Pa- 
tient informed  me  the  was,  and  had  been, 
free  from  cough,  and  was  well. 

CASE  IV. 

I was  detired  to  vitit  the  Wife  of  a re- 
tpe&able  Inhabitant  of  this  place,  on 
March  30,  1804.  In  March,  1803,  the 
firtl  began  to  be  troubled  with  a cough. 
In  May,  1803,  fhe  was  attacked  with  acute 
Rheumatifm  ; and  the  differed,  more  or 
lefs,  from  this  diforder,  till  the  Auguft  fol- 
lowing. The  cough,  which  had  been 
troublefome  from  the  time  of  its  com- 
mencement to  the  time  of  the  rheumatic 
attack,  ceafed  at  the  latter  period ; and 
was  fcarcely  obfervable  whillt  the  rheu- 
matic fymptoms  continued.  As  the  rheu- 
matic fymptoms  retired,  the  cough  re- 
appeared; and  from  Auguft,  1803,  to  the 
time  my  aftiftance  was  requefted,  it  had 
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never  left  her.  It  had,  from  its  com- 
mencement, been  more  troublefome  by 
night  than  by  day : for  fome  time  pre- 
vious to  my  feeing  her,  it  had  feldom  per- 
mitted her  to  lleep  after  four  in  the 
morning.  For  three  months  previous  to 
that  time,  the  cough  had  raifed  a gluti- 
nous mucus,  which,  more  than  once,  had 
had  blood  mixed  with  it.  She  had  not 
had  night  fweats,  nor  any  confiderable 
degree  of  fever.  The  appetite  had  been 
falling  off  from  the  time  the  cough  came 
upon  her ; and  her  lofs  of  flefh  was  very 
conliderable.  The  pulfe  was  96  ; tongue 
moderately  clean ; countenance  languid. 
She  was  42  years  old,  and  menflruated 
regularly ; had  been  but  once  pregnant, 
and  that  when  the  was  between  30  and 
40.  Her  complexion  florid. 

Two  of  her  Brothers  had  died  con- 
sumptive, after  having  paffed  their  thir- 
tieth year. 

She  had  been  diligently  attended  by  a 
profeflional  Gentleman,  and  the  medi- 
cines, ufually  approved  in  fuch  cafes,  had 
begm  given  without  the  wifhed-for  effect. 
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She  was  directed  to  take  a powder  confiding  of 
fix  grains  of  uva  urfi,  and  fix  grains  of  nitre, 
thrice  in  the  day,  in  three  table  fpoonfulls  of  a 
mixture  compofed  of  four  ounces  of  almond 
emulfion,  three  ounces  and  a half  of  infufion 
of  quaffia,  half  an  ounce  of  fpirit  of  nutmeg, 
and  two  drachms  of  fyrup  of  tolu. 

April  l.  But  little  alteration  in  the 
fymptoms.  Pulfe  loo,  about  an  hour  after 
her  dinner.  The  bitternefs  of  the  quaffia 
was  very  unpleafant  to  her. 

Eight  grains  of  uva  urfi,  and  five  of  nitre,  in  a 
powder,  were  directed  to  be  taken,  thrice  in 
the  day,  in  three  table  fpoonfulls  of  a mixture, 
confifting  of  feven  ounces  of  almond  emulfion, 
fix  drachms  of  tincture  of  colomba,  and  half 
an  ounce  of  fyrup  of  tolu. 

April  5.  Cough  troublefome  in  the 
mornings,  from  break  of  day  to  the  time 
of  riling ; on  the  whole  rather  better. 
Average  rate  of  pulfe,  taken  in  the  fore- 
noon, gO. 

Uva  urfi  increafed  to  nine  grains  in  each  dofe. 
Mixture  as  before. 

April  7.  Cough  Hill  troublefome,  but 
rather  lefs  fo.  Breath  fomewhat  better. 
Pulfe  rather  flower  than  on  the  5 th.  Ap- 
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petite  ftill  very  indifferent,  but  a little  im- 
proved. 

The  eighth  of  a grain  of  opium,  one  grain  of 
fcammony,  five  grains  of  liquorice  powder, 
and  ten  grains  of  uva  urfi,  were  ordered,  thrice 
in  the  day,  in  three  table  fpoonfulls  of  a mix- 
ture, compofed  of  feven  ounces  of  almond 
emulfion,  a drachm  and  a half  of  tin&ure  of 
fquill,  fix  drachms  of  tinfture  of  colomba,  and 
half  an  ounce  of  fyrup  of  tolu. 

April  9.  Cough  fomewhat  lefs  trouble- 
fome.  Lefs  expectoration.  Breath  more 
free.  Appetite  indifferent.  Bowels  re- 
gular. Pulfe  80. 

The  powders  continued  as  on  the  7th,  excepting 
that  the  opium  was  increafed  to  the  fixth  of 
a grain  : they  were  now  to  be  taken  in  warm 
milk.  Mixture  omitted. 

April  1 1 . She  was  rather  improved  as 
to  cough  &c.  Appetite  ftill  indifferent. 

The  powder,  as  on  the  9th,  to  be  taken  thrice  in 
the  day,  in  mint  tea ; and  fifteen  drops  of  the 
diluted  acid  of  vitriol  to  be  taken  with  each 
powder. 

April  2 1 . Cough  much  better.  Expec- 
toration diminhhed.  Breath  free.  Appe- 
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tite  improved.  Strength  improved.  Pulfe, 
on  the  average,  81. 

To  proceed  as  on  the  nth. 

April  25.  Cough  not  increafed  tince 
the  21  ft.  Expectoration  fmaller,  even  re- 
latively to  the  degree  of  cough.  Within 
the  laft  day  or  two,  the  had  felt  unufually 
languid  and  nervous.  The  appetite  had 
fallen  off.  Pulfe  loo  ; but  die  had  been 
exerting  herlelf  beyond  her  ftrength. 

The  dofe  of  uva  urfi  was  diminifhed;  and  (lie  was 
directed  to  take  l'even  grains,  only,  of  this  in- 
gredient, the  ninth  of  a grain  of  opium,  about 
half  a grain  of  fcammony,  and  about  three 
grains  of  liquorice  powder,  thrice  in  the  day. 
The  diluted  acid  of  vitriol  was  continued  as  on 
the  nth. 

April  27.  She  was  better  than  on  the 

25  th,  but  brought  up  a little  blood  with 
the  cough  this  morning.  Pulfe  84. 

To  proceed  with  the  powders  as  on  the  25  th  ; to 
omit  the  diluted  acid  of  vitriol. 

May  1.  Cough  diminifhed.  No  expec- 
toration at  all.  For  fome  months,  imme- 
diately previous  to  my  attendance,  the 
cough  had  been  uniformly  attended  with 
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expe&oration.  She  was  languid  at  times. 
Within  the  laft  week  the  had  made  lim- 
pid urine,  which  the  had  not  been  accuf- 
tomed  to  do  fince  her  illnefs.  Pulfe  87,  in 
the  morning  ; at  nine  in  the  evening,  only 
73.  Appetite  improved. 

Eight  grains  of  uva  urfi,  the  twelfth  of  a grain  of 
opium,  about  half  a grain  of  fcammony,  and 
three  grains  of  liquorice  powder,  to  be  taken, 
in  warm  milk,  thrice  in  the  day. 

May  11.  Since  May  1 ft,  the  had  been 
from  home  for  a week,  but  had  taken  her 
powders  regularly.  Cough  now  gave  her 
but  little  trouble.  No  expert  oration. 
Breath  free.  Pulfe  84,  very  fmall.  Appe- 
tite good.  She  had  more  confidence  as  to 
probable  recovery.  Strength  improved. 

To  proceed  as  on  May  ift. 

May  20.  She  appeared  to  have  gained 
fome  ground  fince  the  lath  report.  Cough 
inconfiderable.  She  thought  the  had  gained 
fieth  in  fome  degree  ; her  arms  were  more 
firm  to  the  touch.  Much  more  animation, 
and  appearance  of  health,  in  the  counte- 
nance. 
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To  take  the  fame  powder  as  was  directed  on 
May  i ft  ; but  twice  a day  only. 


Auguft  6.  The  powders  were  difcon- 
tinued,  foon  after  May  20th ; and  the 
Patient  continued  well  till  the  middle  of 
the  fecond  week  in  July.  At  this  time 
the  evidently  caught  cold,  and  thus  a 
cough  was  again  brought  upon  her.  The 
cough  had  continued  to  the  date  of  this 
report,  and  was  ftill  troublefome  ; the  had 
regularly  a fit  of  it,  for  half  an  hour, 
about  two  in  the  morning ; another  about 
fix  in  the  morning ; and  a third  after 
fupper  : that  after  fupper  was,  in  general, 
of  the  fhorteft  duration.  She  coughed  a 
little  in  the  courfe  of  the  day ; was 
hoarfe  at  times ; and  experienced  fome 
fhortnefs  of  breath.  She  expe&orated  a 
tenacious  mucus.  She  had  not  been  fen- 
fible  of  much  chillinefs  or  heat.  Sleep 
was  fufficiently  good  the  former  part  of 
the  night.  Appetite  had  continued  good. 
The  bowels  were  regular.  Pulle  90. 

She  was  directed  to  take,  limply,  eight  grains  of 
uva  urfi,  thrice  in  the  day,  in  warm  milk. 
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Auguft  0-  Cough  lefs  violent  after  fup- 
per  laft  night,  than  ufual : fomewhat  lefs 
fo  this  morning,  but  returned  at  the  ufual 
periods  : die  was  lefs  hoarfe  yefterday  than 
on  any  day  of  late.  Pulle  93,  meafured 
after  a Ihort  walk. 

To  proceed  as  before. 

Auguft  13.  No  cough  at  all  after  fup- 
per  lalt  night.  She  had  the  two  fits  at  the 
ufual  times  this  morning,  but  not  fevere 
ones.  Hoarfenefs  better.  Breath  lefs 
Ihort.  Pulfe  88. 

No  alteration  in  the  medicine. 

Auguft  24.  No  cough  in  the  evening 
fince  the  llth.  Morning  fits  had  come 
on  with  their  ufual  regularity,  but  had 
been  lefs  fevere.  Expectoration  fmaller 
in  quantity.  Hoarfenefs  and  breath  a little 
improved  fince  the  laft  report.  Pulfe  84. 

To  take  ten  grains  of  uva  urfi,  thrice  in  the  day. 

Auguft  28.  No  evening  cough.  Morn- 
ing fits  more  mild,  and  not  fo  regular  in 
their  periods  of  attack.  Breath  better. 

Uva  urfi  increafed  to  twelve  grains. 

Auguft  31.  No  evening  cough.  This 
morning,  no  early  fit  of  coughing,  and 
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only  a flight  one  about  flx.  Breath  im- 
proved. Hoarfenefs  fcarcely  perceptible. 
She  was  confcious  of  increafed  ftrength. 
Bowels  rather  more  open  than  ufual. 

To  proceed  as  on  Auguft  28th. 

September  5.  No  evening  cough.  No 
cough  now  in  the  morning  till  the  time 
of  riling,  which  was  about  feven  o’clock  ; 
what  cough  came  on  then  was  eafy.  No 
hoarfenefs.  Pulfe  82,  fmall.  Appetite 
good.  Bowels  regular.  Urine  more  pale 
than  common. 

To  go  on  as  before. 

September  9.  In  eflential  points  the  was 
quite  as  w'ell,  as  on  September  5 th  : but 
had  felt  a languor  and  depreflion  of  lpirits, 
the  three  preceding  days. 

She  was  now  directed  to  take  twelve  grains  of 
uva  urfi,  twice  in  the  day,  only. 

September  2 7.  She  evidently  took 
cold,  and  was  hoarfe  for  two  or  three 
days,  about  the  middle  of  the  month  : ne- 
verthelefs,  the  cough  was  better  at  the 
date  of  this  report  than  at  that  of  the  pre- 
ceding ; being  confined  to  the  time  of  ril- 
ing in  the  morning,  and  being  then  very; 
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trifling.  A fmall  free  expectoration  with 
the  cough.  The  languor  and  depreffion 
of  lpirits  went  off,  foon  after  the  laft  re- 
port. Pulfe  80.  Appetite  good.  Sleep 
good.  Bowels  regular. 

To  take  fifteen  grains  of  uva  urfi,  twice  in  the 
day. 

OCtober  4.  No  cough  at  any  regular 
period  ; not  even  at  the  time  of  riling. 
She  was  not  quite  free  from  cough,  but 
what  Ihe  had  would  not  have  attracted 
her  notice,  had  Ihe  not  been  a fufferer 
from  this  caufe.  No  expectoration  at  all. 
Breath  free.  No  hoarfenefs.  She  felt  well 
and  ftrong.  Countenance  clear  and  ani- 
mated. Pulfe  81. 

To  proceed  as  on  September  27th, 

October  1 1 . She  had  not  expectorated 
at  all  with  the  very  trifling  cough  Ihe  had 
had  fince  OCtober  4th.  Apparently  free 
from  complaint.  Pulfe  80. 

By  way  of  fecurity,  fhe  was  requeued  to  continue 
her  powders  a little  longer. 

October  26.  No  cough.  Breath  good. 
She  was  well  in  all  refpeCts. 
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To  continue  the  uva  urfi,  in  the  dofe  of  a fcru- 
ple,  at  bed-time  only. 

November  5.  She  had  remained  well. 
To  proceed  as  on  October  26th. 

November  12.  No  complaint. 


CASE  V. 

On  May  7,  1804,  I was  called  in  to  the 
Daughter  of  a reputable  Farmer,  at  fome 
diltance  from  Oxford.  The  Patient  was 
unmarried,  27  years  old,  and  had  been  an 
invalid,  from  a cough,  three  months.  Dur- 
ing the  former  half  of  the  time  mentioned, 
the  cough  had  been  troublefome  by  day 
only ; by  night,  as  well  as  by  day,  during 
the  latter  half.  She  had  had  next  to  no 
expe&oration.  She  had  been  fenlible  of 
languor,  weaknefs,  and  a tendency  to  fe- 
ver, from  the  time  the  cough  firft  came 
upon  her ; from  the  time  it  had  been 
troublefome  by  night,  had  experienced 
cold  chills  in  the  day  time.  She  had  loll 
flelh  conliderably.  The  menfes,  which 
ought  to  have  appeared  a fortnight  be- 
fore, had  not  appeared  ; there  had  been 
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nothing  amifs  in  this  refped  till  then. 
The  breath  was  fliort,  at  the  time  of  my 
vilit : there  was,  and  had,  for  fome  time, 
been  an  almod  condant  pain  under  the 
right  bread:.  Pulfe  was  108,  at  10  a.  m. 
Appetite  was  bad.  Tongue  moderately 
clean ; white  of  the  eye  pearly : counte- 
nance had  much  of  the  hecdic  languor  in 
it. 

Her  Grandmother  and  two  Aunts,  by 
the  Father’s  fide,  had  died  confumptive. 

She  was  dire&ed  to  take  feven  grains  and  a half 
of  uva  uifi,  the  fixth  of  a grain  of  opium,  the 
fourth  of  a grain  of  dried  fquill,  and  five  grains 
of  liquorice  root,  thrice  in  the  day,  in  milk. 

An  aperient  fcammony  pill  was  ordered  to  be 
taken  occafionally,  if  the  ftate  of  the  bowels 
required  it. 

May  24.  Cough  much  better ; none  by 
night ; and  it  was  not  nearly  fo  trouble- 
fome  by  day.  Pain  under  the  right  bread 
much  better.  Breath  not  fo  fliort.  She  had 
experienced  no  chills  for  fome  days,  and 
had  been  fcarcely  fenfible  of  feveridi  heat. 
Pulfe  96,  at  3 p.  m.;  Imall.  Appetite  im- 
proved. Strength  increafed.  Menfes  ap- 
peared about  May  14  th,  which  was  three 
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weeks  after  the  proper  time  ; quantity 
fmall. 

Ten  grains  of  uva  urfi,  the  fixth  of  a grain  of 
opium,  the  fourth  of  a grain  of  dried  fquill, 
and  five  grains  of  liquorice  root,  were  diredfed 
to  be  taken  thrice  in  the  day. 

June  17.  Cough  better  dnce  the  lad 
report.  Breath  more  free.  Scarcely  any 
pain  under  the  bread;.  No  chills.  No 
other  appearance  of  fever  than  that  the 
palms  of  her  hands  were  warm  in  the 
evening.  Appetite  better.  Strength  in- 
creafed.  For  a few  evenings  pad,  her 
feet  had  fwelled  ; but  the  fwelling  com- 
menced after  walking  more  than  ufual, 
in  a hot  afternoon. 

Uva  urfi  increafed  to  twelve  grains ; other  ingre- 
dients as  before. 

July  8.  Cough  gone.  No  pain,  deferring 
of  notice,  under  the  right  bread.  Breath 
quite  free,  when  die  was  dill;  a little  diort, 
when  in  exercife.  Palms  of  the  hands 
warm  in  the  evening  ; no  other  feveridx 
feel.  Appetite  increafed.  Tongue  clean. 
Sleep  pretty  good.  Strength  improved. 
No  fwelling  of  the  feet.  She  thought  the

had  gained  flefh.  Menfes  appeared  a few 
days  after  their  period  ; were  pale. 

Uva  urfi  increafed  to  thirteen  grains  ; other  in- 
gredients as  before.  The  powder  to  be  taken 
twice  in  the  day  only. 

July  29.  No  cough.  No  pain.  Appe- 
tite fufficiently  good.  She  was  improved 
in  flelh  and  llrength. 

The  late  reports  were  fent  to  me,  and 
therefore  I had  it  not  in  my  power  to 
meafure  the  pulfe. 

The  powder,  dire&ed  on  July  8 th,  to  be  taken 
once  in  the  day. 

November  17.  I thought  it  my  duty 
to  fend  to  enquire  after  this  Patient,  pre- 
vioufly  to  the  publication  of  her  Cafe  : 
the  had  continued  very  well. 

CASE  VI. 

. On  May  29,  1804,  A.  G.  a tingle  wo- 
man, 25  years  of  age,  who  lived  at  a vil- 
lage, a few  miles  from  Oxford,  came  to 
me  for  advice.  She  had  been  troubled 
with  a cough,  thirteen  months : the  firft 
ten  months,  the  cough  was  troublefome 
by  day  only  ; the  lad:  three,  it  had  been 
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troublefome  both  day  and  night.  With- 
in the  lad:  two  months,  and  not  before, 
die  had  expectorated  with  the  cough  : 
about  a week  prior  to  May  29th,  what 
flie  expectorated  was  bloody.  She  had 
had  a pain  under  the  left  bread:  almod 
condantly,  during  the  lad  three  months. 
For  a twelvemonth,  her  breath  had  been 
fhorter  than  ufual ; very  fhort  during  the 
lad  fortnight.  During  the  lad  fortnight, 
alfo,  fhe  had  felt  chills  about  four  in  the 
afternoon  ; had  had  fome  feverifhnefs  and 
third  ; and  her  appetite  had  become  very 
indifFerent.  She  had  been  lodng  flefh  ever 
fince  December,  and  her  clothes  fhewed 
die  was  grown  much  thinner.  In  the 
courfe  of  the  four  or  dve  weeks  imme- 
diately preceding  her  application  to  me, 
her  drength  had  diminifhed  condderably. 
Latterly,  vomiting  had  been  frequently 
produced  by  the  cough.  She  mendruated 
regularly  and  properly. 

The  fkin  was  warm.  Pulfe  108,  at  g 
a.  in.,  after  a ride  in  a carriage.  Tongue 
whitidi  at  the  ddes,  of  a dry,  diining  red 
in  the  middle. 
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She  was  directed  to  take,  limply,  feven  grains 
and  a half  of  uva  urli,  in  warm  milk,  at  feven 
in  the  mornings  at  noon,  and  at  night. 

June  6.  Cough  better4  both  night  and 
day.  Expectoration  for  the  mott  part  mu- 
cous ; a fmall  part  of  it  was  of  a dubious 
afpeCt.  Pain  under  the  left  bread:  better. 
No  chills  for  the  lalt  three  or  four  days  : 
fome  heat  at  times,  but  let's  than  before. 
Appetite  fomewhat  improved.  Pulle  lio, 
at  9 a.  m.,  after  a walk  of  more  than  a 
mile.  Tongue  more  clean  at  the  tides, 
dry  in  the  middle. 

To  take  eight  grains  of  uva  urli,  thrice  in  the 
day. 

June  21.  Cough  was  better4  thaii  on 
June  6th.  Expe&oration  diminifhed.  Lefs 
pain  under  the  bread.  No  chills.  Some 
evenings  and  nights,  the  had  been  a little 
feveridi ; fome,  quite  free  from  fuch  fen- 
fations.  Appetite  improved.  No  vomiting 
with  the  cough.  She  thought  die  did  not 
now  grow  thinner.  Was  more  drong. 
Pulle  98,  at  lo  a.  m .,  after  a ride  in  a car- 
riage. Tongue  clean,  rather  dry  in  the 
middle. 
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To  take  ten  grains  of  uva  urfi,  with  about  feven 
of  gum  arabic,  in  a powder,  thrice  in  the 
day,  in  mint  tea. 

July  12.  Cough  had  continued  to  grow 
better  ; did  not  trouble  her  above  once  in 
the  night ; when  it  did  come  on,  the  had 
a fit  of  coughing,  lading  five  minutes,  or 
more  ; before  the  began  to  take  her  pow- 
ders, thefe  fits  of  coughing  were  very  fre- 
quent in  the  night.  Expectoration  free  ; 
diminifhed  in  proportion  to  the  cough. 
At  times,  and  only  at  times,  the  felt  a lit- 
tle pain  under  the  left  bread.  No  chilly 
feels  ; and  now  the  fcarcely  ever  found 
herfelf  feverifh  in  an  evening : was  al- 
ways cool  during  the  night.  Appetite 
good.  Sleep  good.  Strength  increafed. 
Bowels  regular.  Pulfe  88,  at  11  a.  m. 
Tongue  clean,  lefs  dry  in  the  middle. 

Dofe  of  uva  urfi  increafed  to  twelve  grains  and  a 
half,  thrice  in  the  day. 

July  26.  Cough  better  than  on  July 
12th : for  the  two  lad  nights  no  cough  at 
all ; very  little  in  the  day.  No  pain  un- 
der the  bread.  No  chills.  No  fever  in 
the  night.  Appetite  good.  No  vomiting. 
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Sleep  good.  Strength  increafed.  Bowels 
regular.  Pulfe  96,  probably  accelerated 
bv  a walk,  which  had  made  her  warm. 

Dofe  of  uva  urfi  increafed  to  fifteen  grains,  to  be 
taken  at  eleven  in  the  morning,  and  at  bed- 
time. 

September  3.  She  did  not  report  fo  fa- 
vourably of  the  cough  as  at  the  date  of  the 
lalf  report:  but  faid  the  coughed  very  little 
in  the  night.  Some  expedloration  with  the 
cough.  A little  pain  under  the  bread;  at 
times.  Breath  rather  more  Ihort.  No 
chills.  No  fenfe  of  heat.  Sleep  good. 
Appetite  good.  No  vomiting.  Tongue 
clean,  of  a thining  red  in  the  middle. 
Pulfe  1 00,  after  a ride  in  a carriage. 
Countenance  thinner,  and  general  afpedl 
lefs  healthy,  than  when  I faw  her  be- 
tween five  and  fix  weeks  before. 

She  was  directed  to  take  twelve  grains  of  uva 
urfi,  thrice  in  the  day. 

Feeling  much  difappointed  at  having 
been  obliged  to  make  luch  report  as  the 
lad,  I was  anxious  to  afcertain  how  far 
this  Patient  had  taken  her  powders  as  the 
Ought;  and  I found  that  flie  could  not  pof- 
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tibly  have  taken  more  than  twelve,  fince 
the  morning  of  the  26th  of  July ; and 
that  between  July  12th,  and  July  20th, 
the  had  not  taken  them  with  any  regu- 
larity. 

September  12.  She  had  taken  her  medi- 
cines regularly.  A little  improvement  in 
tymptoms,  within  the  preceding  two  or 
three  days.  Pulie  102,  at  2 p.  m. 

To  take  thirteen  grains  of  uva  urfi,  twice  in  the 
day. 

September  24.  Cough  much  better : 
but  little  expectoration.  Breath  better. 
Very  little  pain  under  the  breath  Pulfe 
82.  Tongue  clean  ; of  a lets  thining  red 
in  the  middle,  Her  looks  much  improved, 

Uva  urfi  increafed  to  fourteen  grains,  twice  in 
the  day. 

OHober  28,  She  continued  to  improve  till 
the  latter  end  of  September  ; from  which 
time,  to  the  end  of  the  firft  fortnight  in 
October,  her  cough  was  troublefome,  and 
her  breath  fhort ; owing,  the  believed,  to 
a cold  die  had  taken,  For  the  fortnight 
preceding  the  above  date,  the  cough  had 
been  much  better  ; the  had  only  coughed 
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at  the  time  of  riling  in  the  morning,  and 
once  or  twice  in  the  day  betides.  Expec- 
toration eafy,  with  the  cough.  Breath 
better.  No  pain  under  the  breath  No 
chills  or  fever.  No  vomiting.  Appetite 
very  good.  She  thought  the  had  gained 
fleth.  Pulfe  76.  Tongue  clean  ; Hill  ra- 
ther fmooth  in  the  middle. 

Dofe  of  uva  urfi  increafed  to  eighteen  grains. 

November  17.  I had  not  heard  further. 

CASE  VII. 

T.  E.  Footman  in  a regular,  refpeCtable 
Family  in  this  place,  28  years  of  age, 
came  to  me  for  advice  on  June  28,  1804. 
He  had  had  a cough  three  months,  trou- 
blefome  both  night  and  day ; a little 
phlegm  was  brought  up  after  hard  cough- 
ing, but  there  was  no  free  expectoration  ; 
the  breath  had  been  much  thorter  than 
ufual,  tince  the  cough  had  been  upon 
him.  He  had  felt  a tightnefs  acrofs  his 
chett,  for  about  a week  prior  to  his  appli- 
cation to  me.  He  faid,  he  had  had  but 
little  fever,  and  that  his  appetite  was  not 
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bad.  His  countenance  was  languid,  and 
he  had  evidently  grown  thinner.  The 
fkin  was  moderately  cool. 

I dire&ed  a quarter  of  a grain  of  emetic  tartar, 
half  a grain  of  dried  fquill,  five  grains  of  gum 
ammoniac,  and  two  grains  of  gum  arabic,  to 
be  taken,  in  two  pills,  morning,  noon,  and 
night. 

July  10.  He  had  expe&orated  more 
freely  with  his  cough.  In  other  refpe6ts 
the  fame.  A little  feverifli  in  the  night. 

Two  pills,  confiding  of  two  grains  of  dried  fquill, 
half  a grain  of  emetic  tartar,  and  three  quar- 
ters of  a grain  of  opium,  were  directed  to  be 
taken  every  night  at  bed-time. 

July  25.  Cough  equally  frequent,  but 
expe&oration  more  free  with  it.  Breath 
fhort.  Scarcely  any  fever  in  the  night. 
Pulfe  80. 

His  miftrefs  feared  he  was  not  going  on 
well,  and  humanely  propofed  country  air; 
but  it  was  agreed  he  fhould  make  fome 
further  trial  of  medicine. 

He  was  directed  to  take  eight  grains  of  uva  urfi, 
thrice  in  the  day,  in  warm  milk. 
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July  30.  Cough  lefs  troublefome.  He 
had  abetter  relifh  for  his  meals.  Pulfe  72. 

Uva  urfi  increafed  to  ten  grains,  thrice  in  the 
day. 

Augufl  4.  Cough  Hill  better.  Breath 
better.  Countenance  more  animated. 
Pulle  71. 

Uva  urfi  increafed  to  twelve  grains. 

Augufl  9.  Cough  improved  lince  lafl 
report.  He  expectorated,  with  the  cough, 
eafily.  Breath  better.  Appetite  good. 
Bowels  regular.  Sleep  good.  He  was  im- 
proved in  looks  ; thought  he  gained  flefh. 
Said  the  urine  had  become  finer,  fince  he 
took  the  powders.  Pulfe  70. 

To  go  on  as  on  Augufl:  4th. 

Augufl  13.  Cough  progreflively  lefs. 
Breath  improved.  Nights  good.  He  was 
not  yet  fo  ftrong  as  before  his  illnefs. 

To  take  fifteen  grains  of  uva  urfi,  twice  in  the 
day. 

Augufl  22.  No  cough ; phlegm  fome- 
times  brought  up,  fimply,  by  hawking. 
Breath  improved.  Nights  good.  Appe- 
tite good.  Pulfe  72.  Tongue  clean. 

To  proceed  as  on  Augufl:  13th. 
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Auguft  2Q.  He  had  coughed  a little  the 
laid  day  or  two  ; believed  he  had  taken 
cold.  Chilly  feels,  the  laid  three  or  four 
days.  Breath,  on  the  whole,  pretty  good, 
but  now  and  then  felt  a little  confined ; 
when  a cough  generally  took  place,  fome 
phlegm  was  brought  up,  and  the  breath 
was  relieved.  Tongue  rather  white.  Pulfe 
84  ; he  had  been  mowing  in  the  garden. 
Bowels  regular. 

Fifteen  grains  of  uva  urfi  to  be  taken  twice  in 
the  day,  as  before. 

September  5.  Cough  very  trifling,  the 
three  or  four  laid  days.  Breath  good  ; un- 
confined, when  he  moved  about  quietly. 
Tongue  clean.  Pulle  64. 

No  alteration  in  the  medicine, 

September  24,  No  cough ; excepting 
in  the  morning,  at  the  time  of  getting  up : 
the  cough  then  raifed  a tenacious  tranf- 
parent  mucus,  in  fmall  quantity.  Breath 
improved ; but  felt  confined  jufd  before 
the  mucus  was  raifed  in  the  morning. 
Appetite  good,  Pulfe  63. 

To  proceed,  with  refpeft  to  medicine,  as  on  Au- 
guft  39th. 
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October  1.  There  was  nothing  which 
Could  Avidly  be  called  cough  ; but  fome- 
thing  between  hawking  and  coughing,  to 
bring  up  a little  phlegm  in  the  morning, 
Pulfe  72.  For  fome  days,  he  had  been 
much  troubled  with  wind  in  the  Aomach, 

He  was  directed  to  take  five  grains  of  rhubarb, 
the  fame  quantity  of  prepared  natron,  and  the 
fame  of  aromatic  powder,  at  eleven  o’clock  in 
the  morning  ; and  twenty  grains  of  uva  urfi  at 
bed-time. 

October  1 1 . Cough  was  gone.  No  ex- 
pectoration in  the  morning.  Breath  ra- 
ther  fhorter,  when  he  flirred  about  britk- 
ly,  than  it  was  before  his  illnefs  ; it  was, 
however,  much  improved,  and  hill  im- 
proving. He  was  lefs  troubled  with  fla- 
tulence. Grew  ftronger.  Pulle  76. 

He  was  advifed  to  take  the  laft  directed  medi- 
cines, a week  or  two  longer. 

November  10.  He  was  apparently  free 
from  any  pulmonic  complaint.  Had 
gained  flefih  and  ftrength.  Was  much  im- 
proved in  looks.  Had  taken  no  medicine 
flnce  the  23d  of  October. 
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CASE  VIII. 

A married  woman,  living  in  the  vici- 
nity of  Oxford,  42  years  of  age,  applied  to 
me  for  advice  on  Auguft  9,  1804.  She 
had  had  a cough,  for  a twelvemonth.  It 
had  troubled  her  in  the  day  time,  at  firlf 
going  to  bed,  and  at  the  time  of  riling  in 
the  morning.  For  the  preceding  month 
or  two,  it  had  been  very  troublefome,  and 
fo  violent  as  to  produce  frequent  vomit- 
ing. She  had  expectorated  fcarcely  at  all 
with  the  cough.  The  breath  was  Ihort. 
For  fome  time  prior  to  the  above  date, 
Ihe  had  been  frequently  chilly  and  warm 
by  turns.  Within  the  preceding  fort- 
night, Ihe  had  been  feverilh  by  night,  and 
had  fometimes  fvveated  profufely.  She 
delcribed  the  only  pain  Ihe  had  had,  as 
affecting  the  lfomach  ; the  pain  there  as 
not  inconliderable  at  times  ; and  as  re- 
lieved by  parting  with  wind.  The  appe- 
tite was  but  indifferent.  Bowels  regular. 
Pulfe  96.  Tongue  covered  with  a white 
fur.  She  was  reduced,  very  much,  in 
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flelh.  The  countenance  had  the  true  fal- 
lownefs  and  languor  of  the  hedlic  Hate. 

She  had  menftruated  irregularly  the  laft 
three  years  ; had  feen  nothing  for  three 
months  pad. 

Eight  grains  of  uva  urfi  were  dire&ed  to  be  taken, 
thrice  in  the  day,  in  warm  milk. 

Auguft  14.  Cough  and  breath  better. 
Alternations  of  chillinefs  and  heat  lefs  fre- 
quent. Lefs  fever  by  night.  A better  relilh 
for  food.  Tongue  white.  Pulfe  97  ; was 
meafured  foon  after  her  dinner.  No  vo- 
miting with  the  cough,  fince  the  began  to 
take  the  powders. 

Uva  urfi  increafed  to  nine  grains,  thrice  in  the 
day. 

Auguft  1 7.  Cough  and  breath  improved. 
No  fenfations  of  chillinefs  and  confequent 
warmth.  She  was  cool  in  the  night ; llept 
well.  Appetite  more  natural.  Tongue 
dill  white.  Pulfe  80.  She  had  differed 
from  head-ach,  the  day  before;  and,  at  the 
time  this  report  was  made,  complained 
of  fome  pain  in  the  right  lide.  Strength 
increafed.  Pain  in  the  ftomach  lefs. 

To  proceed  as  on  Auguft  14th. 
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Augufi  21.  Cough  more  troublefome. 
She  was  again  fenfible  of  alternations  of 
cold  and  heat.  She  thought  the  had  taken 
a flight  cold.  Breath  continued  better. 
She  was  cool  during  the  night ; but  lhll 
perfpired  too  much.  Sleep  good.  Pulfe 
84 ; intermitting  once  in  fifteen  beats* 
Pain  in  the  head  now  and  then.  Pain  of 
the  right  fide  foon  went  off.  Tongue 
white. 

Dofe  df  uva  urfi  increafed  to  ten  grains. 

Auguft  24.  Cough  lefs  troublefome. 
She  was  but  little  fenfible  of  the  alterna- 
tions of  cold  and  heat.  She  was  cool  in 
the  night ; and  had  flept  well.  Pain  in 
the  fide  gone.  Pain  in  the  head  lefs. 
Pulfe  85  ; no  intermiflion.  Tongue  rather 
more  clean  at  the  fore  part.  Pain  in  the 
ftomach,  and  flatulence,  lefs. 

To  proceed  as  on  Auguft  21ft. 

Auguft  28.  Cough  improved.  Breath 
improved.  In  other  relpects  the  was 
tiearly  as  on  Augufi:  24th.  She  had  been 
rather  confined  in  the  bow^els  ; and  the 
(kin  had  been  too  moift  in  the  night. 

She  was  directed  to  take  twelve  grains  of  uvar 
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urfi,  thrice  in  the  day ; and  a pill,  confifting  of 
three  grains  of  the  compound  extract  of  colo- 
quintida,  occafionally. 

September  5 . Cough  lefs  frequent ; more 
eafy ; the  mucus,  which  was  brought  up 
with  it,  was  brought  up  without  effort, 
Feverith  chills  and  heats  but  rarely  felt. 
No  pain  in  the  head  or  tide.  Strength 
increafed.  Appetite  moderately  good, 
Tongue  more  clean,  particularly  at  the 
fore  part.  Pulfe  82.  The  compound  ex- 
trad:  had  operated  brilkly  once  or  twice  ; 
but  the  thought  herfelf  the  better  for 
the  operation,  after  it  was  OA^er  \ elpe* 
cially  as  to  uneadnefs  of  ftomach. 

Medicines  continued  as  on  Auguft  28th. 

September  9.  In  mod  refpeds  the  Was 
nearly  as  on  September  5th:  but  die  com- 
plained of  a more  fevere  pain  in  the  head 
than  die  had  been  accudonied  to  feel,  of 
foine  giddinefs,  and  of  depredion  of  fpi- 
rits.  Pulfe  84  ; regular.  Tongue  become 
nearly  clean, 

She  was  dire&ed  to  take  twelve  grains  of  uva 
urfi,  at  eleven  in  the  morning,  and  at  bed- 
time. 
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September  21.  Cough  improved  fmce 
the  5th  of  September.  Breath  improved. 
No  chilly  or  warm  fits.  Pain  in  the  head 
at  times.  No  giddinefs.  But  little  men- 
tion made  of  the  ftomach.  Pulfe  80. 

To  proceed  as  on  September  9th. 

September  2 6.  She  had  coughed  more 
the  preceding  day  or  two.  She  had  pro- 
bably taken  cold  ; for  the  throat  was  fore, 
and  a little  inflamed.  Tongue  lefs  clean 
than  on  September  gth.  Pulfe  79. 

Uva  urfi  increafed  to  fourteen  grains,  twice  in 
the  day. 

October  15.  Cough  better  than  on  Sep- 
tember 26th  ; nearly  as  on  September 
2lft.  Scarcely  any  expectoration.  Night- 
ly perfpirations  become  much  lefs.  She 
ipoke  confidently  of  feeling  more  freedom 
about  the  cheft,  and  an  increale  of  gene- 
ral ftrength.  But  little  pain  in  the  fto- 
mach. Pulfe  82. 

To  proceed  as  before. 

November  0.  She  was  fomewhat  im- 
proved fince  October  15th.  No  perfpira- 
tions. 

For  fome  days,  {he  had  taken  fourteen  grains 
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of  uva  urfi  thrice  in  the  day  : fiie  was  diredled 
to  proceed  in  this  manner. 


CASE  IX. 

R.  G.  a Engle  woman,  aged  25,  was  ad- 
mitted into  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary,  under 
my  care,  on  February  19,  1803.  She  had 
had  a cough,  fometimes  more  lometimes 
3efs  troublefome,  for  three  years  : during 
the  preceding  three  months,  it  had  been 
very  troublefome,  night  and  day,  and 
file  had  been  very  feverifh  by  night,  but 
had  not  fweated  much.  At  the  time  of 
her  admiflion,  the  was  thin,  pale,  and  lan- 
guid ; the  appetite  was  bad ; the  cough 
very  troublefome  ; the  expectoration  con- 
fiderable  in  quantity,  purulent.  Pulle  1 10. 
She  had  not  menltruated  from  the  com-' 
mencement  of  the  cough,  three  years  be- 
fore ; file  had  been  regular  till  that  time. 

She  was  direfted  to  take  fmall  dofes  of  anting?} 
nial  powder,  and  a cooling  faline  medicine. 
She  had  alfo  an  anodyne  lin£tus,  for  oce'a(ion<4  - 
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February  22.  Symptoms  in  no  refped: 
relieved.  Nights  worie  than  before  ad- 
miffion  ; probably  becaufe  llie  llept  in  a 
full  ward  in  the  Infirmary.  Pulfe  112. 

A bolus,  confiding  of  five  grains  of  uva  urfi,  feven 
grains  of  bark,  and  a quarter  of  a grain  of  opi- 
um, was  directed,  thrice  in  the  day. 

March  4.  By  the  latter  end  of  Februa- 
ry, the  cough  had  become  lels  trouble- 
lome ; nights  much  more  comfortable  ; 
and  the  Pulfe  was  reduced  to  loo.  With- 
in the  laft  three  days,  fhe  had  taken  cold, 
and  liad  been  very  feverifh.  Pulfe  118. 

She  was  ordered  three  grains  of  antimonial  pow- 
der at  bed-time ; a lpefmaceti  mixture,  with 
camphorated  tinfture  of  opium,  thrice  in  the 
day ; and  an  anodyne  lin£tus  occafionally. 

March  8.  Effects  of  the  cold  feemed,  in 
fome  meafurc,  gone  off ; but  the  Pulfe 
was  120. 

We  returned  to  the  ufe  of  the  bolus,  ordered  on 
the  22d  of  February. 

March  12.  She  feemed  fomewhat  im- 
proved. Pulfe  112.

The  uva  urfi  was  increafed  to  feven  grains,  the 
bark  to  ten  grains,  the  opium  to  the  third  of  a

tion fmaller  in  quantity,  but  purulent. 
Much  lefs  heat  by  night.  Appetite  im- 
proved. Pulfe,  on  the  average,  loo. 

The  uva  urfi  was  increafed  to  nine  grains,  the 
bark  to  fourteen  grains ; the  opium  was  not  in- 
creafed. 

March  29.  She  was  nearly  as  on  the  24th. 

The  uva  urfi  was  increafed  to  twelve  grains,  the 
bark  to  eighteen  grains;  the  dofe  of  opium  re- 
mained the  third  of  a grain. 

April  4.  Cough  lefs.  Expectoration 
fmaller  in  quantity  ; Hill  purulent.  Breath 
more  free.  Average  rate  of  pulfe  loo. 
Skin  cool,  by  night  and  by  day.  Appetite 
improved.  Strength  improved.  Counte- 
nance, and  general  appearance,  much  al- 
tered for  the  better.

The  bolus,  ordered  on  March  29th,  to  be  taken 
four  times  in  the  day. 

April  17.  The  bolus  had  rather  dis- 
agreed with  her  ftomach.  In  other  re- 
jects as  before,  nearly.  Average  rate  of 
•the  pulfe  102.  ; . > 
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Twelve  grains  of  uva  urfi,  fix  grains  of  opiate 
confe£fion,  half  a drachm  of  compound  tinc- 
ture of  cardamom,  and  thr.ee  drops  of  tinfture 
of  opium,  were  direfted  to  be  taken,  thrice  in 
the  day,  in  mint  water. 

April  27.  Cough  fcarcely  to  be  called 
troublefome.  She  expectorated  with  the 
cough  : the  expectoration  had  decreafed, 
nearly  in  the  fame  degree  as  the  cough 
had  become  better  ; but  the  proportion  of 
pus  to  mucus  was  juft  as  before.  Breath 
was  free.  Average  rate  of  pulfe  97.  Ap- 
petite fo  good,  that  the  ate  all  her  allow- 
ance of  the  common  houfe-diet.  Strength 
improved.  A healthy  mottled  appearance 
on  the  arms,  which  had  not  been  per- 
ceptible till  of  late.  Countenance  ani- 
mated. No  heat  in  any  part  of  the 
twenty-four  hours. 

To  proceed  as  on  the  17th,  excepting  that  the: 
uva  urfi  was  increafed  to  fourteen  grains. 

April  29.  She  was  nearly  as  before.. 
.She  thought  the  medicine  too  ftrong. 

Uva  urfi  reduced  to  twelve  grains. 

May  1 2,  She  was  altogether  as  well  afli 
On  April  27th.  Average  rate  of  pulfe  9&~ 
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She  was  unwilling  to  continue  any  longer 
in  the  Infirmary,  and  was  therefore  made 
an  Out-Patient ; but  the  lived  at  a dif- 
tance,  and  never  attended. 

Auguft  1804.  I afeertained,  through 
the  means  of  an  obliging  Clergyman, 
who  had  the  care  of  a parilh  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  the  one,  from  which  this  Pa- 
tient came,  that  flie  died  in  the  latter 
end  of  September,  1803. 

CASE  X. 

. W.  P.  of  Oxford,  aged  40,  requelled 
my  alfillance  on  July  30,  1803.  Within 
the  lall  fix  years,  he  had  been,  four  times, 
a furferer  from  haemoptyfis.  Within  the 
preceding  twelvemonth,  he  had  had  an 
increafing  cough ; and  had  grown  thin- 
ner. For  a month  before  he  applied 
to  me,  the  cough  had  been  much  in- 
creafed ; had  been  particularly  trouble- 
fome  in  the  night ; and  had  been  attend- 
ed with  hoarfenels,  and  a copious  puru- 
lent expectoration.  For  fome  nights,  im- 
mediately before  I faw  him,  he  had 
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fweated  confiderably.  His  fkin  was  hot ; 
his  tongue  white.  Pulfe  102.  The  ap- 
petite was  very  indifferent ; and  the  cough 
would  often  induce  vomiting. 

I directed  five  grains  of  uva  urfi,  and  three  grains 
of  liquorice  powder,  to  be  taken  four  times  in 
the  day. 

Augufl  3.  Cough  fomewhat  lefs  trou- 
blefome.  Tongue  rather  more  clean. 
Pulfe  gg. 

Uva  urfi  increafed  to  feven  grains. 

Augufl  ll.  He  feemed  to  be  rather  im- 
proving, till  the  day  prior  to  this  report, 
when  he  was  feized  with  a cold  fhiver- 
ing.  Since  that,  he  had  had  more  cough, 
more  expectoration,  more  fever  ; and  had 
complained  much  of  fhortnefs  of  breath. 
Pulfe  120. 

He  was  dire&ed  to  take  nine  grains  of  uva  urfi, 
and  the  fame  quantity  of  nitre,  four  times  in 
the  day.

Augult  27.  Cough  rather  lefs  trouble- 
fome.

Night  fweats 
very  moderate.  Skin  temperate.  Tongue 
clean.  Appetite  improved.  Pulfe  102. 

Fifteen  grains  of  uva  urfi,  fifteen  of  bark,  the 
third  of  a grain  of  opium,  and  one  grain  of 
fcammony,  were  directed  to  be  taken  four 
times  in  the  day. 

September  4.  Symptoms  nearly  the 
fame.  Skin  continued  temperate,  both 
night  and  day.  Powder  Teemed  heavy  on 
the  ltomach. 

Fifteen  grains  of  uva  urfi,  the  third  of  a grain  of 
opium,  and  feven  grains  of  liquorice  powder, 
were  directed,  thrice  in  the  day ; and  two 
grains  of  dried  fquill,  and  half  a grain  of  opi- 
um, in  a pill,  at  night. 

October  1 . Cough  troublefome  ; nearly 
as  on  Auguft  27th.  Expectoration  puru- 
lent ; contiderable  in  quantity.  Breath 
no  better.  Skin  cool.  No  night  fweats. 
Appetite  pretty  good.  Pulfe  104. 

To  proceed  as  on  September  4th,  excepting 
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that  the  uva  urfi  was  increafed  to  twenty 
grains. 

November  7.  He  was  nearly  as  on  Octo- 
ber 1 ft ; but  he  had  been  able  to  take  more 
exercife,  (fuch  as  a walk  of  half  a mile 
and  back,  on  even  ground,  or  a gentle 
ride,)  and  thought  himfelf  ftronger.  Ave- 
rage rate  of  the  pulfe  100;  pulfe  very 
fmall,  and  had  been  fo  for  fome  weeks 
path 

He  was  directed  to  take  twenty-two  grains  of 
uva  urfi,  four  grains  of  nitre,  and  five  drops  of 
tincture  of  opium,  in  pimento  water,  thrice  in 
the  day. 

December  12.  Cough  nearly  the  fame, 
i.  e . fomewhat  troublefome  both  day  and 
night.  Expectoration  purulent,  pretty 
confiderable,  efpecially  early  in  the  morn- 
ing. No  fweats.  Skin  cool,  without 
chillinefs.  Tongue  clean.  Appetite  mo- 
derate. Bowels  had  been  fufticiently  open., 
without  being  too  much  fo.  Pulfe,  on 
the  average,  96.  Food  now  and  then 
brought  up  by  fome  coughing  fit,  as  it 
had  been  throughout  the  illnefs.  He 
thought  the  medicine  ftrong. 
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Fifteen  grains  of  uva  urfi,  five  of  liquoiice  pow- 
der, one  drachm  of  camphorated  tincture  of 
opium,  and  half  a drachm  of  oxymel  of  fquill, 
were  dire&ed,  thrice  in  the  day,  in  pimento 
water.  ! 


December  26.  Symptoms  very  nearly 
as  reported  on  the  1 2th  of  December. 

1804.  My  reports  were  continued  re- 
gularly, about  once  in  the  week,  from 
the  date  of  the  one  jult  given  to  the  mid- 
dle of  October,  1804  ; at  which  time  the 
Patient  died.  I think  it  better,  however, 
having  brought  the  reports  down  to  the 
end  of  1803,  to  draw  up  a fummary  of 
the  remainder,  than  to  continue  them  in 
the  form  of  reports  ; becaufe  I am  fatif-' 
lied,  that  the  Reader  would  be  tired,  per- 
haps difgulted,  by  the  long,  monotonous 
hiltory,  in  that  form. 

• The  report  of  December  12th  would, 
in  fad,  with  very  little  variation,  ferve  as 
the  report  till  within  a quarter  of  a year 
of  the  Patient’s  death.  With  the  excep- 
tions, which  will  be  immediately  fubjoined, 
the  cough,  during  fomething  more  than 
the  firft  lix  months  of  the  prefent  year. 
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1804,  was  troublefome,  both  day  and 
night,  but  by  no  means  to  the  degree  ge- 
nerally obfervablfc,  in  timilar  cafes.  The 
expectoration  was  large  in  quantity,  and 
had  evidently  that  mixture  of  mucus  and 
pus,  commonly  feen  in  the  latter  ttage  of 
Phthifis.  The  breath  was  very  fhort  on 
any  bodily  motion.  The  Patient  could 
bear  but  very  little  exercife  on  foot,  or  on 
horfeback.  His  Ikin  was  uniformly  tem- 
perate through  the  day,  and  he  was  free 
from  chilly  feelings  ; if  he  w’as  fometimes 
warm  in  the  night,  he  was  by  no  means 
warm  to  the  degree  experienced  by  al- 
mod;  all  confumptive  Patients  ; and  if  too 
great  a tendency  to  perfpiration  did  occa- 
lionally  appear,  it  did  not  lad  long ; nei- 
ther, whild  it  did  lad,  was  the  perfpira- 
tion excedive.  The  pulfe  ranged  from 
96  to  104.  The  tongue  was  clean.  The 
appetite  fufficiently  good.  Once,  in  tw~o 
or  three  days,  vomiting  would  be  brought 
on  by  the  cough.  The  bowels  w ere  pro- 
perly open. — The  deviations  from  the 
regularity  of  the  above  lymptoms  con- 
fided in  a Ihivering  fit,  which  occurred  in 
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the  month  of  May,  and  a fecond  which 
occurred  in  the  month  of  June  ; thefe 
were  followed  by  heat,  and  other  febrile 
fvmptoms,  which  lalted  two  or  three 
days. 

About  the  middle  of  July,  which  was 
a quarter  of  a year  before  the  Patient’s 
death,  two  additional  fymptoms,  a fwell- 
ing  of  the  feet,  and  a tendency  to  diar- 
rhoea, appeared.  The  fwelling  rofe  higher 
and  higher,  by  degrees,  till  the  Patient 
became  completely  anal'arcous  : the  diar- 
rhoea could  fcarcely  be  kept  within  bounds. 
The  pulfe  became  more  frequent,  ranging 
from  loo  to  llO.  The  breath  became 
gradually  fhorter ; and  the  general  hrength 
gradually  declined.  But,  to  the  time  of 
his  death,  the  fkin  was  generally  foft 
and  temperate,  and  he  experienced  very 
little  diftrels  from  alternations  of  chilly 
and  hot  fits,  or  from  perfpirations ; — fymp- 
toms, which  ufually  form  a leading  fea- 
ture in  the  fufferings,  that  belong  to  con- 
fumptive  diforders,  in  their  confirmed  and 
far  advanced  ftate.

The  Patient,  for  the  lafl  three  weeks  of 
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his  life,  took  fcarcely  any  medicine,  ex- 
cepting opium.  Till  that  time,  he  took 
medicines  regularly ; and  uva  urji,  in  a 
quantity  varying  from  thirty  to  forty-five 
grains  in  the  courfe  of  the  day,  was  the 
cardinal  one.  To  this  were  added,  at  dif- 
ferent periods,  bark,  fquill,  and  iron  ; of 
the  apparent  effect  of  which,  in  this  Cafe, 
I fhall  fpeak  in  my  obfervations.  He  had, 
alfo,  condantly  bv  him  fmall  pills,  con- 
fiding, each,  of  half  a grain  of  opium , of 
which,  for  the  mod  part,  he  took  two,  in 
the  courfe  of  twenty-four  hours.  More- 
over, during  the  month  of  May,  the  r/i- 
hited  acid  of  vitriol  was  given  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  uva  urji. 

' I diould  have  combined  digitalis  and 
uva  urji,  in  fome  period  or  other  of  this 
Cafe,  could  I have  feen  the  Patient  fo  of- 
ten as  the  employment  of  digitalis  de- 
mands. 

More  than  once,  the  uva  urji  was  omit- 
ted for  a fortnight ; but  it  -was  relumed  in 
conformity  to  the  joint  with  of  Patient 
and  Phydcian. 
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CASE  XI. 

For  the  following  Cafe,  or  rather  Cafes,, 
I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Brayne,  Partner 
with  Mr.  Chapman,  of  Banbury.  To 
thefe  Gentlemen,  of  known  profeffional 
eminence,  I beg  leave  to  offer  my  ac* 
knowledgments,  for  the  liberal  fairnefs, 
and  the  accuracy,  with  which  they  made 
trial  of  uva  urji,  in  confequence  of  what 
palled  between  them  and  me,  on  the  fub- 
jedl  of  a Cafe  or  two,  in  which  we  were 
jointly  concerned,  and  in  which  I thought 
Its  exhibition  proper. 

I give  the  Cafes  exactly  in  the  form  I 
received  them,  without  in  the  lead;  avail- 
ing myfelf  of  Mr.  Brayne’s  permiffion  to 
make  any  alteration,  I might  think  necef* 
fary,  in  that  refpedt.

et  I.  R.  of  Long-Compton,  in  the  Coun- 
ty of  Warwick,  5 1 years  of  age,  in  March, 
1804,  being  employed  in  tying-up  wood, 
felt  an  unealinefs  in  his  cheil ; and,  after 
uling  fome  contiderable  exertion  to  fallen 
one  of  the  fagots,  a haemorrhage  from  the 
lungs  enfued,  and  he  loll  a pint  of  blood, 
according  to  his  own  account.  An  incef- 
fant  cough  very  foon  fucceeded  this  at- 
tack, and  the  expebloration  was,  at  times, 
lireaked  with  blood.  I did  not  fee  this 
Patient  till  the  1 4th  of  May,  when  he  was 
very  much  emaciated,  his  appetite  bad. 
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pulfe  120,  and  his  breath  fo  extremely 
Ihort,  that  it  was  not  without  difficulty 
he  could  go  up  hairs  to  bed  : his  fever 
ufually  came  on  about  fix  or  feven  o’clock 
in  the  evening,  fucceeded  by  profufe  night 
perforations ; and  the  expectoration,  which 
was  apparently  purulent,  amounted  gene- 
rally  to  a full  pint,  in  the  courfe  of  twelve 
hours.  He  began  taking  the  uva  urji  on 
the  14th  of  May,  in  dofes  of  ten  grains, 
twice  a day,  combined  with  a fmall  quan- 
tity of  opium  ; and  he  regularly  perfe- 
vered  in  it,  for  the  lpace  of  three  weeks, 
with  evident  advantage  : he  now  omitted 
the  medicine  for  a Ihort  time ; but  finding 
that  his  cough  was  worfe,  and  his  com- 
plaints on  the  increafe,  he  was  glad  to 
have  recourfe  to  it  again.  He  then  con- 
tinued its  ufe,  with  great  regularity,  till 
the  6th  of  July,  when  I had  the  pleafure 
of  feeing  my  Patient  nearly  well ; his 
pulfe  were  only  86,  his  appetite  remark- 
ably good,  and  he  had  in  great  degree 
recovered  his  fieffi : his  breath  was  fo 
good  as  to  allow  him  to  walk  up  a very 
fteep  hill ; and  I can  now  add,  he  is  quite 
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recovered,  and  enabled  to  purfue  his  ufual 
employment  of  a common  labourer. 

“ As  this  Patient  lived  at  foine  didance, 
it  was  not  in  my  power  to  fee  him  many 
times  during  this  extraordinary  recovery ; 
and  on  that  account  I could  not  afcertain, 
with  any  precidon,  the  particular  effect  of 
vva  nrji  on  the  date  of  the  pulfe ; but  I 
am  informed  by  the  Patient,  that,  very 
foon  after  its  exhibition,  the  fpitting  gra- 
dually diminidied,  till  it  ceafed  altogether. 

“ In  addition  to  the  above,  I have  em- 
ployed the  uva  nrji  in  two  other  con- 
fumptive  Cafes  ; the  one,  a lad  nineteen 
years  of  age,  who  appeared  in  the  lall 
dago,  is  now  totally  recovered  ; the  other 
Patient,  a woman  about  30,  was  evidently 
much  benefited,  but  I cannot  fay  die  is 
quite  well.” 

- CASE  XII. 

R.  K.  25  years  old.  Footman  in  a Gen- 
tleman’s family  in  Oxford,  called  upon  me 
for  advice  about  the  middle  of  April, 
1803.  He  had  felt  weak  and  faint,  with- 
out being  conlcious  that  he  had  any  par* 
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ticiilar  ailment,  and  had  been  perceived  by 
fome  of  the  family  to  have  been  look- 
ing more  thin  and  fallow  than  ufual,  for 
two  months  before  he  called  upon  me. 
For  three  days  before,  he  had  had  a pain 
about  the  ftomach,  and  at  the  bottom  of 
the  ribs,  on  the  left  fide,  accompanied  with 
a cough  : he  guefled  he  was  afFedted  with 
the  Influenza  then  prevailing.  The  tongue 
was  furred  ; the  pulfe  was  upwards  of  go. 
His  appetite  did  not  much  fail  him  ; he 
flept  pretty  well ; and  he  went  through 
the  ordinary  buflnefs  of  his  place.  He 
was  diredted  to  rub  a liniment,  compofed 
of  liniment  of  ammonia  and  camphor,  on 
the  fide ; he  took  three  grains  of  antimo- 
nial  powder,  with  half  a grain  of  calomel, 
every  night  at  bed-time ; and  he  was,  in 
other  refpedts  as  far  as  feemed  requiflte, 
put  upon  the  antiphlogiftic  plan.  The  pain 
and  the  cough  foon  grew  better ; his  ap- 
petite continued  pretty  good,  and  he  flept 
well : but  the  tongue  was  ftill  furred,  and 
the  pulfe  kept  up  to  90  or  more.  In  this 
flate  of  things,  at  the  beginning  of  May, 
I directed  uva  urji,  in  dofes  of  about  eight 
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grains,  thrice  in  the  24  hours:  by  the  mid- 
dle of  the  month  the  tongue  had  become 
nearly  clean,  and  the  pulfe  had  funk  to 
between  70  and  80.  From  the  time,  at 
which  the  Patient  firfi:  applied  to  me,  he 
had  continued  to  do  the  bulinefs  of  his 
place,  and,  at  the  middle  of  May,  he  ap- 
peared to  be  growing  more  and  more  ca- 
pable of  it ; up  to  that  date,  however,  the 
cough  had  not  entirely  left  him  : he  alfo 
mentioned,  in  particular,  that  on  his  at- 
tempting to  clean  the  knives  once  or 
twice,  when  the  other  man-fervant  was 
not  in  the  way,  the  quick  motion  of  the 
arms,  from  one  fide  to  the  other,  caufed, 
for  the  time,  an  acute  pain  in  the  left  fide. 

On  the  23d  of  May,  the  pain  in  the 
fide  returned,  fuddenly,  and  with  acute- 
nefs  ; in  an  hour  or  two,  it  became  more 
eafy,  and  the  man  continued  in  his  bufi- 
nefs  till  the  20th  ; more  or  lefs,  however, 
incommoded  by  the  pain  in  the  fide,  and 
by  a cough,  with  which  it  was  attended. 
On  the  26th,  whillt  he  was  coughing,  an 
abfcefs  burfi:  in  the  lungs,  the  matter 
forced  its  way,  with  violence,  through 
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the  mouth  and  noftrils,  and  for  a time  he 
thought  he  ihould  have  been  fuffocated. 
He  brought  up,  on  this  occalion,  as  near- 
ly as  could  be  guelfed,  about  a pint  of 
highly  offenlive  matter,  the  latter  por- 
tions of  which  were  the  thickelt,  and 
were  mixed  with  blood.  The  uva  urji 
was  continued,  in  doles  of  about  eight 
grains,  thrice  in  the  day,  to  which  were 
added  fome  nitre,  and  a fmall  quantity 
of  opium.  For  the  hrft  three  days,  the 
cough,  fever,  fweats,  and  a large  expecto- 
ration of  fetid  matter,  haralfed  the  Pa- 
tient much  ; after  that  time,  the  fymp- 
toms  were  lefs  diftreffing,  and  he  was 
foon  able  to  bear  a Ihort  journey  into  the 
country,  whither  he  went  for  the  advan- 
tage of  the  air.  At  this  time,  he  took  a 
powder,  confiding  of  about  nine  grains  of 
uva  urji,  three  grains  of  liquorice  powder, 
and  a quarter  of  a grain  of  opium,  thrice 
in  the  day.  Being  a very  orderly  Patient, 
he  perfevered  in  the  ufe  of  this  powder, 
with  great  regularity,  for  lix  weeks,  by 
which  time  he  had  advanced  fo  far  to- 
wards complete  recovery,  that  a continu- 
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ance  of  the  medicine  feemed  no  longer 
necetfary.  He  had  felt  very  little  pain  in 
the  fide,  from  the  time  of  the  hurtling  of 
the  abfcefs. 

September,  1804.  This  Patient  had 
continued  well.

CASE  XIII. 

I was  called  to  a Farmer’s  Daughter, 
who  lived  a few  miles  from  Oxford,  on 
April  27th,  1804.  She  was  unmarried; 
23  years  of  age  ; and  had  been  indilpofed 
three  months  : but  till  within  the  preced- 
ing week,  the  indilpofition  was  not,  appa- 
rently, great ; although  the  felt  the  was 
not  well,  the  could  not  call  herfelf  quite 
ill ; and  the  did  not  apply  for  medical  af- 
fillance.  The  chief  inconvenience,  the  had 
felt,  was  from  a fenfe  of  weight  below 
the  left  breatl,  and  from  a fhortnefs  of 
breath  when  the  moved  a little  britkly. 
Cough  file  had  had  none.  Her  appetite 
had  been  but  indifferent,  and  the  had  been 
confcious  of  being  weaker  than  ordinary. 
Within  the  month  preceding  my  vifit. 
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chills  would,  now  and  then,  come  over 
her,  and  be  followed  by  heats.  She  did 
not,  however,  lie  by  till  about  April  20th, 
at  which  time  die  began  to  bring  up  very 
large  quantities  of  heavy  purulent  matter, 
of  an  offentive  and  faltifh  talle,  by  cough- 
ing. Such  matter  die  ftill  brought  up, 
very  copioully,  night  and  day,  at  the  time 
of  my  vilit ; the  frequency  of  the  cough 
fatiguing  her  exceedingly.  From  the  time 
of  her  bringing  up  the  matter,  die  had 
kept  her  bed,  had  been  very  feverifh,  and 
had  lod:  all  appetite.  Her  pulfe,  at  the 
time  of  my  feeing  her,  was  100  ; her 
tongue  white.  The  debility  was  great. 
She  had  menftruated  regularly. 

I directed  ten  grains  of  purified  nitre,  fifteen 
drops  of  tin&ure  of  fquill,  forty  drops  of  fpirit 
of  cinnamon,  and  a proper  quantity  of  fyrup 
of  tolu,  to  be  taken  in  almond  emulfion  at  fix 
and  eleven  in  the  morning,  and  at  bed-time. 

Three  grains  of  antimonial  powder,  half  a grain 
of  dried  fquill,  and  a quarter  of  a grain  of  ca- 
lomel, were  to  be  taken  at  four  in  the  after- 
noon, in  a pill. 

April  29.  Cough  harafting.  No  relief 
in  any  refpetft. 
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Forty  drops  of  camphorated  tinfture  of  opium 
were  fubftituted  for  the  fpirit  of  cinnamon : me- 
dicines continued  as  before,  in  other  refpects. 

A blifter  was  dire&ed  to  be  applied  under  the 
left  breaft. 

May  8.  The  medicinal  plan  of  April 
2Qth  had  been  continued.  No  amendment. 

She  was  now  dire&ed  to  take  feven  and  a half 
grains  of  uva  urfi,  a quarter  of  a grain  of  opi- 
um, and  about  three  grains  of  liquorice  root, 
morning,  noon,  and  night. 

May  12.  The  Patient  fent  me  word, 
fhe  was  in  many  refpe&s  lefs  dihreffed. 

The  uva  urfi,  &c.  continued  as  before. 

May  lO.  A more  favourable  report  hill. 
Cough  not  at  all  troublefome  by  night ; 
much  lefs  fo  by  day.  Lefs  feverifhnefs. 
More  relilh  for  food.  Strength  improved. 

Uva  urfi  increafed  to  between  eight  and  nine 
grains  in  each  dofe. 

May  23.  Cough  nearly  as  on  the  lOth ; 
troublefome  by  day  only:  hie  expe&orated 
with  the  cough,  and  what  hie  expe&o- 
rated  had  hill  a faltifh  tahe.  No  feverifh 
chills  or  heats.  Appetite  a little  im- 
proved; hill  indifferent.  Tongue  clean. 
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Pulfe  102  ; but  it  was  meafured  juft  after 
a ride,  on  horfeback,  to  Oxford,  which  the 
was  now  able  to  take. 

Ten  grains  of  uva  urfi,  a quarter  of  a grain  of 
opium,  and  five  grains  of  liquorice  powder, 
were  ordered  to  be  taken,  thrice  in  the  day ; 
and,  with  each  powder,  fifteen  drops  of  diluted 
vitriolic  acid. 

May  29.  She  was  reported  to  me  to  be 
nearly  as  on  the  23d.  No  cough  in  the 
night,  and  deep  good.  Appetite  not  im- 
proved. 

I now  dire&ed  ten  grains  of  uva  urfi,  the  twelfth 
of  a grain  of  opium,  and  one  grain  and  a half 
of  rhubarb,  to  be  taken  thrice  in  the  day. 

June  2.  She  was  reported  to  be  nearly 
as  on  May  29th.  Menfes  appeared  on 
May  3 id,  after  an  interval  of  eight  weeks. 

The  powders  to  be  taken  as  on  May  29th,  the 
opium  being  increafed  to  the  fixth  of  a grain, 
in  each  dofe. 

June  6.  My  Patient  rode  over  to  Ox- 
ford. Cough  better.  Expectoration  fome- 
times  purulent,  fometimes  only  mucous. 
Next  to  no  fever.  Skin  cool  to  the  touch. 
Refpiration  free.  Sleep  good.  Appetite 
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improved.  Strength  improved.  Pulfe 
loo,  juft  after  her  ride. 

To  proceed  as  on  June  2d. 

June  16.  Cough  very  little.  Expecto- 
ration mucous,  very  fmall  in  quantity. 
Breath  free.  Pulfe  80,  juft  after  a ride  to 
Oxford,  on  horfeback.  Tongue  clean. 
Appetite  not  much  improved  ftnce  the  laft 
report.  Strength  increafed.  Bowels  re- 
gularly open. 

To  take  ten  grains  of  uva  urfi,  the  fixth  of  a grain 
of  opium,  and  one  grain  and  a half  of  rhubarb, 
at  eleven  in  the  morning,  and  at  bed-time. 

June  23.  Cough  almoft  entirely  gone. 
Breath  free.  No  fever.  Sleep  good.  Ap- 
petite not  much  improved.  Pulfe  go,  af- 
ter a ride  to  Oxford ; the  morning  very 
warm. 

To  proceed  with  the  powders  as  on  June  i6th; 
taking  at  the  fame  time  fifteen  drops  of  diluted 
acid  of  vitriol,  one  drachm  of  tinfture  of  bark, 
and  an  ounce  and  half  of  decoftion  of  bark. 

July  14.  No  cough  ftnce  the  laft  re- 
port, excepting  for  a few  days,  and  then 
it  was  flight.  Expectoration  fmall  in 
quantity,  mucous.  It  was  pretty  clear  the 
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cough  was  occadoned  by  her  having  taken 
a llight  cold.  Breath  free.  No  pain  un- 
der the  brealt.  No  feveridi  chills  or  heats. 
Appetite  and  flrength  much  improved. 
She  had  lately  ufed  a good  deal  of  exer- 
cife,  for  one  in  a convalefcent  lfate.  Pulfe 
72. 

To  take  the  medicines  direfted  on  the  23d  of 
June,  at  eleven  in  the  morning  only. 

September  1.  A fmart  diarrhoea  took 
place  about  July  17th,  when  the  lafh  pre- 
fcribed  medicines  were  omitted,  and  fuch 
as  feemed  particularly  fuited  to  the  dif- 
order  in  the  bowels  fubftituted  for  them  : 
this  diforder  was  relieved  in  about  a 
week  ; from  which  time,  to  the  above 
date,  no  medicines  had  been  taken.  She 
had  been  free  from  cough,  and  the  breath 
had  been  good  till  within  a week  of  the 
.above  date  ; when  hie  took  cold,  and  the 
confequence  was  a return  of  the  cough, 
and  fome  fhortnefs  of  breath  ; but  flie  re- 
marked that  the  cough  had  not  troubled 
her  more  than  a cough  from  a common 
cold,  at  another  time,  would  have  done. 
Pulfe  80.  Tongue  moderately  clean. 
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I did  not  direct  any  medicine. 

September  12.  The  cough  ceafed  with- 
in a day  or  two  after  the  lalt  report,  and 
it  had  not  returned  in  the  fmalled  degree. 
Breath  good.  She  had  gained  fleth.  Men- 
druated  regularly.  Pulfe  77.  She  lfated 
that  the  was  languid,  and  that  die  did  not 
take  her  food  with  appetite.  Weather 
had  been  very  warm,  for  the  feafon. 

She  was  directed  to  take  a couple  of  bitter  cha- 
lybeate pills,  twice  in  the  day. 

September  29.  She  reported  herlelf 
well,  in  every  refpetd. 


CASE  XIV. 

l 

On  May  8,  1803,  I was  coniulted  by  a 
very  refpedtable  Clergyman,  Fellow  and 
Tutor  of  a College,  in  this  Univerfity. 
He  complained  of  diminution  of  appetite, 
of  datulence  in  the  ftomach,  indigedion, 
coltivenefs  ; of  a pain  at  the  bottom  of  the 
ribs,  on  the  right  dde ; of  want  of  good 
deep,  and  of  fome  feveridinefs  in  the 
night.  His  tongue  was  covered  with  a 
white  fur ; his  pulfe  was  84.  The  confine-: 
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ment  required  by  the  important  College- 
Office,  which  he  held,  had  never  well 
agreed  with  him  ; but,  for  many  preced- 
ing weeks,  his  friends  had  remarked,  that 
he  was  becoming  thinner,  and  looking, 
altogether,  worfe  than  ufual. 

He  was  directed  to  take  two  grains  of  James’s 
Powder,  the  fame  quantity  of  fcammony  and 
of  liquorice  root,  and  half  a grain  of  calomel, 
in  two  pills,  every  night  at  bed-time. 

June  2.  The  above  pills  did  not  prove 
fufficiently  aperient,  without  the  affiftance 
of  a cathartic  draught,  occationally ; nei- 
ther were  they  efficacious  in  keeping 
the  feverith  fymptoms  under : thefe  in- 
creafed  foon  after  the  middle  of  May  ; a 
cough,  which  had  exilted  in  a fmall  de- 
gree before,  but  which  had  not  attract- 
ed much  notice,  then  became  fomewhat 
troublefome ; and  my  Patient  was  obliged 
to  confider  himfelf  a complete  invalid.  Un- 
der thefe  circumltances,  a more  extended 
antiphlogiftic  plan  was  had  recourfe  to : 
nitrous,  and  other  faline  draughts,  were 
given,  in  conjunction  with  antimonial  me- 
dicines and  calomel ; and  a correfponding 
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plan  of  diet  was  adopted.  Thefe  means 
alfo  proved  inefficacious,  and  at  the  date 
of  this  report  the  fymptoms  were  formi- 
dable ; the  fkin  was  always  too  warm  ; 
there  was  regularly  a feverifh  exacerba- 
tion in  the  afternoon  ; Pulfe  between  80 
and  go  in  a morning,  between  90  and  loo 
in  an  evening  ; cough  rather  troublefome, 
night  and  day  ; nights  reltlefs,  with  fome 
tendency  to  perfpiration  ; tongue  covered 
with  a white  fur  ; appetite  bad. 

Five  grains  of  uva  urfi,  five  of  nitre,  and  three 
grains  of  liquorice  root,  were  now,  June  2d, 
dire£ted  to  be  taken  thrice  in  the  day,  in  warm 
milk, 

June  4.  He  was  nearly  the  fame. 

Uva  urfi  increafed  to  feven  grains  in  each  dofe. 

June  0.  He  thought  himfelf  a little 
better. 

Dofe  of  uva  urfi  increafed  to  eight  grains. 

June  14.  Material  diminution  of  fever 
and  cough.  Tongue  cleaner.  Pulfe  bet- 
ter. 

Dofe  of  uva  urfi  increafed  to  nine  grains. 

June  18.  He  continued  to  improve. 

Dofe  of  uva  urfi  increafed  to  ten  grains  j the 
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dofe  of  nitre  was,  throughout,  confined  to  five 
grains. 

June  22.  Improvement  progreflive. 

Dofe  of  uva  urfi  increafed  to  thirteen  grains. 

June  24.  Continuance  of  favourable 
fymptoms. 

Uva  urfi  increafed  to  fifteen  grains. 

June  26.  Went  on  well. 

Uva  urfi  increafed  to  nearly  feventeen  grains. 

July  10.  Feverifh  fymptoms  nearly  gone. 
Scarcely  any  cough.  Average  rate  of  the 
pulfe  between  70  and  80.  Tongue  clean. 
Appetite  pretty  good.  Strength  much 
improved  ; he  had  already  taken  a few 
eafy  rides  on  horfeback,  and,  having  now 
to  perform  a journey  of  fourfcore  miles, 
he  preferred  a horfe,  making  the  ftages 
eafy,  to  a carriage. 

When  this  Gentleman  took  a larger 
dofe  of  uva  urji,  than  fifteen  grains,  he 
thought  it  incommmoded  him,  and  made 
his  head  ach  ; and  he  found  himfelf  mod: 
comfortable,  when  he  did  not  go  much 
beyond  twelve  grains.  He  therefore  took 
only  a few  of  the  dofes  of  feventeen  grains 
each.

He  was  advifed  to  continue  the  medicine  a little 
longer,  in  fuch  dofes  as  he  found  to  agree 
with  him  belt. 

CASE  XV. 

In  the  month  of  March,  1804,  I was 
called,  to  fome  diflance,  to  vifit  a married 
Lady,  of  a delicate  conftitution  and  very 
variable  health,  about  thirty  years  of  age. 
She  had  been  brought  to  bed  about  fix 
months  before  : with  regard  to  the  labour, 
all  was  well.  For  two  years,  previous  to 
the  time  of  my  vifit,  the  had  occafionally 
complained  of  pain  in  the  fmall  of  her 
back,  but  more  efpecially  fince  her  lad:  con- 
finement. During  the  preceding  month, 
the  pain  had  been  felt  principally  in  the  in- 
guinal region,  on  the  right  fide.  It  had 
been  very  diftrefling,  and  accompanied 
with  feverifh  fymptoms,  which,  by  de- 
grees, had  aflumed  the  truly  hectic  type. 
For  many  days  before  I law  her,  lhe  regu- 
larly became  chilly,  and  had  llight  Ihiver- 
ings,  about  fix  in  the  afternoon  ; by  and 
by  became  hot ; and  in  the  latter  part

of  the  enluing  night  perfpired  profufely. 
At  the  commencement  of  the  fever  fit,  the 
pain  in  the  inguinal  region  was  aggravat- 
ed, and  the  power  of  motion  in  the  right 
lower  limb  was  much  diminithed.  She 
kept  the  limb  in  the  relaxed  pofition  dur- 
ing the  height  of  the  pain,  as  the  found, 
that  in  the  extended  pofition  her  fufier- 
ings  were  more  fevere.  There  was  no  al- 
teration in  the  fize  or  fliape  of  the  limb  ; 
neither  was  there  tumor,  or  any  other  vi- 
fible  deviation  from  proper  form,  in  the 
precife  feat  of  the  pain  : but  preflure  on 
the  lower  part  of  the  abdomen,  on  the 
right  fide,  juft  above  the  place  where  the 
round  ligament  pafles  out,  gave  the  Pa- 
tient confiderable  uneafinefs.  The  func- 
tions of  the  bladder  were  fo  far  affedted, 
as  that,  when  there  was  a call  to  make 
water,  it  was  fome  time  before  the  water 
began  to  be  voided  ; it  then,  however, 
came  away  freely  : the  water  was  high 
coloured  when  made  ; as  it  grew  cold, 
it  let  fall  a copious,  high  coloured  fedi- 
ment.  The  bowels  were  difpofed  to  be 
too  open.  The  tongue  was  white.  Ap- 
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petite  very  indifferent.  Pulfe  1 30,  at  fe- 
ven  in  the  evening  ; 112,  at  nine  in  the 
morning. 

This  Lady  was  not  a nurfe,  and  had 
been  regular  monthly.  She  came  down 
flairs  in  the  day,  and  could  walk  about 
the  houfe  with  moderate  eafe,  till  the  fe- 
verifh  paroxyfm  came  on. 

It  appeared  pretty  clear  to  me,  that 
there  was  a fixed  local  difeafe  ; that  mat- 
ter was  forming,  or  had  formed  ; and  I 
flrongly  fufpe&ed,  that  the  fituation  of 
the  matter  was  nearly  what  it  is  in  Pfoas 
Abfcefs,  if  the  Cafe  did  not  turn  out  a true 
Cafe  of  that  kind,  eventually.  The  Lady 
was  under  the  care  of  an  eminent  and  very 
judicious  practitioner,  under  whofe  direc- 
tion fhe  had  taken  fuch  of  the  medicines 
in  common  ufe,  as  feemed  bell  luited  to 
the  fymptoms.  From  the  confideration 
of  what  file  had  already  taken,  and  on  ac- 
count of  the  flrong  hectic  appearances,  I 
was  defirous  of  giving  the  uva  urji.  Ac- 
cordingly 

Seven  grains  of  uva  urfi,  half  a drachm  of  tinc- 
ture of  catechu,  two  drachms  of  mucilage,  of; 
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gum  arabic,  and  three  drops  of  tin&ure  of  opi- 
um, were  dire&ed  to  be  taken,  in  cinnamon 
water,  thrice  in  the  day. 

The  uva  urfi  to  be  gradually  increafed  to  ten 
grains. 

Within  four  days,  the  feverith  fymp- 
toms  began  to  abate,  and  with  thefe  the 
acutenels  of  the  pain  ; the  appetite  was 
improved. 

At  the  end  of  three  weeks,  I was  in- 
formed that  this  Lady  had  become  gradu- 
ally better  ; that  the  afternoon  fever,  and 
the  whitenefs  of  the  tongue,  had  disappear- 
ed ; that  the  appetite  had  continued  to  im- 
prove ; that  the  bowels  were  in  a pro- 
per hate  ; that  her  nights  were  comfort- 
able ; the  perfpi rations  diminilhed  : that, 
however,  the  pulfe  was  never  found  to  be 
lefs  than  120  ; that  there  was  a conhant 
pain  near  the  hip,  efpecially  upon  the 
kali  exertion,  and  that  the  Patient  was 
unable  to  extend  the  limb ; that  the  could 
not  move  it  at  all,  without  great  difficulty. 

The  dofe  of  uva  urfi  had,  for  fome  time,  been  in- 
creafed to  ten  grains,  and  this  dofe  was  now 
continued.  Tincture  of  bark  was  fubftituted 
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for  the  tin&ure  of  catechu.  The  tin&ure  of 
opium  was  omitted. 

At  the  expiration  of  a month,  i.  e.  a 
week  after  the  laft  account,  an  encouraging 
report  was  made  to  me  with  regard  to  the 
feverith  fymptoms.  But  I was  informed, 
that  Hill  the  nightly  perfpirations  conti- 
nued, in  too  great  a degree  : that  the  pain 
had  decreafed  confiderably,  but  that  the 
difeafe  feemed  fixed  in  the  part  between 
the  groin  and  the  hip  ; and  that  the  limb 
was  rendered  ulelefs,  the  knee  being  drawn 
upwards. 

Ten  grains  of  uva  urfi,  a quarter  of  a grain  of 
opium,  twelve  drops  of  diluted  vitriolic  acid, 
and  fome  tinfture  of  bark,  were  directed  to  be 
taken,  thrice  in  the  day,  in  mint  water,  im- 
pregnated with  the  foluble  part  of  a drachm 
of  conferve  of  the  red  rofe. 

At  the  end  of  fix  weeks,  i.  e.  a fort- 
night after  the  lalt  report,  I faw  my  Pa- 
tient. She  had  no  fever.  Her  appetite 
was  good.  Perfpirations  were  diminilh- 
ed.  The  pulfe  but  little  more  than  90. 
Tongue  clean.  The  pain  in  the  inguinal 
region  had  more  completely  gone  off ; 
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and,  in  proportion  as  it  had  done  fo,  the 
power  of  motion  in  the  limb  had  re- 
turned. The  limb  was  Hill  weak. 

The  laft  prefcription  was  continued. 

The  medicines  were  perfevered  in  fot 
tome  time  longer,  and  the  Lady  by  de- 
grees regained  her  ufiial  lfate  of  health  i a 
Hate  lets  perfect,  it  is  true*  than  might  be 
wiflied  for, 


CASE  XVI. 

An  unmarried  woman,  2Q  year's  old, 
was  admitted  into  the  RadcliHe  Infirmary, 
under  my  care,  on  May  31,  1804.  She 
had  had  a cough  for  feven  months,  which 
had  troubled  her  by  night  and  by  day, 
from  its  commencement.  There  had  not* 
at  any  time,  been  expectoration  with  it. 
For  the  preceding  three  months,  cold 
chills  had  come  over  her,  daily,  about  two 
or  three  in  the  afternoon,  which  alternat- 
ed with  feelings  of  heat  till  bed-time  ; 
foon  after  going  to  bed  Hie  became  fever- 
iHi,  but  had  not  any  profufe  lweats.  Her 
breath  had  been  very  fliort  from  the  time' 
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fhe  firfl  had  the  cough  ; from  which  time 
fhe  had  alfb  felt  a pain  under  the  lower 
part  of  the  Hernum,  and  in  the  flomach. 
Her  appetite  had  been  falling  off,  and  fhe 
had  been  lofing  flefli,  for  three  months. 
It  was  eight  weeks  fince  the  catamenia 
had  appeared  : ufually,  file  had  been  quite 
regular  in  this  relpect. 

At  the  time  of  admiffion,  her  breath 
was  fhort.  The  pulle,  mealured  after  flie 
had  been  fitting  quiet  a fufficient  time,  was 
102.  She  had  a truly  heclic  afpebl.  The 
tongue  was  clean  juit  behind  the  tip,  in 
other  parts  white.  Her  debility  was  very 
confiderable. 

She  was  directed  to  take  five  grains  of  uva  urfi, 
four  times  in  the  day,  in  warm  milk. 

June  2.  Cold  chills  in  the  afternoon  of 
May  3 ill,  and  of  June  ill;  feverilhnels 
each  night  afterward.  Cough  now  trouble- 
fome  ; breath  Hill  fhort.  Pain  in  the  llo- 
mach,  extending  under  the  flernum  up 
towards  the  throat.  Flatulence.  Pulle, 
the  preceding  day  at  noon,  1 04  ; this  day 
at  noon,  96.  She  was  rather  coliive. 

She  was  dire&ed  to  go  on  with  her  powders  as 
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before.  To  take  half  a drachm  of  fpirit  of  vi- 
triolic ether,  in  an  ounce  of  camphor  julep, 
whenever  the  pain  was  violent;  and  five  grains 
of  the  compound  extra#  of  coloquintida,  at 
bed -time. 

June  4.  She  had  experienced  no  chills 
in  the  afternoon  of  the  preceding  day; 
but  had  been  feverifh,  as  ufual,  the  laft 
night.  Cough  not  quite  fo  troublefome. 
Breath  hill  thort.  Pain  in  the  ftomach, 
which  had  been  fomewhat  relieved  after 
the  aperient  pill  had  moved  her  twice, 
was  now  not  inconfiderable.  Pulfe  90,  at 
noon. 

To  proceed  as  on  June  2d,  taking  the  aperient  pill 
occafionally,  only. 

June  8.  She  had  experienced  the  chills 
only  one  afternoon,  fince  the  laft  report ; 
they  were  then  but  flight.  She  had  had 
much  lets  fever  in  the  night ; and  much 
lefs  cough.  Breath  now  lefs  thort,  Unea- 
flnefs  in  the  ftomach  almoft  conftant,  and 
not  flight.  Average  rate  of  pulfe  86. 

To  take  fix  grains  of  uva  urfi,  four  times  in  the 
day ; half  a drachm  of  volatile  fetid  fpirit,  in 
camphor  julep,  when  the  pain  was  violent ; 
and  the  aperient  pill  occafionally. 
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June  16,  She  had  felt  the  chills  more 
than  once  in  the  afternoon  fince  June 
8th,  and  had  been  feverifh  the  fucceeding 
nights.  Cough  had  decreafed.  Breath 
was  become  a little  more  free.  Pulfe  on 
the  average  8g.  Appetite  lomewhat  bet- 
ter, Tongue  become  cleaner.  Pain  un- 
der the  lower  part  of  the  fternum  aim  oil 
conftant,  oceafioning  a fenfe  of  tightnefs 
acrofs  the  cheft. 

To  proceed  with  medicines  as  on  June  8th.  To 
have  a blifter  applied  to  the  fternum. 

June  26.  Bliller,  though  repeated,  did 
not  rife  well.  She  had  experienced  no 
chills  ; and  but  very  little  feverifh  heat, 
Cough  was  diminifhed  fo  as  to  have  become 
inconftderable.  Breath  much  more  free, 
L,efs  pain  under  the  fternum,  and  lets 
fenfe  of  tightnefs  acrofs  the  cheft ; but 
flie  complained  particularly  of  a gnawing 
pain,  and  of  a fenfe  of  fulnefs,  in  the 
ftomach,  Pulfe  on  the  average  8 7. 

She  was  now  directed  to  take  half  a grain  of  ca- 
lomel, and  five  grains  of  double  refined  fugar, 
in  a powder,  every  morning ; and  ten  grains 
of  uva  urfi,  at  eleven  in  the  morning,  at  four  in 
the  afternoon,  and  at  bed-time. 
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June  30.  No  cough.  Breath  growing 
better.  Scarcely  any  fenfe  of  tightnefs 
acrols  the  died.  Pulfe  85.  She  had  vo- 
mited twice  within  the  preceding  two 
days  ; die  faid  that  what  die  brought  up 
tailed  offendvely,  and  looked  like  matter 
from  a wound  : it  had  been  thrown  away. 
Appetite  moderate.  She  obferved,  that 
when  die  fwallowed  food,  the  domach 
felt  raw.  Bowels  regular  : there  was  no 
opportunity  of  examining  the  llools. 

The  calomel  powder  was  dire&ed  eveiy  other 
morning.  Ten  grains  of  uva  urfi  were  directed 
thrice  in  the  day,  in  a fpermaceti  mixture. 

July  3.  No  chills.  No  cough.  Breath 
improved.  A pain  and  fenfe  of  fulnefs  in 
the  domach.  Pulfe  78,  at  noon. 

She  was  now  directed  to  take  twelve  grains  of  cal- 
cined magnefia,  and  one  drachm  of  tincture  of 
gentian,  in  diftilled  water,  twice  in  the  day. 

July  8.  No  chills,  or  cough.  Breath 
quite  free.  A pain,  and  fenfe  of  fulnefs,  in 
the  domach ; more  particularly  felt  after 
taking  food.  Tongue  almod  clean.  Pulfe 
88. 
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To  take  three  grains  of  the  infpiffated  juice  of 
hemlock,  before  each  dofe  of  the  mixture  di- 
redled  on  the  3d  of  July. 

July  28.  No  cough.  No  chills,  or  fe- 
verifli  heats.  Appetite  moderately  good. 
Bowels  regular.  Pulfe  86  on  the  average. 
Skin  become  more  clear,  more  healthy- 
looking.  Pain  in  ftomach  troublefome. 
The  dofe  of  the  infpitfated  juice  of  hem- 
lock had  been  increaled  to  fix  grains. 

She  was  now  dire£led  to  take  eight  grains  of  the 
infpiflated  juice  of  hemlock,  thrice  in  the  dayj 
and,  immediately  after  it,  eight  grains  of  cal- 
cined magnefia,  and  one  drachm  of  compound 
tin&ure  of  gentian,  in  an  ounce  and  half  of 
diftilled  water. 

Auguft  4.  More  free  from  pain  in  the 
llomach.  Legs  had  been  full  and  tight 
towards  evening  for  fome  time  part,  but 
had  not  pitted.  Continuance  of  amenor- 
rhoea,  from  the  time  of  admiffion.  Some 
fufpicions  arofe  as  to  pregnancy.  Appe- 
tite fufficiently  good.  Pulfe  88.  Spirits 
low.  General  languor. 

The  hemlock  was  difcontinued  : flie  was  directed 
to  take  two  nervous  pills,  and  a light  infufion 
of  quaffia,  thrice  in  the  day. 
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Auguft  14.  She  had  had,  comparatively, 
but  little  uneafinefs  in  the  ftomach  : fome 
flatulence.  No  cough.  No  fcverifli  chills 
or  heats.  Nor,  to  appearance,  any  mate- 
rial bodily  ailment.  Spirits  indifferent. 
Languor. 

She  was  difcharged  from  the  Infirmary. 
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Arrangement  of  the  foregoing  Cafes. — Obferva- 
tions  on  the  Cafes,  which  come  under  the 


themfelves  under  four  general  Heads  : 

I.  Cafes  of  apparently  true  Pulmonary 

Confumption  in  its  firlf  ltage ; or 
Cafes,  in  which  purulent  expectora- 
tion had  not  taken  place.  The  firlt 
eight  Cafes  are  comprehended  under 
this  Head. 

II.  Cafes  of  apparently  true  Pulmonary 

Confumption  in  its  latt  ltage ; or 
Cafes,  in  which  purulent  expectora- 
tion had  taken  place.  Under  this 
Head  are  comprehended  Cafes  IX. 


firft  Head. 
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III,  Cafes  of  an  affedion  of  the  lungs,  in 
which  there  was  purulent  exped ora- 
tion ; but  which  Cafes,  neverthelefs, 
were  not  Cafes  of  true  Pulmonary 
Confumption,  Under  this  Head  are 
comprehended  Cafes  XII.  and  XIII, 

IV.  Cafes  of  hedic,  in  which  the  lungs 
appeared  either  not  to  have  been  pri- 
marily  affeded,  or  not  at  all.  Under 
this  Head  are  comprehended  Cafes 
XIV.  XV,  and  XVI, 

I lhall  offer  my  obfervations  on  the 
Cafes  in  their  order,  and  with  attention 
to  the  above  arrangement ; the  prefent 
Chapter  will  therefore  contain  obferva- 
tions on  the  Cafes  of  apparently  true  Pul- 
monary Confumption,  in  which  purulent 
expedoration  had  not  taken  place. 

In  Cafe  I.,  I exhibited  the  uva  urji  in 
the  fame  hate  of  combination,  with  bark 
and  opium,  as  I had  in  the  Cafe  of  the 
old  man,  which  furnifhed  me  with  the 
idea  of  giving  it  at  all  in  confumptive  diC 
orders.  For  although  I was  perfuaded, 
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that  the  uva  urji  was  the  eflential  and 
molt  efficacious  part  of  the  prefcription, 
with  regard  to  that  Cafe,  yet  I could  not 
determine,  pofitively,  that  the  other  parts 
of  it  did  not  affift,  in  fome  meafure.  In 
the  firfi:  trial,  therefore,  in  thefe  diforders, 
I thought  it  right  to  adhere  rigidly  to  the 
formula,  which  had  produced  the  finking 
amendment  in  the  difeafe  of  the  urinary 
organs ; knowing,  that,  were  I encou- 
raged to  proceed,  the  comparative  efficacy 
of  each  ingredient  in  the  formula  might 
be  afterward  put  to  the  tefi. 

The  powders,  in  this  Cafe,  appeared  to 
produce  a firong  effed,  both  with  regard 
to  the  immediate  fenlations  of  the  Patient, 
and  to  the  difeafe.  The  efied  on  the  for- 
mer, the  Patient  defcribed  as  being  fo 
confiderable,  as  to  render  her  unable  to 
take  the  medicine  more  frequently  than 
the  did.  We  find  that  fmall  doles  of 
opium  will,  in  fome  habits,  caule  very 
unufual  and  powerful  fenfations  ; and  I 
did  not  know  whether  thole,  experienced 
on  the  prefent  occafion,  were  not  to  be 
attributed  to  this  ingredient  in  the  pow- 
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ders,  exclufively.  I have  now  reafon  for 
believing,  that  the  uva  urfi,  fmall  as  the 
dofe  may  appear  to  be,  had  a fhare,  at 
lealt,  in  their  production.  The  effeCt  of 
the  powders  on  the  difeafe  was  quick  and 
great,  beyond  any  thing  I had  expeCted ; 
infomuch,  that  I fhould  have  felt  a higher 
gratification,  had  the  amendment  taken 
place  more  flowly,  and  been  wrought 
by  a larger  quantity  of  them.  From  the 
eafe  with  which  the  morbid  fymptoms 
feemed  to  yield,  a doubt  arofe  in  my 
mind,  whether  I had  not  determined  too 
haftily,  that  thefe  fymptoms  were  tru- 
ly confumptive.  The  experience,  I have 
fince  had,  induces  me  to  think,  that  they 
were,  in  reality,  fuch,  and  that  my  ori- 
ginal opinion  was  correct. 

In  Cafe  II.,  it  may  have  been  noticed 
by  the  Reader,  that  recourfe  was  not  im- 
mediately had  to  uva  urji.  The  reafon 
was,  that  I was  defirous  of  afcertaining, 
precifely,  the  nature  of  the  diforder,  be- 
fore that  medicine  was  exhibited.  For 
the  fame  reafon,  after  a fair  trial  had  been 
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given  to  fuch  other  medicines  as  I con- 
sidered the  mod:  likely  to  relieve  the  com- 
plaint, were  it  not  a confumptive  one,  I 
requefted  the  opinion  of  a Gentleman  of 
ability  and  experience,  and  of  unbiased 
judgment,  on  the  nature  of  the  Cafe,  be- 
fore I proceeded  further.  This  Gentle- 
man was  Mr.  Walker,  Apothecary  to 
the  Radclitfe  Infirmary,  well  known,  in 
the  philofophical  world,  by  his  original 
and  ingenious  experiments  on  the  pro- 
duction of  Artificial  Cold  : and  I embrace 
this  opportunity  of  returning  my  thanks 
tq  him,  for  the  trouble,  which,  at  my  re- 
quell,  he  readily  gave  himfelf,  on  this 
and  on  one  or  two  other  occasions,  in  or- 
der to  afiift  my  inquiries  on  the  fubjeCt 
of  this  Publication. 

Baric  was  not  given  at  all,  in  the  Cafe 
I am  now  commenting  upon.  In  the 
early  part  of  the  exhibition  of  uva  urfi , in 
this  Cafe,  opium  was  combined  with  it,  in 
different  forms ; and  fo  delicate  was  the 
Stomach,  that  it  may  be  queftioned,  whe* 
ther,  without  the  aflitfance  of  the  opium  f 
a quantity  of  the  uva  urfi , fuffieient  to  do 
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good,  could  have  been  taken  : the  opium 
might  have  been  of  further  fervice  in  pal- 
liating the  cough.  Having,  on  other  oc- 
cafions,  had  opportunity  for  remarking  the 
more  than  ufual  rapidity  of  the  progrefs 
of  Phthifis,  where  the  ftomach  was  weak 
and  irritable,  the  hate  of  the  flomach,  in 
this  Patient,  at  one  time  clouded  my 
hopes ; fortunately,  however,  this  hate 
foon  began  to  amend  : and  at  length  a 
moderate  dofe  of  the  uva  urfi,  unaffifted 
by  opium , was  borne  without  inconveni- 
ence. 

Of  the  efFeH  of  another  powerful  me- 
dicine, iron , which,  at  one  period  of  the 
complaint,  w~as  joined  to  the  uva  urfi , as  I 
have  reported  faithfully,  I mull  leave  the 
Reader  to  judge.  Had  a perfectly  proper 
Rate  of  menftruation  been  eftablifhed,  in 
conlequence  of  its  ufe,  one  who  had  not 
been  an  eye-witnefs  of  the  charatfteriftic 
phthifical  look  of  the  Patient,  and  of  the 
feverifh  and  other  iymptoms  manifeft, 
when  die  was  firft  under  my  care  and  for 
many  weeks  afterward,  might  have  ar- 
gued, that  the  cough,  &c,  were  tympto- 
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matic  affections,  attributable  to  the  prior 
imperfeCl  aCtion  of  the  uterus,  in  a func- 
tion important  to  women  of  fuch  an  age. 
But  as  the  uterus  remained,  whilft  the 
iron  was  given  and  after  it  had  been  laid 
afide,  in  the  fame  Itate,  in  which  it  had 
previoufly  been,  with  regard  to  this  func- 
tion, it  is  imagined,  that  this  will  be 
judged  to  be  a point  not  admitting  of 
argument. 

On  Cafe  III.,  I have  only  to  obferve,- 
that  nothing  poffeffing  medicinal  efficacy 
was  joined  to  the  uva  urfi,  except  opium  ; 
that  the  fymptoms  yielded  in  that  gra- 
dual and  regular  manner,  which  gave  me 
much  fatisfacdion  at  the  time ; and  that  it 
is  a matter  of  great  additional  fatisfa&ion, 
that  the  Patient’s  health  had  continued 
good  to  the  date  of  the  lall  report. 

Cafe  IV.  might  perhaps  have  been 
looked  upon  as  more  ftrong  than  either  of 
the  preceding,  had  no  relaple  taken  place. 
The  auxiliary  medicines,  in  this  Cafe, 
were  opium  and  diluted  acid  of  vitriol,  in. 
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the  firft  courfe  of  treatment.  I confider 
the  nitre  as  having  been  given  in  too 
fmall  a quantity  to  be  deferving  of  no* 
tice  ; and  we  may  difregard  the  other  at > 
tides  of  the  materia  medica,  which  were 
direded.  It  may  be  remarked,  that  the 
opium  was  given  in  fmall  quantity,  and 
was  not  had  recourfe  to  till  the  cough 
was  beginning  to  get  better.  The  chief 
objed  in  giving  it  was,  to  caufe  the  pow- 
ders to  tit  eafy  on  a weak  ttomach,  al- 
though it  might  not  have  been  without 
its  etfed  in  foothing  the  irritability  of  the 
lungs.  We  may  prefume,  that  the  effi- 
cacy of  the  acid  was  confined  to  its  tonic 
powers  on  the  ttomach  and  fyttem,  and 
that  the  cough  was  without  the  fphere  of 
its  beneficial  adion.  It  was  taken  fixteen 
days  only.  The  appetite  evidently  im- 
proved, whiltt  it  was  in  ufe,  and  poffibly 
by  reafon  of  its  ufe. 

I thould  have  been  glad  not  to  have 
been  under  the  neceffity  of  reporting  in 
this  inttance,  that  there  was  a tendency  to 
a relapfe.  Interefted  as  I felt  in  the  Cafe, 
becaufe  it  was,  till  that  occurrence,  fo 
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llrong  an  one  in  favour  of  the  powers  of 
uva  urfi,  I experienced  no  fmall  degree  of 
mortification,  when  I w^as  informed,  that 
the  cough  had  returned.  What  alleviated 
this  mortification,  in  fome  degree,  at  the 
time,  was,  that  the  return  of  the  cough 
was  the  effedt  of  a levere  cold  the  Patient 
had  taken  ; that  the  had  not  the  morbid, 
languid  look,  which  was  to  apparent 
when  I fird  vifited  her ; and  that  her  ge- 
neral health  did  not  feem  to  be  impaired. 
But,  what  mod  alleviated  this  mortifica- 
tion, was  the  fine  manner,  in  which  the 
complaint,  in  this  fecond  attack,  was 
overpowered  by  the  above  medicine,  ad- 
minidered  in  its  mod  lirnple  form.  No 
Cafe  of  Lues  \ ener'ea  could  have  yielded 
more  regularly  and  fatisfa&orily  to  quick - 
.filler , than  this  teemed  to  yield  to  the 
medicine  employed. 

In  this  Cale,  at  prefent,  all  appears  pro- 
mifing ; and  I diould  look  forward  with 
good  afiurance  in  refpetd  to  it,  w^ere  the 
Patient  more  favourably  circumdanced  as 
to  habitation.  W e labour  under  great  dis- 
advantages in  this  point.  In  order  to  ac- 
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commodate  the  houfe,  die  refldes  in,  to 
the  purpofes  of  budnefs,  the  part  die  in- 
habits is  fmall,  expofed  to  currents  of  air, 
and,  in  diort,  juft  the  reverfe  of  what 
might  be  widied,  in  a complaint  of  a 
phthidcal  character.  This  unpropitious 
circumftance  prevents  me  from  forming 
the  confident  expectation,  in  which  I 
fhould,  otherwife,  be  ready  to  indulge. 

In  the  report  of  this  Patient,  given  on 
the  25  th  of  April,  as  alfo  in  that  given  on 
the  Qth  of  September,  mention  is  made  of 
fome  nervous  fymptoms,  with  which  die 
was  affeCted.  Thofe,  wdio  know  what 
doles  of  uva  urji  were  given  on  the  con- 
tinent, in  calculous  Cafes,  about  the  mid- 
dle of  the  lad  century,  wThilft  no  notice  is 
conveyed,  in  the  hiftories  of  thele  Cafes  *, 
of  nervous  fymptoms,  as  the  confequence 
of  its  exhibition,  may  be  much  inclined  to 
doubt,  whether  a dofe  of  ten  or  twelve 
grains  of  this  medicine,  taken  thrice  in 
the  day,  be  adequate  to  the  production  of

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iuch  fymptoms.  I doubted  myfelf,  and 
even  now  would  not  venture  to  dogma- 
tize on  this  point ; but  I believe,  that  the 
above-mentioned  quantity  of  the  medi- 
cine will  produce  them,  in  fome  Conlti- 
tutions. 

In  Cafe  V.,  the  complaint  of  the  Pa- 
tient had  ah  the  appearance  of  being  of 
an  unqueftionably  phthilical  tendency  ; 
and,  as  far  as  I may  be  permitted  to 
judge,  it  is  a very  ftrong  Cafe  in  favour  of 
the  plan  of  cure,  which  was  proceeded 
upon.  What  the  opium  and  f quill,  which 
made  a part  of  the  plan,  could,  in  the 
doles  given,  have  contributed  towards  the 
cure,  mutt  be  determined  by  the  opinion 
of  my  Readers.  The  opium  was  not  taken 
in  a larger  quantity  than  the  tixth  of  a 
grain,  nor  the  J'quill  in  a larger  quantity 
than  the  fourth  of  a grain,  thrice  in  the 

day.  . , *2ritw0T£ 

A part  of  the  report  of  June  i;th  is, 

that  the  feet  had  fwelled  towards  even- 
ing. Thole,  who  have  been  accurate  in 
their  obfervations  on  the  confumptive, 
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muft  know,  that  the  fwelling  of  the  feet, 
in  this  clafs  of  fufferers,  is,  generally 
fpeaking,  a tremendous  fymptom ; that 
it  is  a kind  of  death-warrant,  although 
the  fatal  event  may  not  be  near.  But, 
here,  an  important  practical  diftindion 
fliould  not  be  forgotten.  In  thofe  of 
weak  and  relaxed  conllitution,  particu- 
larly in  females  of  this  conllitution,  more 
particularly  in  females  of  this  conititution 
who  have  palled  the  meridian  of  life, 
or  on  whom  licknefs  has  produced  the 
weakening  effeds  of  time,  the  feet  and 
ankles  will  often,  from  flight  fatigue,  be 
dilpofed  to  fwell  in  hot  weather,  and  this 
without  portending  any  mifchief.  Such 
difpolition  goes  off  with  the  feafon,  and 
leaves  nothing  amifs  behind  it.  To  this 
difpolition  was  the  fwelling  of  the  feet,  in 
the  fubjed  of  the  prefent  Cafe,  to  be  at- 
tributed ; and  as  the  young  woman  was 
growing  better,  in  other  refpedts,  when 
the  fwelling  took  place,  aware  as  I was 
of  the  propriety  of  the  above  diftindion, 
that:  fymptom  at  the  time  detraded  but 
little  from  my  hopes. 
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Cafe  VI. , had  it  been  attended  with 
the  fuccefs,  with  which,  in  the  early  part 
of  its  treatment,  it  promifed  to  be,  might 
have  feemed  a very  decilive  one,  becaufe 
the  uva  urji  was  adminiftered  in  fo  ftmple 
a manner.  The  Cafe,  as  it  now  hands, 
thews  no  more,  than  that  a remarkable 
impreflion  was  twice  made  on  the  com- 
plaint, whilft  the  medicine  was  regularly 
continued.  Being  convinced  of  the  Pa- 
tient’s extreme  inattention  to  herfelf,  and 
of  the  unfavourable  ft  age,  to  which  the 
diforder  feemed,  at  firft,  to  be  approach- 
ing, I think  it  not  improbable,  that  the 
event  will,  in  this  inltance,  be  fatal ; 
whilft  I am  almoft  perfuaded,  that  it 
might  have  been  the  contrary,  under  dif- 
ferent conduCt. 

In  Cafe  VII.,  the  fymptoms  not  being 
very  prefting,  I was  deiirous  of  giving  a 
fair  trial  to  other  medicines,  before  uva 
urji  was  reforted  to.  After  a trial  of 
very  nearly  a month,  the  only  advantage, 
which  was  gained,  appeared  to  be,  a 
greater  freedom  of  expectoration  ; the 
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cough  was  equally  frequent ; and  the 
breath  was  Ihort,  fo  as  to  be  materially 
affected  by  no  greater  exertion,  than  that 
of  walking  up  one  pair  of  hairs.  The  Pa- 
tient, and  thofe  about  him,  as  well  as 
mvfelf,  were  fenlible,  that  he  was  not 
gaining  ground  in  a detirable  manner ; 
indeed,  it  might  rather  be  faid,  that  the 
complaint  wTas  llationary ; and  it  was 
therefore,  that  the  benevolent  propofal, 
tor  change  of  air,  came  from  the  quarter 
it  did.  The  cough  had  now  been  upon 
him  four  months. 

If  we  make  proper  allowance  for  the 
retui  n of  the  tymptoms,  for  fome  davs, 
when  it  was  extremely  likely  that  cold 
had  been  taken,  the  cough  abated,  under 
the  exhibition  of  uva  urji , in  that  gradual 
way,  than  which  nothing  could  have  been 
more  fatisfacdory.  This  medicine  was,  on 
the  pretent  occatlon,  given  entirelv  by  it- 
lelt,  till  the  cough  was  fubdued. 

It  will  probably  be  remarked,  that, 
when  it  was  tirft  given,  the  Pu'fe  was  no 
more  than  80.  To  form  an  accurate  eili- 
mate  of  the  import  of  this  rate  of  pulfe, 
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reference  rmift  be  made  to  its  natural 
rate  ; and  I think  it  fair  to  fuppofe,  from 
fiibfequent  obfervations,  that  the  natural 
rate  was  about  70  at  a medium.  Thus, 
the  difeafe  increafed  the  frequency  of  the 
pulfe,  ten  beats  in  the  minute.  • And,  pro- 
ceeding upon  the  calculation  of  the  ac- 
curate Dr.  Falconer,  80,  in  a man  whole 
natural  pulfe  is  70,  is  nearly  equivalent  to 
what  80  would  be  in  a man  whofe  natu- 
ral pulfe  is  of  the  rate  of  75,  which  he 
makes  the  ltandard  rate  of  the  pulfe  of 
men  in  this  kingdom  *. 

In  Cafe  VIII.,  appearances  are  promil- 
ing  : I dare  not,  as  yet,  ufe  more  encou- 
raging language.  The  fubjeft  of  this  Cafe 
is  obliged  to  ltruggle  againlt  her  diibrder, 
under  the  prelfure  of  family  and  other 
concerns,  which  require  greater  exertions 
than  the  is  well  able  to  make.  Could  Die 
attend  to  herfelf  more,  my  liopes  would 
rife  in  proportion.  The  uniform  coolnels

of  the  fkin  ; the  rate  of  the  pulle  ; the 
improvement  in  the  ftate  of  the  tongue, 
in  the  appetite,  and  in  the  ftrength  ; the 
abatement  of  the  cough,  which,  to  ufe 
her  own  expreffion,  is  not  “ half  a quar- 
“ ter”  what  it  was  ; thefe  are  flattering 
circumftances.  But  the  cough  is  not 
gone ; and  till  it  has  taken  its  leave,  com- 
pletely, the  event  mull  be  fomewhat  un- 
certain. 

Concerning  the  caufe  of  the  intermif- 
fion  in  the  pulfe,  mentioned  in  the  re- 
port for  Auguft  21  ft,  opinions  may  differ. 
Could  it  have  been  caufed  by  the  uva 
urji  P In  favour  of  this  fuppofition  it 
may  be  obferved,  that  it  was  an  unufual 
fymptom  in  this  Patient,  fo  far  as  I am 
authorized  to  make  this  aftertion,  from 
her  having  been  once  or  twice  under  my 
care,  formerly,  when  no  fuch  fymptom 
occurred  ; that  it  was  attended  with  head- 
ach,  another  fymptom  not  very  ufual  with 
her,  to  the  degree,  in  which  fhe  then  fuf- 
fered  from  it,  and  which  feemed  to  imply 
fome  affection  of  the  nervous  fyftem ; 
that,  afterward,  on  September  Qth,  there 
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was  fome  ground  for  fuppofing,  that  the 
nervous  fyflem  was  affe&ed  by  the  medi- 
cine ; that  I once  remarked  the  fame 
fymptom  in  a nephritic  Patient,  who  was 
taking  what  I calf  a moderately  full  dofe 
of  uva  urji,  i.  e.  fifteen  grains,  thrice  in 
the  twenty-four  hours ; and,  moreover, 
that  I have  lately  remarked  a fimilar  in- 
termillion in  the  pulfe  in  two  young  La- 
dies, who  have  been  taking  this  medicine, 
for  fome  time,  under  my  direction,  the 
one  in  a he6fic  fiate  from  Confumption, 
the  other  in  the  fame  fiate  from  cruel  de- 
predations of  Scrofula.  Again!!  this  fup- 
pofition  it  may  be  alleged,  that  fuch  in- 
termiflion  is  not  common  under  the  ule 
of  uva  urfi ; that,  to  recur  to  the  fame 
kind  of  argument  as  was  adduced  in  the 
obfervations  on  Cafe  IV.,  it  is  not  noticed 
at  all  by  thofe  writers  *,  who,  a little  after 

* I would  not  be  underftood  as  making  this  af- 
fertion  in  an  abfolutely  unqualified  manner;  becaufe 
I have  not  been  able  to  confult  every  Author  of  re- 
pute, who  has  written  on  the  fubjeft  of  uva  urfi. 
But  it  may  be  prefumed,  that,  had  fo  remarkable  a 
fa£t  been  noticed  by  any  particular  Author,  the  ob- 
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the  middle  of  the  laft  century,  paid  l’o 
much  attention  to  the  effects  ot  this  me- 
dicine in  calculous  Cafes,  in  which  it  was 
given  in  larger  quantities  than  thofe  I 
have  ufed.  In  the  nephritic  Patient  above 
alluded  to,  there  was  fome  head-ach  about 
the  time  when  the  pulle  intermitted  ; in 
the  two  young  Ladies,  there  was  no  head- 
ach,  nor  was  the  intermiflion  in  the  Pulle 
accompanied  with  any  other  fymptom, 
which  denoted  defect  or  irregularity  of 
nervous  influence.  Neither  of  the  four 
Patients,  in  whom  the  intermiflion  was 
perceived,  complained  of  giddinefs,  of 
pain  in  the  ftomach,  of  licknefs,  or  of  any 
of  thofe  diftrefling  fenfations,  which  digi- 
talis is  apt  to  occaflon,  when  it  has  been 
given  to  fuch  extent  as  to  produce  an  al- 
teration in  the  adtion  of  the  heart ; and 
perhaps  this  fadt  may  be  conlidered  as  an 
additional  argument,  that,  in  thefe  in- 
ftances,  the  intermiflion  in  the  pulle 
ought  not  to  be  attributed  to  the  uva  urji, 

fervation  would  have  been  trail  (bribed  by  all  who 
afterward  wrote  on  the  fubjedt. 
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but  to  fome  different  and  independent 
caufe.  As  for  myfelf,  I certainly  lean  to 
the  opinion,  that  it  ought  to  he  attributed 
to  the  uva  urji : I am,  however,  unwilling 
to  alfume  a decifive  tone  ; and  I leave  to 
future  experience  the  determination  of 
this  matter. 

Had  a perfon  been  employing  this  me- 
dicine, who,  inftead  of  having  an  opi- 
nion of  its  efficacy,  was  rather  prejudiced 
againlt  it,  it  would  probably  have  been 
laid  aiide,  when  the  unfavourable  fymp- 
toms  returned,  as  noted  on  Auguft  2 lit, 
and  might  have  been  faid  to  have  done 
no  good.  Thefe  fymptoms  were,  no 
doubt,  occafioned  by  cold  recently  caught. 
It  is  hoped,  that  thofe,  who  may  pre- 
fcribe  the  medicine  at  all,  will  try  it  fairly 
ahd  fteadily,  and  not  give  it  up,  under  a 
recurrence  of  the  unfavourable  fymptoms 
from  fuch  caufes  as  are  accidental.  Con- 
fumption  is  an  obftinate  difeafe ; when 
it  yields  at  all,  it  yields  but  flowly  ; and, 
whilft  yielding,  it  will,  on  fuch  an  occa- 
fkm  as  a cold  taken,  realfume  its  threaten- 
ing afped  ; it  is  a difeafe,  for  which  we 
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are  much  in  want  of  remedies ; and  there- 
fore, if  a medicine  do  feem  to  reach  this 
dileafe  in  any  cafe,  it  Ihould  not  be  haf- 
tily  abandoned,  although  the  amendment, 
produced  by  it,  may  not  be  fo  regularly 
progreihve  as  we  might  delire. 


The  above  are  all  the  obfervations  I 
have  to  make,  on  the  particular  Cafes, 
that  I have  detailed,  of  Confumption 
in  its  firft  Rage,  or  in  which  purulent 
expectoration  had  not  taken  place.  But, 
bet  ore  I conclude  this  Chapter,  I with  to 
remark,  that  we  ought  not  by  any  means 
to  determine,  on  the  mere  ground  that 
purulent  expedoration  has  not  yet  taken 
place,  that  Confumption  has  hitherto  made 
a certain  degree,  only,  of  progrefs.  The 
llages  of  Confumption,  as  dillinguilhed  by 
the  mucous  or  purulent  nature  of  the  ex- 
pedoration, are,  it  is  true,  not  unfrequent- 
]Y  called  the  incipient , or  the  confirmed 
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ftage  *.  The  mucous  or  purulent  nature 
of  the  expectoration  is,  however,  a crite- 
rion of  the  incipient  or  confirmed  ftage, 
which  requires  fome  qualification,  if  we 
affix  to  thefe  latter  epithets  their  ordinary 
fenfe.  Certain  enough  indeed  it  is,  that 
where  pus  is  prefent  in  the  expectoration 
of  the  confumptive,  the  difeafe  is  con- 
firmed ; that  it  then  acquires  new  vigor 
from  the  expofed  ulcer,  of  the  exiltence 
of  which  the  purulent  expectoration  is  a 
proof.  But,  certain  alfo  it  is,  that  puru- 
lent expectoration  does  not  regularly  fhew 
itfelf  at  the  fame  point  of  the  progrefs  of 
difeafe  in  one  perfon,  as  in  another ; that, 
fometimes,  all  the  other  figns  of  confirmed 
confumption  fliall  be  prefent,  and  puru- 
lent expectoration  fliall  not.  Since  I have 
availed  myfelf  of  moft  of  the  fair  oppor- 
tunities that  occurred,  of  employing  uva 
urfi  in  Confumption,  I have  given  it  in 
two  Cafes,  in  which  the  expectoration 
was  mucous  only,  but  which,  in  other  re-

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fpe<fts,  had  the  genuine  character  of  con- 
firmed and  deplorable  difeafe.  The  cough 
was  very  troublefome,  and  it  frequently 
brought  on  vomiting ; the  alternations  of 
cold  and  hot  feels  were  every  day  expe- 
rienced, more  or  lefs  ftrongly  ; the  night 
fever  was  contiderable ; the  morning  fweats 
were  profufe;  there  was  great  emacia- 
tion ; and  fo  much  debility,  that  the  poor 
fufterers,  who  were  Out-Patients  of  the 
Infirmary,  were  not  able,  even  with  fup- 
port,  to  walk  thither,  when  the  medicine 
was  firft  prefcribed,  although  they  were 
fituated  within  the  diftance  of  half  a mile. 
The  medicine  feemed  to  have  its  influence 
on  the  he&ic  fever,  but  both  Cafes  ter- 
minated fatally.  In  the  one,  there  was, 
from  firft  to  laft,  no  appearance  of  pus  in 
the  expectoration  ; in  the  other  it  did  ap- 
pear,  j ult  about  the  time  the  legs  began  to 
fwell,  a few  weeks  before  death.  Uva 
urfi  may  be  given  in  fuch  Cafes  ; it  may, 
I believe,  be  given  with  the  expe&ation  of 
greater  palliative  relief  than  we  know  how 
to  fecure  from  other  fources  ; but  fuch 
advanced  Cafes,  though  unattended  with 
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purulent  expectoration,  could  not  proper- 
ly have  been  called  Cafes  of  Confumption 
in  its  firft  or  incipient  ftage,  nor  have 
been  confidered  as  fair  ones  for  the  trial 
of  the  efficacy  of  any  particular  medicine. 

Whilft  fpeaking  on  this  fubject,  I mull, 
in  candour,  add,  that  I have  given  uva 
urfi , in  one  Cafe,  which  appeared  to  me, 
at  the  time,  to  be  a fair  Cafe  of  incipient 
Confumption,where  it  did  not  feem  to  pro- 
duce any  effect  on  the  diforder.  There 
was,  however,  fomething  anomalous  in 
the  Cafe.  The  Patient  was  the  Wife  of 
a Soldier ; and  fhe  defcribed  the  affection 
of  the  lungs,  as  having  come  upon  her 
juft  as  fhe  was  recovering  from  a fever, 
which  flie  called  the  Purple  Fever,  and 
which  flie  had  whilft  with  her  Hufband 
in  barracks.  When  fhe  became  tired  of 
the  uva  urji,  opium  and  demulcents  were 
employed ; and  large  quantities  of  opium 
fcarcely  mitigated  the  violence  of  the 
cough.  At  length,  when  flie  had  become 
tired  of  medicine  of  all  kinds,  the  cough, 
which  had  ufually  been  rather  dry,  and 
always  without  the  lealt  appearance  of 
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pus,  in  the  expectoration  that  there  was, 
became  altogether  clry,  and  lefs  and  lefs 
tfoublefome ; it  had  not,  when  I laft  faw- 
tl>e  Patient,  been  a caufe  of  complaint 
for  fome  weeks.  The  fever  and  profufe 
perfpirations,  alfo,  which  were  among  the 
fymptoms,  when  the  cough  was  at  its 
height,  had  then  difappeared.  She  was 
become  anafarcous,  to  a greater  degree 
than  is  common  in  confumptive  Cafes, 
and  the  appeared  to  be  linking  gradually. 

I have  only  further  to  add,  under  the 
Head  on  which  I am  lpeaking,  that  I have 
employed  uva  urji  in  two  Cafes  of  Ha> 
moptylis  ; and  that  with  fuccefs,  fo  far  as 
the  time,  which  has  elapfed,  permits  me 
to  draw  a conclulion.  The  fubjefts  were 
young  men  ; in  each  of  them  the  conlti- 
tutional  tendency  towards  Phthilis  was 
evident,  and  in  the  family  of  one  of  them 
this  difeafe  had  made  fad  havock.  As, 
however,  Hmmoptylis  is  often  relieved  by 
other  means  ; as  the  time  which  has 
elapfed  is,  in  either  inlhmce,  not  much- 
to  ore  than  a twcl  vciiionth,  and,  as  tlicrc- 
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fore  the  difeafe  may  recur ; taking  this 
view  of  the  two  Cafes,  I do  not  lay  great 
llrefs  upon  them,  nor  do  I think  I fhould 
adt  rightly  in  putting  the  patience  of  the 
Reader  to  the  teft,  by  delivering  their  his- 
tories in  detail.

CHAP.  IV 

Obfervations  on  the  Cafes  which  come  under  the 
fccond  Head. 


-ACCORDING  to  the  arrangement,  made 
at  the  beginning  of  the  preceding  Chap- 
ter, the  prefent  Chapter  will  contain  ob- 
fervations on  Cafes  IX.  X.  and  XI. ; which 


are  Cafes  of  apparently  true  Pulmonary 
Confumption  in  its  laft  Rage,  or  in  which 
purulent  expe&oration  had  taken  place. 


I am  unwilling  to  appear  to  llrain  a 
point  in  favour  of  uva  urji,  by  taking  for 
granted,  that  the  Cafe  of  the  lad,  men- 
tioned at  the  end  of  the  XIth.  Cafe,  was  one 
of  purulent  Confumption  : with  regard, 
therefore,  to  the  terminations  of  the  Cafes, 
which  I have  given  under  the  prefent 
Head,  I am  forry  to  obferve,  that  the  ba- 
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lance  is  on  the  unfavourable  tide.  But 
I derive  fome  fatisfadtion  from  the  belief, 
that,  where  the  terminations  were  unfa- 
vourable, the  Patients  were  relieved  for 
a time,  that  their  fufferings  were  miti- 
gated, and  that  their  lives  were  prolonged. 

In  Cafe  IX.,  the  alteration  for  the  bet- 
ter in  the  young  woman  was  very  re- 
markable. A common  obferver,  who  had 
feen  her  at  the  different  periods  of  her 
illnefs,  would  have  noticed,  that  the  coun- 
tenance had  loft  its  heCtic  languor,  and 
become  animated  ; that  the  fkin  in  gene- 
ral had  aflumed  a more  clear,  wholefome,  j 
healthful  afpect ; that  the  Patient  had  no 
longer  her  infirm  ftoop,  but  that  fhe  held 
herlelf  ereCt,  and  moved  about  with  an 
alertnefs,  which  did  not  belong  to  her  in 
the  early  part  of  her  abode  in  the  Infir- 
mary. Seeing  thefe  things,  feeing  that 
they  took  place  in  the  ward  of  an  In- 
firmary, a fituation  generally  hoftile  to 
phthifical  complaints,  and  knowing  the 
ftate  of  the  other  material  fymptoms,  I 
was  willing  to  flatter  myfelf,  although 
the  nature  of  the  expectoration  did  not 
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differ  me  to  entertain  very  {anguine 
hopes;  yet  that  podibly  a cure  might  be 
effected.  Indulging  this  opinion,  I re- 
gretted that  die  was  refolved  upon  going 
to  a didant  home  ; but  her  fpirits  had 
more  than  kept  pace  with  the  improve- 
ment in  her  health ; and  die  alleged  as 
one  reafon  for  going,  that  the  felt  herfelf 
capable  of  fervice.  Confidering  the  time 
when  the  died,  I now  think,  that  the 
chance  of  her  recovery  was  not  fo  great, 
when  die  quitted  the  Infirmary,  as  it  ap- 
peared to  me  to  be,  at  that  time. 

Bark  was,  at  fird,  combined  with  the 
ura  nrfi  in  this  Cale  ; not  becaule  I did, 
in  reality,  expert  much  from  the  bark, 
but  becaufe  I was  defirous,  this  having 
been  one  of  the  earlied  confumptive  Cafes 
in  which  I employed  uva  urji,  of  adher- 
ing as  nearly  as  might  be,  the  drength  of 
the  dole  excepted,  to  the  precife  formula, 
the  efforts  of  which  on  the  old  man  had 
made  fo  great  an  impredion  on  my  mind, 
and  had  originally  prompted  me  to  make 
trial  of  that  medicine  in  fuch  Cafes.  From 
the  latter  part  of  the  hidory  of  the  Cafe, 
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it  fhould  appear,  that  things  went  on  as 
well  to  the  full,  when  the  bark  was 
omitted,  as  when  it  made  a part  of  the 
prefcription. 

Opium  was,  throughout,  combined  with 
the  uva  urji.  It  feemed  to  he  of  fervice 
in  reconciling  the  Romach  to  this  latter 
medicine,  particularly  when  it  was  given 
in  the  form  of  opiate  confection.  Of  what 
further  fervice  it  might  have  been,  as  it 
is  a medicine  fo  generally  reforted  to  as  a 
palliative  in  fimilar  Cafes,  the  medical 
Reader  will  be  able  to  form  a pretty  cor- 
red  eftimate.  So  far  as  fuch  dofes  of 
opium  are  generally  found  ferviceable  in 
timilar  Cafes,  to  fuch  extent  I think  it 
fair  to  conclude  that  they  were  fervice- 
able in  this  ; it  might  not  be  quite  fair  to 
conclude,  that  they  were  ferviceable  to  a 
greater  extent,  by  ading  in  any  extraor- 
dinary manner. 

Cafe  X.,  as  the  Reader  will  have  ob- 
ferved,  refembles  Cafe  IX.  in  having  ter- 
minated unfavourably ; and,  moreover, 
the  amendment  in  this  Cafe  was  never 
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very  ftriking.  To  any  one,  however,  con- 
verlant  with  Pht hills,  who  had  watched 
the  iymptoms  with  attention,  the  influ- 
ence of  the  uva  nrji  on  the  diforder  mull, 
I think,  have  been  apparent.  That  a per- 
fon  labouring,  to  fuch  degree,  under  all 
the  bad  fymptoms  of  the  ulcerated  Itage 
of  Confumption,  fhould  have  borne  up  l'o 
long,  was  to  me  a rare  phaenomenon  : 
and  I do  not  feel  that  I am  hazarding  an 
opinion,  when  I fay,  that  I do  not  believe 
the  Patient  would  have  been  alive  at  the 
end  of  the  year  1803,  under  the  ordinary 
modes  of  treatment.  I am  aware,  that,  if 
the  purulent  expectoration  alone  be  confl- 
dered,  this  Cafe  prefents  no  Angularity. 
I know  one  perfon,  who  has,  without 
doubt,  coughed  up  pus  for  years.  I have 
read  of  more  than  one,  who  have  done  the 
fame.  In  the  inftanee,  which  has  come 
within  my  own  knowledge,  the  purulent 
expectoration  is  occaflonal,  not  conltant, 
or  of  daily  occurrence  ; in  one  or  two  of 
thole,  with  which  books  have  furnilhed 
me,  it  was  fo  far  conltant,  as  that  no  day 
z palled  without  it : but  it  does  not  leem. 
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in  any  of  thefe  inftances,  to  have  taken 
place  in  the  regular  progrefs  of  Phthilis, 
or  to  have  invaded  the  conftitution  bv 

ft 

producing  the  fully  formed  hectic,  as  in 
the  Cafe  of  the  Patient  now  under  confi- 
deration.  In  fuch  inttances,  which  I may 
be  permitted  to  term  chronic,  the  func- 
tions of  the  body  are  not  materially  im- 
paired, nor  are  the  Patients  rendered  in- 
capable of  their  ordinary  occupations  and 
duties  : in  the  Cafe  before  us,  the  Patient 
had  neither  breath  nor  ltrength  for  any 
exertion,  and  there  feemed  to  be  a con- 
llant  flruggle  between  the  difeafe  and  the 
remedy.  Cafes,  which,  like  thefe,  agree 
in  a fingle  bearing,  but  differ  fo  widely 
as  to  the  whole  of  the  fymptoms  belong- 
ing to  them,  cannot  fairly  be  brought  into 
companion. 

The  uva  urji,  in  the  prefent  Cafe,  ap- 
pearing to  keep  the  dileafed  lymptoms  in 
check,  without  effecting  that  progreliive 
amendment  which  could  afford  the  hope 
of  a cure,  I was  defirous  of  looking  out 
for  auxiliary  medicines  : as  I conceived  it 
polfible,  that  a combination  of  medicines 
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might  do  more,  than  the  motl  powerful 
and  mod  appropriate  of  the  ingredients, 
forming  the  combination,  could  do  of  it- 
felf.  On  this  principle,  the  bark,  Jquill, 
and  iron,  were  given  in  conjunction  with 
the  uva  nrji,  fuccefhvely.  The  bark  did 
not  appear  to  do  good : I had  not  indeed 
much  expectation  from  it,  and  I fhould 
hardly  have  given  it,  hut  for  the  oft- 
recurring  recolleCtion  of  the  original  Cafe 
of  the  old  man.  The  fquill  appeared  to 
produce  tome  good  effeCt  upon  the  cough, 
and  upon  the  breath,  but  not  a great  one. 
The  iron  did  not  feem  entitled  even  to  a 
negative  commendation  ; I thought  it  did 
harm.  From  the  opium,  and  diluted  acid 
of  vitriol,  which  were  employed,  I did  not 
propofe  to  myfelf  any  thing  more  than 
the  palliation  of  fuch  fymptoms  as  cough, 
irritability  of  ftomach,  and  tendency  to 
perforation  : and  thele  medicines  an- 
lwered,  in  a realonable  degree,  the  inten- 
tions, with  which  they  had  been  refpec- 
tively  prefcribed. 

Cafe  XI.,  it  it  he  rightly  arranged  under 
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the  prefent  Head,  affords  a gratifying  in- 
dance  of  the  efficacy  of  uva  nrji  in  ul- 
cerated Phthifis.  That  it  is  rightly  ar- 
ranged, mod:  of  thofe,  who  perufe  it,  will 
probably  be  inclined  to  think,  from  the 
mere  perufal.  The  date  of  the  fymptoms, 
altogether,  feems  to  favour  the  opinion 
concerning  the  purulent  nature  of  the  ex- 
pectoration, which  the  Gentleman,  wffio 
furnifhed  the  Cafe,  entertains.  I have, 
moreover,  a realon  for  the  adoption  of 
this  opinion,  which  mod  of  my  Readers 
may  not  have  : I know  the  accurate  dif- 
cernment,  as  well  as  the  model!  caution 
of  this  Gentleman  ; and  fuch  knowledge 
affids  me  in  edimating  any  opinion,  which 
he  might  form  in  confequence  of  what 
he  faw. 

In  this  Cafe  it  is  evident,  that  the  great 
good,  which  was  done,  was  done  by  the 
medicine  which  was  given  : for  when  it 
was  omitted,  for  a fhort  time,  after  ad- 
vantage had  been  clearly  gained,  the  cough 
became  worle,  and  other  complaints  were 
on  the  increafe,  till  the  medicine  was  re- 
fumed. The  quantity  of  the  medicine, 
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given,  mull  appear  ftnall  to  thofe,  who 
know  what  doles  were  ufually  ordered  in 
complaints  of  the  urinary  palfages,  which 
feem  to  be  the  only  complaints,  in  which 
it  has  hitherto  been  recommended.  But 
I think,  that  it  mull  have  been  ordered,  in 
thofe  complaints,  in  dofes  unnecelfarily 
and  diladvantageoutly  large  ; and  I am 
perluaded,  that  the  fmaller  dofes  anfwer 
bell  in  Conlumption  : I have,  however, 
as  the  Cafes  lhew,  generally  given  the 
medicine  in  larger,  or  in  more  frequent 
dofes,  than  thofe  given  in  the  prelent 
Cafe  ; but  the  event  of  the  Cafe  is  the 
llrongell  proof,  that  the  quantity  given 
in  it  was  fufficient. 

If  it  be  allowed,  that  this  Cafe  was  a 
Cafe  of  Confumption  in  its  confirmed  or 
ulcerated  ltage,  I mull,  at  the  fame  time, 
acknowledge,  that  it  was  a very  favour- 
able one  for  the  exhibition  of  uva  urji. 
The  two  preceding  Cafes  lhew,  that  we 
ought  not  to  be  very  fanguine  in  our  ex- 
pectations of  a cure,  in  this  ltage  of  the 
diforder ; and  although  I have  not,  in  any 
Cafe  of  ulcerated  Phtliifis  which  I could 
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watch,  given  the  medicine  without  the 
appearance  of  benefit,  yet  even  thefe  two 
Cafes  fpeak  more  in  its  favour  than  fome 
others  would  do,  which  I could  produce. 
Probably,  notwithftanding  that  the  lead- 
ing  fymptom  of  purulent  expectoration 
was  the  fame,  it  had  more  recently  taken 
place,  and  the  lungs  were  lefs  extent! vely 
corrupted,  in  thefe  two  Cafes,  than  in 
thofe  on  which  the  lfnaller  impreflion 
was  made.  And,  with  regard  to  the  fuc- 
cefsful  Cafe  now  under  confideration,  verv 
probably  there  was  fome  material,  though 
hidden  circumftance  attending  it,  which 
rendered  it  more  completely  fubjedt  to 
the  influence  of  the  medicine,  than  Cafes 
of  Confumption,  in  the  ulcerated  fiage, 
generally  are.  It  may  be,  that  Cafes  of 
Confumption  in  this  fiage,  which  fairly 
begin  with  Ha?moptyfis,  are  more  under 
its  influence  than  thofe  which  do  not ; 
or,  in  the  prefent  infiance  in  particular, 
where  fo  much  blood  was  loft,  it  might 
have  been,  that  fome  of  the  blood  was  ef- 
fufed  into  the  cellular  texture  of  the 
lungs,  and  thus  laid  the  foundation  of

the  abfcefs,  which  afterwards  formed ; 
whillf  the  fubtlance  of  the  lungs  might 
have  been  lets  generally  vitiated,  from  tu- 
bercles, or  other  caufes,  than  they  are 
when  a confumptive  abfcefs  is  formed  by 
a more  gradual  and  more  inlidious  pro- 
cefs. 

On  the  two  inftances  of  Confumption, 
mentioned  at  the  end  of  Cafe  XI.,  I have 
only  to  obferve,  that,  although  they  are 
but  little  more  than  mentioned,  the  quar- 
ter from  whence  they  come  makes  them 
inftances  of  fome  importance ; and  that 
the  firtt,  fo  far  as  a conclufion  can  be 
drawn  from  a tingle  inftanee,  thews,  that 
the  medicine,  which  I am  detirous  of 
bringing  into  ufe,  is  as  well  calculated  to 
refill  Confumption  in  the  youthful,  as  in 
thofe  of  more  mature  age. 


Cafes  IX.  X.  XI.,  collectively  confider- 
ed,  encourage  us  to  hope,  that  uva  urji 
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may  be  found  an  excellent  palliative  in 
the  confirmed  ftage  of  Phthifis,  and,  on 
fome  occafions,  a perfeCt  remedy.  View- 
ing it,  however,  in  the  light  of  a perfeCt 
remedy  in  this  ftage  of  the  diforder,  be 
any  Cafe  which  occurs  ever  fo  favourable, 
apparently,  for  the  trial  of  it,  though  we 
may  hope,  we  mull  hope  humbly  ; there 
is  no  room  for  prefumption.  For,  in  faCt, 
when  purulent  expectoration  is  once  efta- 
blifhed,  we  cannot  determine,  that  the 
local  mifchief  is  not  extenfive  ; and,  when 
it  is  extenfive,  when  the  fubltance  of  the 
lungs  is  generally  difeafed,  and  a confi- 
derable  part  of  it  already  broken  down 
and  deftroyed,  no  remedy  which  has  been 
hitherto,  or  which  fliall  in  future  be,  em- 
ployed, can  be  of  more  than  palliative 
avail ; when  the  local  mifchief  is  not  ex- 
tenfive, as  there  does  not  feem  to  be  any 
reafon,  a priori,  why  a medicine  ftiould 
not  do  more  than  palliate,  fo  the  three 
Cafes  above-mentioned,  and  of  thefe  the 
laft  efpecially,  conftitute  a bafis  for  rea- 
fonable  expectation,  from  the  particular 
medicine  employed  in  them  : but  of  the 
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precile  extent  of  mifchief  under  purulent 
expedloration,  it  is,  as  I have  juft  hinted, 
impollible  to  form  a nice  judgment. 

It  is  well  known,  that  difledlions  of 
thole,  who  are  carried  off  by  Phthilis, 
prelent,  in  general,  a difcouraging  fcene 
of  morbid  affedtion.  Large  adhelions  be- 
tween the  outer  furface  of  the  lungs,  and 
the  inner  furface  of  the  cavity,  which  they 
fill,  and  in  which  they  ought  to  Hide  free- 
ly ; an  ulcerated  abfcels  in  the  one  or  the 
other  lobe  ot  the  lungs,  fometimes  of  fuch 
fize,  as  that  the  greater  part  of  the  fub- 
fiance  of  the  lobe  fhall  have  been  wafted 
by  the  progreflive  ulceration  ; lmaller  ab- 
fcefies  dilperfed  through  the  remaining 
fubftance  of  the  lungs,  even  in  the  lobe 
leaft  affedled ; as  alfo  tubercles,  the  em- 
bryos of  abfceffes,  and  which  would  have 
formed  them  had  life  continued ; mif- 
chief, more  or  lefs,  in  fome  of  the  vifcera 
or  glands,  in  the  cavity  of  the  abdomen  : 
fuch,  in  a general  view,  are  the  appear- 
ances, which  dilfedtions  of  the  confump- 
tive  expofe.  The  difeafe,  confidered  un- 
der its  near  advances  to  this  ftate,  is  moft 
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formidable : nay,  he  mull  be  poffefled  of  a 
warm  imagination,  who  can  conceive  a 
remedy  fo  heroic,  as  to  be  able  to  com- 
bat with  a difeafe  fo  gigantic.  In  truth, 
when  it  is  but  diftantly  approaching  to- 
wards this  Hate,  fpeaking  with  refpedt  to 
cure,  we  cannot  deny  that  all  is  loft.  But 
as  fome  comfort  to  the  confumptive,  even 
when  they  may  have  been,  for  fome  time, 
in  that  unfavourable  ftage  of  the  dilorder, 
which  I am  commenting  upon,  it  may  be 
remarked,  that  the  impreftion,  immediate- 
ly conveyed  by  diffedtions,  is  not  always 
fo  adverfe  to  hope  ; for  that,  although  the 
above  defcription  of  the  deltrudtive  local 
effects  of  Phthifts  is,  generally  fpeaking, 
juft,  it  does  not  univerfally  apply.  In 
fome  Cafes,  in  which,  from  the  purulent 
matter  coughed  up,  there  was  realon  for 
fuppoftng  that  the  lungs  would  be  found 
in  the  ftate  above  defcribed,  it  has  been 
proved  by  dilfedtions,  that  the  milchief 
has  been  very  confined  : indeed,  where 
the  purulent  expectoration  had  been  very 
large  in  quantity,  the  lungs  have  even 
been  found  entire,  without  any  trace  of 
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abfcefs  \ infomuch  that  pus  was  met  with 
in  no  part  betides  the  trachea,  and  in  the 
trachea  hut  little  *.  Whatever  experience 
may  determine  concerning  the  powers 
ot  uva  urji,  there  appears  to  be  nothing 
vifionary  in  fuppofing  it  potfible,  that 
fuch  Cales  may  be  made  to  yield  to  me- 
dical tkill,  at  fome  period,  or  other,  of  the 
advancement  of  medical  knowledge. 

It  may  be  further  remarked,  that  the 
difcouraging  imprelfion,  conveyed  by  dif- 
ledlions  in  general  as  to  the  danger  of  con- 
firmed Phthifis,  is  weakened  by  confider- 
ations  refpecfing  the  progrefs  of  the  dif- 
order.  I allude  to  the  probability  there  is, 
that  the  progrefs  of  Phthifis,  with  regard 
to  its  defira&ive  effe&s  on  the  lungs,  and 
the  difeafed  changes  it  produces  in  other 
organs,  is  not  equable ; that  in  the  laft 
fiage  of  the  diforder  it  is  greatly  accelerat- 
ed ; and  that  much  of  thele  effects,  and

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of  thefe  changes,  takes  place  near  the 
clofe  of  life.  The  confumptive  generally 
labour  under  their  complaint  a very  con- 
fiderable  time,  before  purulent  expectora- 
tion commences.  The  ftandard  ftate,  in 
which  the  organs,  principally  affected  by 
this  complaint,  would  be  found,  juft  at 
the  period  when  it  does  commence,  may 
be,  in  great  meafure,  a matter  of  conjec- 
ture ; but  it  is  a reafonable  conjecture, 
that,  calculating  upon  the  probable  length 
of  the  complaint,  and  the  ftandard  mor- 
bid appearances  after  death,  thefe  organs 
would  by  no  means  exhibit  deviations 
from  the  healthy  ftate,  at  this  period,  pro- 
portionate to  the  time  that  had  pafled. 
It  fhould  feem  that  the  nature  of  an.  ab- 
fcefs  in  the  lungs,  which  has  its  origin 
in  a confumptive  tendency,  is  fuch,  as  to 
acquire  great  additional  morbid  adivity, 
from  that  admiftion  of  the  air  into  its  ca- 
vity, which  takes  place  when  it  becomes 
an  ulcer.  The  air  may  ad  as  a ftimulus 
to  abforption  ; or  by  irritating  the  blood- 
yeftels,  which,  in  this  new  ftate  of  expo- 
fure,  may  become  more  fufceptible  of 
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irritation,  it  may  adt  as  an  immediate 
inflammatory  ftimulus  ; or  it  may  furnifli 
a principle,  which,  combining  with  the 
pus  recently  expofed  to  its  influence,  may 
communicate  to  the  pus  new  acrimony : 
it  may  even  atl  in  all  thefe  ways,  or  in 
any  combination  of  them.  -But,  which  - 
foever  be  the  true  mode  of  accounting  for 
the  thing,  it  is  open  to  obfervation,  that, 
after  purulent  expectoration,  in  Phthilis, 
has  exited  for  a time,  this  diforder  ad- 
vances with  quickened  and  lengthened 
ltiides,  and  with  a malignity  of  afpect  pro- 
portionably  increafed,  in  its  fatal  progrefs. 
As,  however,  when  purulent  expectora- 
tion flrft  takes  place,  the  communication 
made  between  the  abfcefs  and  the  ramifi- 
cation of  the  bronchia,  into  which  it 
opens,  may  be  made  by  a fmall  aperture, 
lb  that  the  air  can  have  but  little  ingrefs 
to  the  abfcefs,  or,  more  properly  fpeak- 
ing,  to  the  ulcer,  which,  by  the  above 
communication,  the  abfcefs  is  now  be- 
come ; as  the  ulcer  itfelf  may  be  but 
fmall ; as  it  may  poflefs  more  or  lefs  of 
virulence  ; and  as  the  conftitution  may. 
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in  fome  in  fiances,  be  more  difpofed  to  re- 
fill the  baneful  influence  of  a confump- 
tive  ulcer,  than  in  others  ; as  in  faCt  we 
do,  in  fome  inflances,  obferve,  that  the 
conftitution  feems  to  feel  no  great  alarm 
till  after  purulent  expectoration  ihall 
have  been  for  a time  eftabliflied  : from 
thefe  confiderations,  independently  of 
thofe  fuggefted  in  the  preceding  para- 
graph, or  of  fuch  encouragement  as  the 
Cafes  I have  adduced  may  afford,  the  im- 
preflion,  which  the  morbid  appearances 
in  diflections  of  the  confumptive,  viewed 
by  themfelves,  would  make,  is  weakened. 
Supported  by  fuch  confiderations,  thofe, 
who  labour  under  confumption,  thould 
not  refign  themfelves  to  defpair,  though 
the  prefence  of  purulent  matter  in  the  ex- 
pectoration may  be  manifeft.  For,  thould 
any  medicine  be  found  to  have  power  to 
grapple  with  the  difeafe  ltfelf,  in  the  re- 
cent ftate  of  ulceration,  the  organic  mil- 
chief,  already  done,  may  not  be  fo  great, 
as  to  render  the  lungs  incapable  of  per- 
forming their  neceflary  functions. 

There  is,  in  De  Haen,  a very  particu- 
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lar  account  of  the  appearances,  on  direc- 
tion, in  a boy  who  died  after  the  opera- 
tion ot  lithotomy  ; and  a part  of  this  ac- 
count feems  to  illultrate  the  point  on 
which  I am  fpeaking.  He  firft  defcribes, 
minutely,  the  Hate  of  the  bladder,  con- 
cerning which  it  may  not  be  foreign  to 
my  purpofe  to  notice,  that  the  bladder 
was  much  contracted  and  thickened,  and 
that  the  wound,  necetlarily  made  into  it 
for  the  extraction  of  the  itone,  had  never 
completely  healed  ; fo  that  the  urine  con- 
ftantly  oozed  through  the  artificial  paf- 
fage.  After  having  defcribed  the  Hate  of 
the  bladder,  he  proceeds — “ Ad  reliquam 
“ Anatomen  quod  ipeCtat,  erant  giandu- 
“ la?  mefenterii  numeroliffimae,  duriffiime. 
“ Ingens  pancreas  unus  fchirrus.  Hepar 
**  cum  multis  tuberculis  ficcum  ac  durum. 
“ Parvis  fchirris  lien  plenus.  Pulmo  dex- 
" ter  non  nifi  unus  fchirrus ; finilter  in 
£<  quadam  mollitudine  irmumeros  fchirros 
“ geffit.  Ad  tracheae  dichotomiam  glan- 
“ dulae  fchirrofae  caftaneae  magnitudinis. 

“ Itidem  thymus.  Exfangue  et  macilen- 
“ titlimurn  corpus  univerfum. 
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“ Ut  ex  anamnefi  conftitit,  tufli  ac  fe- 
“ bre  ante  operationem  non  laboravit,  nifi 
“ qnando  per  paucos  dies  ante  tres  menfes 
“ trgrotaverat.  Inter  operationem  pueri 
“ torofitatem  omnes  mirabainur.  Ergo 
fpatio  fexaginta  dierum,  quibus  ab  ope- 
“ ratione  vixit,  degeneratio  hsec  videtur 
“ probabiliter  nata

“ With  regard  to  other  appearances  on  dilledtion, 
tf  the  glands  of  the  mefentery  were  very  numerous, 
and  very  hard.  The  pancreas  was  one  greatly  en- 
“ larged,  fchirrous,  mafs.  In  the  liver,  which  was 
dry  and  hard,  were  many  tubercles.  The  fpleen 
“ was  full  of  fmall  fchirri.  The  right  lobe  of  the 
((  lungs  was  entirely  fchirrous  : the  left  was  fome- 
<s  what  foft,  but  contained  fchirri  without  number. 
“ At  the  bifurcation  of  the  trachea  were  fchirrous 
“ glands  of  the  fize  of  a chefnut.  The  thymous 
gland  was  alfo  fchirroufly  affedted.  The  whole  bo- 
“ dy  was  pallid,  and  emaciated  to  the  greateft  de- 
“ gree, 

“It  was  clear  to  my  recolleftion,  that  there  was 
“ no  cough  or  fever  prior  to  the  operation,  except- 
“ ing  in  an  illnefs  of  a few  days,  which  the  boy  had 
“ had  three  months  before.  During  the  operation, 
“ we  were  all  ftruck  with  his  mufcular  plumpnefs. 
« It  appears  probable,  therefore,  that  this  morbid 
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Thofe,  who  are  converfant  with  the 
deviations  from  healthy  Itrudture  and  ap- 
pearance, occurring  in  ditfetdions  of  the 
confumptive,  will  be  ready  to  acknow- 
ledge, that  there  is  a ftrong  analogical  re- 
femblance  between  them  and  the  devia- 
tions of  the  fame  kind,  particularized  in 
the  above  account.  Difeafed  lungs  pro- 
duce that  organic  mifchief,  in  the  Cafe  of 
a confumptive  perlon,  which  a difeafed 
bladder  produced,  in  the  Cafe  of  this  boy. 
And  the  remark,  refpedting  the  probabi- 
lity there  was,  that  the  morbid  changes, 
produced  in  his  fyftem,  took  place  within 
the  nine  weeks  immediately  previous  to  his 
death,  bears  dire&ly  upon  the  point  under 
difcuffion.  For  it  tends  to  drew,  that  the 
time,  which  elapfes  between  the  period 
of  the  commencement  of  ulceration  in 
Phthifis,  and  the  period  of  the  fatal  ter- 
mination of  this  diforder,  is  abundantly 
fufficient  for  the  production  of  the  limilar 
morbid  changes  in  it,  which  directions 

f<  change  was  wrought  within 'the  fpace  of  the  fixty 
“ days,  which  he  lived,  after  the  operation.” 
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bring  into  view.  I do  not  mean  to  con- 
tend, that  the  Cafe  of  the  boy  is  in  every 
fubordinate  refpeCt  analogous  to  a Cafe  of 
Pulmonary  Confumption ; but,  from  its 
general  analogical  refemblance,  and  from 
the  fhort  period,  before  death,  within 
which  it  is  probable  that  all  the  morbid 
changes,  produced  in  the  fyftem,  took 
place,  his  Cafe  affords  at  lealt  an  apt  il- 
luftration  of  the  idea,  that  much  of  the 
organic  mifchief,  produced  by  Pulmonary 
Confumption,  may,  according  to  reafon- 
able  conjecture,  be  confidered  as  produced 
near  the  clofe  of  life. 

No  one,  who  recolleCts  what  I have 
faid  at  the  beginning  of  my  general  re- 
marks in  this  Chapter,  will,  I truft,  l'o  far 
miftake  me,  as  to  conceive  I have  a with 
to  inculcate  the  dodtrine,  that,  till  evident 
ligns  of  extenfive  organic  mifchief  have 
appeared,  remedies  may  be  applied,  be  it 
fooner,  or  be  it  later,  with  equal  profpeCt 
of  fuccefs.  Nothing  is  more  remote  from 
my  willies.  The  prevalence  of  fuch  a 
do&rine,  fquaring,  as  it  would  fo  exa&ly 
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do,  with  the  over-fanguine  hopes  of  the 
confumptive,  would  be  injurious  by  often 
leading  to  a fatal  fecurity.  My  only  ob- 
ject in  what  I have  juft  faid  is,  to  weaken 
the  impreffion  concerning  the  neceflary 
fatality  of  Phthifts,  when  this  diforder  has 
arrived  at  the  purulent  ftage  ; an  impref- 
fion, which  feems  to  me  to  be  too  general 
and  too  ftrong,  and  the  tendency  of  which 
is,  to  deprive  thole,  in  whom  the  diforder 
has  made  luch  progrefs,  of  a chance  of 
relief.  For  the  Practitioner  is  languid  in 
his  exertions,  vchen  he  is  perfuaded  they 
muft  be  unavailing.  With  relpedt,  how- 
ever, to  the  propriety  of  early  aftiftance  in 
Phthifts,  the  Cafes  of  this  difeafe  which  I 
have  lubmitted  to  the  Public,  thofe  that  I 
have  feen  betide,  thofe  I have  read  of,  and 
thofe  I have  heard  of,  all  lerve  to  con- 
vince me,  how  ftridtly  proper  it  is  to  lofe 
no  time  in  fo  obltinate  and  fo  deftruftive 
a malady.  Nor  do  I think,  that  a modern 
medical  Author  could  introduce  his  Read- 
er to  the  fubjedt  of  the  cure  of  Phthifts, 
by  a much  more  appropriate  obfervation, 
than  that,  by  which  the  claflical  medical 
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Author  of  antiquity  introduces  his  to  this 
fubjedf : — “ Quod  ft  mali  plus  elf,  et  vera 
“ phthilis  eft,  inter  initia  protinus  occur- 
“ rere  neceftarium  eft  : neque  facile  eniru 
“ hie  morbus,  cum  inveteraverit,  evinci- 
r‘  tur

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Obfervations  on  the  Cafes  which  come  under  the 
third  Head. 


The  third  Plead  of  Cafes  is  the  fubjeCt 
of  my  obfervations  in  the  prefent  Chapter. 
This  Head,  as  may  be  feen  by  referring  to 
the  arrangement  made  at  the  beginning 
of  Chap.  Ill,,  comprehends  two  Cafes 
only,  viz.  the  XIIth.  and  XIIIth. : they  are 
Cafes  of  an  affeCtion  of  the  lungs,  in 
which  there  was  purulent  expectoration, 
but  neverthelefs  are  not  Cafes  of  true  Pul- 
monary Confumption. 


In  praCtice,  we  meet  with  at  leatt  three 
diltinCt  kinds  of  ulcer  of  the  lungs  : the 
true  confumptive  ulcer ; the  ulcer  which 
occurs  as  a confequence  of  pneumonic  in- 
flammation ; and  the  ulcer  which  oc- 
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curred  in  the  two  Cafes  before  us.  In  all 
thefe  ulcers  there  is  the  appearance  of  pus 
in  what  is  brought  up  by  coughing.  On 
each  of  them  I mull  beg  to  be  indulged 
in  making  fome  remarks,  with  the  defign 
of  placing  that  kind  which  occurred  in 
the  above  Cafes,  and  which  particularly 
is  the  fubject  of  the  prefent  Chapter,  in  a 
dibind:  point  of  view, 

a.  The  true  confumptive  ulcer  is,  by 
much,  the  mod:  frequent.  In  general, 
this  ulcer  does  not  take  place,  or,  to  fpeak 
with  more  pathological  correctnefs,  the 
abfcefs,  by  the  breaking  of  which  into 
fome  ramification  of  the  bronchia  the  ul- 
cer is  confiituted,  does  not  break,  till  the 
difeafe,  as  evinced  by  cough,  and  other 
fymptoms,  has  manifeftly  exified  for  fome 
months.  We  have  reafon  for  believing 
that  this  ulcer  is  ufually  inconfiderable  in 
fize  at  firb.  Certain  it  is,  that  the  puru- 
lent matter,  brought  up  from  the  ulcer,  is 
at  fil'd  inconfiderable  in  quantity,  and 
that  it  becomes  fo  very  gradually  didin- 
guifliable  among  the  mucus,  which  is 
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brought  up  with  it,  that  it  is  difficult  to 
fa y at  what  precife  time  the  purulent 
matter  firtt  meets  the  eye.  By  degrees, 
the  purulent  matter  increafes  in  quantity, 
and  in  the  proportion  it  bears  to  the  mu- 
cus, with  which  it  is  mixed  ; to  the  laft, 
however,  the  proportion  of  mucus  is  com- 
monly not  fmall,  if  it  do  not  preponde- 
rate. The  true  confumptive  ulcer  has, 
almoft  always,  been  fatal. 

I do  not  here  enter  into  an  elaborate 
hi  dory  of  the  fymptoms,  which  precede 
the  appearance  of  the  confumptive  ulcer, 
and  which  are  attendant  upon  it,  after  it 
has  appeared.  They  may,  in  good  mea- 
fure,  be  colledled  from  the  Cafes ; they 
have  been  often  well  defcribed  by  others  ; 
and,  from  the  frequent  occurrence  of  this 
ulcer,  they  are  but  too  generally  feen  and 
known.  I therefore  defcribe  thofe  pro- 
minent fymptoms  alone,  which  befl  ferve 
to  dillinguilh  the  confumptive  ulcer  from 
pulmonic  ulcers  of  other  kinds. 

£.  I proceed  to  notice  that  kind  of  ul- 
cer of  the  lungs,  which  occurs  as  a confe- 
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quence  of  pneumonic  inflammation.  Un- 
der the  term  pneumonic  inflammation,  I 
include  the  pleurify  and  peripneumony  of 
thofe  Authors,  who  make  fuch  diAinCtion 
in  inflammatory  attacks  on  the  lungs,  ac- 
cording to  the  part  which  feems  to  be 
principally,  or  originally,  affected.  I have 
given  no  cafe  of  this  kind  of  ulcer  of  the 
lungs,  as  I never  treated  one  with  uva 
urji.  This  ulcer  is  formed  much  more 
rapidly  than  the  truly  confiimptive  ulcer, 
generally  taking  place  within  a few  weeks 
from  the  time  of  the  inflammatory  fei- 
zure.  When  it  firA  manifeAs  itfelf  by 
the  breaking  of  the  abfcefs,  which  is  the 
foundation  of  it,  into  the  bronchia,  it 
is  much  larger  than  the  confumptive  ulcer 
can  be,  at  the  fame  Aage ; as  is  evinced 
by  the  much  greater  quantity  of  purulent 
matter,  which  is  expectorated.  The  mat- 
ter, in  its  abundance,  ruflies  into  the 
bronchia  faAer  than  the  cough  can  well 
get  rid  of  it ; and  the  Patient  has  fre- 
quently to  Aruggle  with  a tendencv  to 
fuflocation  from  this  caule  : fometimes  he 
may  Aruggle  to  no  purpofe.  Thefe  fymp- 
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toms  have  a threatening  afped ; however, 
this  firth  conflict  over,  there  is  a good 
chance  of  recovery.  The  cough  is  pro- 
bably troublefome,  and  the  quantity  of 
matter,  expedorated,  confiderable  for  a 
time ; moreover,  the  fyftem  may  not  be 
free  from  hedic  fever : yet,  all  thefe 
fymptoms  often  gradually  give  way,  the 
ulcer  entirely  heals,  and  the  Patient  is 
perfedly  reftorcd.  Were  I to  draw  my  in- 
ference from  my  own  experience,  I fliould 
fay,  there  was  generally  this  favourable 
ilfue  : for  fuch  was  the  illue  in  the  only 
two  Cafes,  which  have  fallen  within  my 
obfervation,  and  that  under  the  ordinary 
mode  of  treatment.  Inverlely  with  re- 
fped  to  what  is  obfervable  in  the  con- 
fumptive  ulcer,  the  matter  is  brought  up 
in  largeli  quantity,  in  the  ulcer  on  which 
I am  lpeaking,  when  ulceration  firft  takes 
place,  and  it  decreal'es  in  quantity  after- 
wards ; it  is,  at  firlf,  pure  pus,  or  pus 
mixed  with  fome  blood,  without  any  por- 
tion of  mucus  ; but  it  is  a mixture  of  pus 
and  mucus,  as  it  decreafes  in  quantity  : 
towards  the  clofe  of  the  diforder,  in  fa- 
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vourable  Cafes,  the  expectoration  is  mu- 
cous Amply, 

Molt  Authors,  I believe  I might  fay  alb 
whom  I have  conlulted  concerning  the 
fymptoms,  which,  after  pneumonic  in- 
flammation, denote  the  formation  of  an 
abfcels  in  the  lungs,  reprefent  them  as 
more  prominent  and  deciflve  than  I could 
do,  were  I to  defcribe  from  what  I have 
witnefled.  It  has  not  fallen  in  my  way 
to  notice  cold  fliiverings,  harafllng  cough, 
particular  pain  in  the  affected  fide,  great 
difficulty  of  breathing,  or  the  fenfe  of 
conflderable  tightnefs  in  the  cheft,  as  in- 
dications of  the  fuppurative  procels,  which 
was  going  on ; the  only  ltriking  morbid 
fymptoms,  which  I have  obl’erved,  have 
been  fever,  wffiich  remitted  in  the  morn- 
ing, and  had  a very  marked  exacerbation 
in  the  evening  ; a furred  tongue  ; want  of 
appetite ; an  inability  to  fleep,  or  lie  long, 
on  the  found  fide  : the  lungs  have  not  ap- 
peared to  be  much  more  interrupted  in 
their  office  than  they  would  have  been 
from  the  fame  degree  of  fever  excited  by 
any  other  caufe.  I do  not  venture  to  af- 
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fert,  that  the  more  driking  lymptoms, 
mentioned  by  Authors  as  charaderidic, 
do  not  ever,  or  even  that  they  do  not, 
mod  commonly,  occur,  in  the  abfcel's 
conlequent  upon  pneumonic  inflamma- 
tion ; all  I would  be  underftood  as  laying 
is,  that  they  do  not  conflantly  occur  : and 
to  know  that  they  do  not,  may  be  of  ufe 
to  thofe  medical  Praditioners,  who  were 
not  before  acquainted  with  the  fact. 

y.  I come  now  to  the  third  kind  of  ul- 
cer of  the  lungs  ; that  which  is  the  pro- 
per fubjed  of  the  prefent  Chapter,  as  be- 
ing the  one  of  which  Cafes  XII.  and 
XIII.  are  inflances.  The  abfcefs,  which 
laid  the  foundation  of  this  kind  of  ulcer 
in  thofe  two  Cafes,  was  formed  very  in- 
fidioufly,  as  their  hiflory  thews.  In  the 
confumptive  ulcer,  the  cough  and  other 
morbid  lymptoms  give  fuflicient  warning 
of  the  probability,  there  is,  of  its  taking 
place  ; alfo,  in  the  ulcer  conlequent  upon 
pneumonic  inflammation,  we  have,  dur- 
ing the  formation  of  matter,  at  lealt  fuch 
continuance  of  fever  and  fuch  general  in- 

L 
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difpofltion,  as  imply  that  the  Patient  is 
far  from  well,  and  thus  command  atten- 
tion : but,  in  the  above  Cafes,  the  indif- 
pofition,  during  the  formation  of  matter, 
was  comparatively  flight.  In  Cafe  XIII., 
there  was  no  cough  ; and  the  Patient  did 
not  feel  fo  far  unwell  as  to  apply  for  me- 
dical afliltance,  till  the  abfcefs  broke  : in 
Cafe  XII.,  there  was  fome  cough,  and 
quicknefs  of  pulfe  ; but  the  Patient  con- 
tinued to  take  his  food  with  appetite,  to 
fleep  moderately  well,  and  to  go  through 
the  duties  of  his  lervice.  The  cough 
might,  or  might  not,  have  been  the  in- 
fluenza of  the  feafon  ; it  had  become  bet- 
ter, fo  as  to  have  left  him  aim  oft  entirely, 
for  fome  fliort  time  before  the  breaking 
of  the  abfcefs.  When  the  abfcefs  did 
break,  it  will  have  been  obl’erved,  that  the 
quantity  of  matter,  brought  up  at  firft, 
was  very  large,  independently  of  the 
blood.  In  Cafe  XIII.,  alfo,  the  quantity 
of  matter  was  very  large.  In  each,  as  far 
as  quantity  was  concerned,  the  matter  re- 
fembled  that,  which  is  brought  up  in  the 
inftance  of  the  rupture  of  the  abfceis 
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formed  in  confequence  of  pneumonic  in- 
flammation, and  far  exceeded  what  is 
brought  up,  in  the  fame  time,  in  any  part 
of  the  ulcerated  llage  of  true  Phthilis.  In 
each  too,  the  matter  was,  in  quality,  like 
that  proceeding  from  the  abfcefs  formed 
in  confequence  of  pneumonic  inflamma- 
tion, infomuch  as,  when  firft  brought  up, 
it  was  entirely  purulent,  and  not  mixed, 
as  the  purulent  matter  in  Phthifts  is,  with 
mucus.  But  the  matter,  in  Cafe  XII., 
differed  both  from  that  which  is  brought 
up  from  the  confumptive  ulcer,  and  alfo 
from  that  brought  up  from  the  ulcer 
formed  in  confequence  of  pneumonic  in- 
flammation, in  being  fetid.  At  the  time 
I law  the  matter  in  Cafe  XIII.,  it  was 
not  fetid  ; and  I could  not  exadllv  learn 
whether  what  was  fir  ft  brought  up  was 
fetid,  or  whether  it  was  free  from  all  of- 
ten ft  venefs  of  fmell  *. 

* 1 would  not  be  underftood  as  taking  it  entirely 
tor  granted,  that  the  matter  from  the  abfcefs  confe- 
quent  upon  pneumonic  inflammation  is  never  fetid. 
In  making -the  above  comparifon  I have  been  guided 
folely  by  what  has  occurred  under  my  own  obfer- 
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Previoutly  to  the  occurrence  of  the 
two  Cafes,  which  I am  coniidering,  and 
which  were  treated  with  uvci  urji,  I had> 
in  the  courfe  of  my  pra&ice,  been  called 
in  to  three  of  the  fame  kind.  The  fabjecl 
of  the  firft  of  the  three  was  a Gentleman 
of  very  ample  fortune,  to  whom  the  ex- 
pence of  the  bell  medical  advice  was  not 
deferving  of  a thought.  He  was  nearly  2 6 
years  of  age.  He  had  not  felt  himfelf 
very  well,  for  fome  months  preceding  the 
rupture  of  the  ablcefs,  nor  yet  ill  to  fuch 
degree  a‘s  to  have  been  induced  to  apply  for 
profeflional  affiltance.  He  had,  conftitu- 
tionally,  been  liable  to  a cough  from  thofe 
expofures  to  weather,  with  which  the 
perfectly  hale  would  not  have  been  af- 
fe&ed  : the  cough,  however,  had  not  be- 
come more  troublefome  than  ordinary, 
near  the  time  of  the  event  juli  men- 
tioned ; and  neither  himfelf  nor  his 
friends  were  apprehend ve,  that  any  ttorm 
hung  over  him.  From  the  time  of  the 

vation.  The  matter  from  the  confumptive  ulcer  is 
not,  I believe,  often  fetid  to  any  very  fenfible  de- 
gree. w & n 
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breaking  of  the  abfcefs  to  the  time  of  his 
death,  a fpace  of  three  weeks  only,  he 
brought  up  very  confiderable  quantities 
both  of  very  offenfive,  alh-coloured,  pu- 
rulent matter,  and  of  blood,  by  cough- 
ing.  The  fubject  of  the  fecond  of  the 

three  Cafes  was  the  fon  of  a relpedable 
farmer,  23  years  old  ; he  was  naturally 
plump  and  ruddy  ; and  he  retained  thele 
appearances  of  health,  unalTociated  with 
dileafed  appearances,  or  any  difealed  feel- 
ings, which  he  thought  worthy  of  being 
mentioned,  till  the  day  on  which  the  ab- 
fcefs broke.  I faw  him  about  a fortnight 
after,  by  which  time  he  had  brought  up 
many  quarts  of  ath-coloured  purulent 
matter,  highly  ofFentive,  The  ftrength  of 
his  make  and  the  wholefomenefs  of  his 
look  were  impofing,  even  at  that  time  ; 
and  authorized  the  hope,  that  he  might 
ftruggle  through  the  diforder.  This  hope 
was  fallacious,  as  he  died  a fliort  time  af- 
terwards.  A young  man  in  fervice,  26 

years  old,  was  the  fubjed  of  the  lalt  of 
the  three  Cafes.  He  had  not  called  him- 
felf  ill,  till  within  a week  of  the  time 
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when  the  purulent  expectoration  took 
place,  although  he  had  not  been  well  be- 
fore : a cough,  however,  did  not  enter  in- 
to the  lift  of  morbid  lymptoms,  till  the 
matter  began  to  be  difcharged.  What 
he  buffered  from,  a week  prior  to  the  dii- 
charge  of  the  matter,  was  a pain  in  the 
right  fide,  not  far  below  the  armpit.  In 
this  Cafe,  as  in  the  two  former  ones,  the 
difcharge  of  matter  took  place  luddenlv, 
was  profufe,  and  fetid  in  a very  high  de- 
gree. In  a few  weeks,  this  Patient  alfo 
died. 

Would  thefe  three  Patients  have  lived, 
had  uva  urji  been  properly  adminiftered 
to  them  ? I haften  to  put  this  queftion, 
and  to  anfwer,  that  I think  all  would  not, 
left  I fhould  leem  to  have  brought  thefe 
Cafes  forward,  merely  by  way  of  contraft 
to  thofe  in  which  uva  urji  was  admini- 
ftered. I think  that  nothing  could  have 
faved  the  Gentleman,  who,  in  addition  to 
profufe  purulent  expectoration,'  had  to 
contend  with  Haemoptyfis  : and  I would 
exprefs  my  opinion  of  the  probability  of 
relief,  in  the  two  other  Patients,  by  fay- 
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ing,  that,  fhould  Cafes  exaCtly  fimilar  now 
occur  to  me,  I fhould  prelcribe  the  uva 
urji  with  fome  expectation,  although  not 
a confident  one,  of  its  efFeCting  a cure. 
In  fuch  Cafes  of  infidious  pulmonic  ab- 
fcels,  if  I may  be  permitted  to  ufe  this 
term  in  contradillinCtion  to  the  confump- 
tive  ablcefs,  and  to  the  ablcefs  formed  in 
conlequence  of  pneumonic  inflammation, 
there  is  generally  a great  fetor,  fometimes 
an  almolt  intolerable  one,  in  the  mat- 
ter expectorated ; and  I ought,  in  can- 
dour, to  ltate,  that,  fo  far  as  my  recollec- 
tion goes,  this  fetor  was  not  fo  intenfe  in 
Cafe  XII.,  as  in  the  three  I have  men- 
tioned, in  which  the  event  was  fatal  • 
again,  in  Cafe  XIII.  it  is  molt  likely  that 
the  fetor  was  not  very  perceptible,  be- 
caule  the  circumltance  was  not  imprefled 
upon  the  memory  of  the  attendants.  The 
degree  of  fetor  may  imply  degree  of  ma- 
lignity ; whether  it  do  or  no,  I have  not 
yet  had  fufficient  experience  to  determine. 
On  the  other  hand,  it  may  be  remarked 
in  favour  of  the  powers  of  uva  urji,  that, 
in  Cafe  XIII.,  other  pectoral  medicines  of 
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fome  ftrength  were  flrft  employed,  with- 
out any  relief  of  the  threatening  lymp- 
toms ; and  that,  from  the  commence- 
ment of  the  exhibition  of  uva  urji , thefe 
fymptoms  abated  in  that  gradual  manner, 
which  left  but  little  room  for  doubt  with 
regard  to  the  connexion  of  the  medicine 
and  the  amendment,  as  caufe  and  efFebt. 
Jt  is  alfo  in  favour  of  the  medicine,  that 
the  Patients  have  continued  well. 

The  pulmonic  abfcefs,  by  the  breaking 
of  which  the  kind  of  ulcer  now  under 
eontideration  is  conftituted,  is,  I fhould 
prefume  from  my  own  experience  alone, 
generally  formed  fecretly,  without  much 
difiurbanee  of  the  fy Item  at  large,  or  of  the 
functions  of  the  important  organ  in  w hich 
it  is  feated.  I could  not  otherwife  recon- 
cile to  myfelf  that  it  fhould  have  formed 
in  this  manner,  in  the  only  five  Cafes, 
to  which,  if  my  memory  does  not  fail  me, 
I have  ever  been  called  in.  What  hap- 
pens by  chance  is  feldom  marked  by  fuch 
fucceffive  uniformity.  It  has  not  fallen 
in  my  w^ay  to  collect  much,  refpeciing 
this  difeafe,  from  Authors ; the  Cafes  I 
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have  met  with  in  books  have,  for  the 
moft  part,  been  folitary,  and  introduced 
under  the  Head  of  Phthifts,  or  of  fome 
other  aftedtion  of  the  lungs,  to  which, 
from  ufage,  a diftindt  confideration  is  al- 
lotted : but  I may  be  ignorant  of  much 
that  has  been  written  on  this  fubjedt. 
Willis  has  treated  this  kind  of  abfcefs 
more  diftinctly  than  any  other  Author 
whom  I have  perufed.  Concerning  the 
formation  of  it,  he  fays,  “ tine  febre,  aut 
“ phlegmone,  imo  fine  tujfi  immam,  aut 
“ fputo,  tacite  ac  velut  improvilo  in  pul- 
“ mone  generatur  * which  account  I 
Ihould  think  a very  juft  one,  if  it  did  not 
feem  to  admit  more  cough  than  has  been 
prefent,  in  the  Cafes  which  have  come 
under  my  notice  *f\ 

When  this  abfcefs  breaks,  it  poftibly 
may,  as  was  obferved  of  the  abfcefs 
formed  in  confequence  of  pneumonic  in-

Cafe  of  this  abfcefs,  the  Patient  had  had  a cough  for 
many  years. 
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flammation,  produce  fuffocation  imme- 
diately ; or,  as  happened  in  one  of  the 
three  fatal  Cafes  I have  produced,  amidft 
its  other  ravages,  it  may  have  corroded 
an  artery  of  fome  fize ; in  which  event 
the  Patient,  after  an  unequal  and  thort 
contefl,  will  link  under  the  combined  hof- 
tility  of  a malignant  pulmonic  ulcer,  and 
of  a profufe  Ipitting  of  blood. 

Allowing  that  this  abfcefs,  which  I 
conceive  might,  with  propriety,  be  cha- 
racterized by  the  epithet  injidious  *,  may 

* Willis  calls  it,  limply,  Pulmonis  Vomica  : 
but  we  know  that  this  term  is  alfo  applied  to  the 
two  kinds  of  abfcefs  in  the  lungs  before  noticed  ; 
and,  according  to  the  manner  in  which  it  is  uled 
by  medical  writers,  it  lhould  feem  to  mean,  gene- 
rally, an  abfcefs  of  the  lungs. — It  appears  to  me, 
that  this  abfcefs  fhould  have  a diftinct  rank  afligned 
to  it  in  fyftems  of  Nofology  ; becaufe  it  is  neither  of 
a confumptive  origin,  nor  a fequel  of  pneumonic  in- 
flammation, nor  referrible,  according  to  my  idea  of 
it  at  leafl,  to  any  other  of  the  eftablifhed  genera  of 
difeafes.  If  the  epithet,  I have  ul'ed,  be  not  ob- 
jected to,  it  might  be  added,  by  way  of  diltinction, 
to  the  denomination  made  ufe  of  by  Willis  ; and 
then  the  difeafe  would  be  termed  Pulmonis  Vomica 
Injidiofa. 
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fometimes  fhew  itfelf,  whilft  it  is  form- 
ing, by  more  evident  fymptoms  than  it 
did  in  the  above  Cafes,  Hrill,  in  praClice,  we 
l'urely  ought  to  bear  in  mind  the  frequent 
obfcurity  of  the  difeafe.  From  what  I 
have  feen  in  it,  and  from  what  I know  of 
profellional  feelings,  I can  imagine  that 
a Practitioner,  even  a prudent  and  an  at- 
tentive one,  may  be  placed  in  a delicate 
lituation,  in  fome  inftance  or  other  of  its 
occurrence.  He  may  be  called  in  to  a Pa- 
tient, affeCted  with  this  difeafe,  who  feels 
neither  well  nor  ill,  but  who,  or  whofe 
friends,  may  not  be  quite  fatisfied  with 
this  neutral  ltate  of  health  ; and,  finding 
only  llight  fymptoms  of  diforder,  he  may 
fpeak  the  language,  if  not  of  confidence, 
yet  of  comfort.  On  a fudden,  whillt  dan- 
ger is  thought  to  be  far  off,  the  difeafe 
appears  in  its  torrent  of  violence,  and 
death  may  be  near.  Events  have  fre- 
quently more  than  their  due  fhare  of  in- 
fluence on  opinions  : arid,  under  fuch  an 
event  as  the  one  juft  fuppofed,  it  will  be 
well  if  the  Practitioner  can  fatisfy  thofe 
moft  interefted  in  it,  that  want  of  forefight. 
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in  a Cafe  of  this  nature,  is  not  want  of 
knowledge ; that  a dileafe  full  of  danger 
may  have  been  forming  fome  length  of 
time,  without  manifelting  itfelf  by  mor- 
bid fymptoms,  in  any  wife  proportionate 
to  the  danger  with  which  it  is  attended. 
— We  may  prefume,  that  fome  morbid 
fymptoms  exift,  when  medical  advice  is 
had  recourfe  to,  whilli  this  difeafe  is 
forming  ; and  thofe  Practitioners  will  be 
the  leait  liable  to  be  placed  in  the  delicate 
fltuation  above  depicted,  who  conlider, 
which,  among  the  obfcure  fymptoms  of 
the  lurking  fnifchief,  are  the  molt  eflen- 
tial  to  it,  and  of  courfe  the  molt  likely  to 
lead  to  its  detection.  I fhould  judge  that 
the  moll  eflential  conliitutional  fymptoms 
are  flight  feveriflinels,  lofs  of  flefli,  change 
of  countenance  from  clear  to  dulky  * ; 
and  the  molt  eflential  local  fymptoms, 

t * In  four  out  of  the  five  Cafes,  which  I have 
feen,  the  countenance  was  fallow  and  dulky  : in  one 
of  them,  the  Cafe  of  the  young  Farmer,  the  coun- 
tenance was  ruddy  and  clear.  And  fo,  of  the  other 
fymptoms  lome  one  or  more,  the  cough  efpecially, 
will  in  particular  inftances  not  be  prefent. 
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fome  fhortnefs  of  breath  on  any  extraor- 

+> 

dinary  bodily  exertion,  flight  cough,  and 
a fenfe  of  weight,  or  of  uneaflnefs,  in 
fome  part  of  the  cheft. 

It  may  not  be  fuperfluous  to  remark, 
that  no  one  of  the  lubjeCts  of  the  five 
Cafes  of  the  infidious  abfcefs  of  the  lung's, 
of  which  I have  had  the  treatment,  was 
under  23  years  of  age,  nor  any  one  above 
26  ; and,  further,  that  four  out  of  the 
five  were  males  : in  Phthifis,  females  ap- 
pear to  conftitute  the  greater  proportion. 


In  purfuance  of  the  mode  adopted  in 
the  two  preceding  Chapters,  I (hall  con- 
clude this  with  fuch  general  inferences  as 
feem  deducible  from  a collective  view  of 
the  particular  obfervations,  to  which  the 
Cafes,  that  are  the  fubjeCt  of  it,  have 
given  rife. 

The  true  confumptive  ulcer  is  fo  much 
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more  frequent  than  any  other  ulcer  of  the 
lungs,  that  the  generality  of  people  are 
imprelfed  with  the  idea  of  the  equal  and 
aim  oil  neceflary  fatality  of  ulceration  in 
that  important  vifcus,  from  whatever 
caufe  it  may  proceed.  I have  reafon  for 
thinking  that  this  idea  prevails  among  the 
major  part  of  medical  Practitioners  them- 
ielves.  And,  indeed,  if  we  take  theoretic 
ground,  and  reafon  from  the  noble  ufe 
of  the  organ  concerned  ; its  constant  mo- 
tion, and  this  motion  confining  of  alter- 
nate dilatation  and  contraction  ; in  addi- 
tion to  this  motion,  the  necelfary  tumul- 
tuous motion  excited  by  the  cough,  that 
being  the  only  means  of  difcharging  from 
the  lungs  the  matter  collected  ; the  im- 
poflibility  of  fecuring  the  ulcer  againll  the 
conltant  accefs  of  air  ; thefe  reafonings 
may  really  feem  dilcouraging  with  regard 
to  the  healing  of  any  ulcer  of  the  lungs 
whatever,  more  efpecially  of  one,  known 
to  be  of  confiderable  magnitude.  But  all 
reafonings  of  this  kind,  drawn  from  Phy- 
fiology,  or  other  fources,  are  fortunately 
oppoled  by  faCt.  On  this,  as  on  many 
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.other  oceaflons,  the  falutary  refources  of 
nature,  in  aid  of  medicine,  are  greater 
than  we  might,  a priori , conceive  them 
to  be  ; and  Cafes  XII.  and  XIII.,  as  alio 
the  two  alluded  to  under  the  head  of  the 
abfcel's  confequent  upon  pneumonic  in- 
flammation, afford  moll  fatisfadory  proof, 
that  even  a large  ulcer  of  the  lungs  is 
not,  merely  as  an  ulcer  of  the  lungs,  by 
any  means  irremediable. 

The  fad:,  jull  Hated,  is  a folid  founda- 
tion for  encouragement  to  Phylicians  to 
perfevere  in  their  endeavours  to  cure 
the  confumptive  ulcer  of  the  lungs  ; par- 
ticularly at  the  period  of  its  recent  ap- 
pearance, at  which  period  they  may  rea- 
fonably  hope,  that,  independent  of  the 
ulcer,  the  mafs  of  difeafe  in  the  organ  is 
not  great.  For  this  fad  implies,  that  the 
reafon,  why  an  ulcer  formed  in  conle- 
quence  of  a confumptive  diathelis  is  not 
dil'pofed  to  heal,  mull  be,  not  limply  that 
it  is  an  ulcer  of  the  lungs,  but  that  it  is 
an  ulcer  poflefling  fome  peculiar  acrimo- 
nious properties.  Could  thele  properties 
be  once  correded,  a confumptive  ulcer 
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might  be  healed.  And  who  can  fay,  that 
nature,  in  her  kindnefs  and  in  her  abun- 
dance, does  not  poflefs  an  antidote  to  the 
poifon  which  endues  the  ulcer  with  thefe 
properties,  and  that  chance  or  fkill  may 
not  diredl  Phyticians  to  its  difcovery  ? 

The  want  of  a proper  diftindtion  be- 
tween ulcers  of  the  lungs  according  to 
the  caufes  from  which  they  arife,  and  of 
an  accurate  knowledge  of  their  greater  or 
lefs  fatal  tendency  as  dependant  on  thefe 
caufes,  has  given  fome  encouragement 
to  Empiricifm.  I mean  to  Empiricifm, 
in  the  bad  fenfe  of  the  word  ; that  un- 
principled and  trickifh  Empiricifm,  which 
difcredits  a country  fo  enlightened  as  our 
own,  and  of  which  every  newfpaper,  by 
its  advertifements,  fhews  both  the  exift- 
ence  and  the  prevalence.  A perfon  may 
have  been  ill  for  fome  time ; his  diforder 
originally  pneumonic  inflammation : when 
his  patience  is  nearly  exhaulted,  an  ab- 
fcefs  of  the  lungs,  the  formation  of  which 
has  protra&ed  his  illnefs,  breaks  ; the 
cough  is  very  troublefome,  and  the  quan- 
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tity  of  purulent  matter  brought  up  is  very 
great ; but  the  diforder,  at  this  juncture, 
is  taking  the  right  bias.  The  Patient  is, 
however,  tired  of  drugs  in  the  regular 
way,  and  has  recourfe  to  an  advertil'ed 
nojirum,  during  the  ufe  of  which,  the 
progrefs  towards  recovery,  begun  but 
hardly  fenfible  before,  grows  more  ma- 
nifeft.  All  the  credit  is  here  given  to  the 
nojirum , to  w^hich,  in  reality,  none  is  due; 
it  is  faid  to  have  cured  a Conlumption  in 
its  laft  Page ; and  its  fancied  powers  are 
the  more  extolled,  if,  from  inattention 
or  inexperience,  the  medical  Practitioner, 
who  has  had  the  management  of  the 
Cafe,  lhall  have  made  a very  unfavourable 
prognoftic. 
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Obfervations  on  the  Cafes  which  come  under  the 
fourth  Head. 

In  the  prefent  Chapter,  I am  brought  to 
the  confideration  of  Cafes  XIV.  XV.  and 
XVI.,  which  form  the  fourth  and  lad 
Head,  in  the  arrangement  of  the  Cafes  I 
have  detailed.  They  are  Cafes  of  hedic, 
in  which  the  lungs  appeared  either  not  to 
have  been  primarily  afleded,  or  not  at 
all. 

In  Cafe  XIV.,  I at  firfl:  prefcrihed  anti- 
monial  powder  and  calomel,  being  uncer- 
tain whether  there  might  not  be  fome- 
thing  limply  inflammatory  in  it,  in  con- 
fequence  perhaps  of  cold,  taken  by  the 
Patient  unknowingly ; and,  the  febrile 
fymptoms  increaflng,  I extended  the  anti- 
phlogiftic  plan  in  the  manner  related,  and 
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continued  it,  till  it  feemed  to  have  had  a 
fair  trial.  It  was  not  till  I thought  that 
little  or  nothing  would  be  gained  by  urg- 
ing this  plan  further,  and  till  the  fever 
had  plainly  affumed,  in  fome  degree,  the 
hedic  type,  that  the  ule  of  the  uva  urji 
was  entered  upon.  Nitre,  as  will  have 
been  feen,  was  given  at  the  fame  time  ; 
and  I do  by  no  means  hold  nitre  in  low 
ellimation,  as  a medicine,  on  fome  occa- 
lions  : but  as,  in  this  inltance,  it  had  been 
taken  before,  without  effed,  and  as  it 
was  combined  in  l'o  l'paring  a quantity 
with  the  uva  urji , it  will  not,  I ima- 
gine, be  conlidered  as  having  had  any 
thing  to  do  with  the  good  which  was 
produced. 

Should  I be  alked  what  was  the  pre- 
cife  feat  and  nature  of  the  affedion,  in 
this  Cafe,  I fear  I could  not  give  a fatisfac- 
tory  anfwer  to  luch  inquiry.  The  Head, 
to  which  I have  referred  the  affedion,  im- 
plies, that  I think  it  had  not  its  origin  in 
the  lungs  ; and  that  therein  it  differed 
from  true  Phthilis.  At  the  time,  how- 
ever, when  the  uva  urji  was  firlt  ordered, 
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a cough  was  among  the  fymptoms,  and  the 
lungs  feemed  to  be  comprehended  within 
the  compafs  of  the  affedted  parts.  I fuf- 
pedted,  at  that  time,  that  there  was  a de- 
viation from  the  healthy  ftate  in  fome  vif- 
cus,  or  in  fome  of  the  glands,  in  the  ca- 
vity of  the  abdomen  ; that  this  was  the 
original  caufe  of  the  indifpofition  of  the 
Patient ; and  that  the  lungs  w ere  drawn 
into  a correfponding  deviation  from  the 
healthy  Hate  fccondarily,  and  by  fympa- 
thy.  I now'  think  it  highly  probable  that 
my  fufpicion  was  wrell  founded.  We 
know  that  fome  of  the  parts  within  the 
abdomen  often  become  difordered,  in  con- 
fequence  of  thofe  affections  of  the  lungs 
which  are  of  a confumptive  nature  ; and 
there  is  reafon  for  believing,  that,  by  reci- 
procal fympatliy,  the  lungs  fometimes  be- 
come confumptively  affe&ed,  in  conle- 
quence  of  a difordered  Hate  of  fome  of 
the  parts  within  the  abdomen.  In  the 
Cafe  of  the  boy,  cited  from  De  Haen,  w e 
fee  both  that  morbid  alterations  had  taken 
place  in  many  of  the  parts  in  the  cavity 
of  the  abdomen,  and  that  the  lungs  had 
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become  affeded  with  fchirri  or  tubercles, 
in  conlequence  of  a dilordered  hate  of  the 
bladder. 

I had  the  pleafure  of  receiving  a letter 
from  the  Gentleman,  who  is  the  fubjeCt 
of  this  Cafe,  dated  September  2d,  1804, 
which  informed  me,  much  to  my  gratifi- 
cation on  various  accounts,  that  he  was  in 
a favourable  hate  of  health.  The  public 
will  probably  think,  that  the  following 
extrad:  from  his  letter  contains  a better 
ftatement  of  fome  of  the  material  points 
in  his  Cafe,  than  the  lfatement  I have 
given.  But  I hope  it  will,  moreover, 
ferve  to  fhew,  that  where  I have  been  at 
all  inaccurate  in  drawing  up  the  Cafe,  my 
inaccuracy  tends  to  make  it  a lefs  ftrong 
one,  in  favour  of  the  powers  of  uva  urji , 
than  it  might  fairly  have  been  reprefented. 

“ I readily  avail  myfelf  of  a little 
“ leifure,  which  my  engagements  allow 
**  me,  to  allure  you  of  my  entire  concur- 
rence  with  your  wilhes,  refpeding  the 
(t  introduction  of  my  Cafe  into  your  pro- 
“jeded  Publication.  I feel  obliged  by 
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“ the  handfome  manner  in  which  you 
“ have  fubmitted  it  to  my  previous  peru- 
« fill ; and  I will  endeavour,  agreeably  to 
“ your  requeft,  to  fugged;  fuch  alterations 
“ or  additions,  as  my  own  recolledion  of 
“ circumftances  conneded  with  it  may 
“ teem  to  warrant. 

“ In  that  part  of  the  Cafe,  where  you 
“ defcribe  the  inefficacy  of  your  firft  pre- 
“ fcription,  and  the  fublequent  aggrava- 
“ tion  of  fvmptoms,  fuch  as  fever,  cough, 
“ &c.  I obferve  you  have  omitted  to  no- 
“ tice  the  difficulty  I laboured  under, 
“ about  that  time,  in  fpeaking  or  reading, 
“ for  want  of  free  refpiration.  This  cir- 
<4  cumftance  had,  I conclude,  efcaped 
“ your  memory  ; as  I well  remember, 
“ fome  time  afterward,  when  I was 
“ taking  the  powder,  you  noticed  my 
“ amendment  in  this  refpedt  to  one  of 
“ my  friends.  My  breath,  during  the 
“ more  ferious  part  of  my  illnefs,  was  fo 
“ much  affeded,  that  I could  not,  with- 

out  feeling  contiderable  inconvenience, 
« take  any  part  in  a converfation,  or  read 
“ aloud  a fentence  of  two  lines  : and 
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“ when  I firft  went  out  with  the  Vice- 
“ Chancellor,  in  his  carriage,  my  walk  to 
“ the  College-gate,  and  the  effort  of  get- 
“ ting  into  the  carriage,  lb  much  exhaulf- 
“ ed  me,  that  he  called  to  his  fervant  to 
“ drive  as  llowly  as  polfible,  till  I had  a 
“ little  recovered  my  breath.  I mention 
“ this  circum llance  only  to  enable  you  to 
“ determine  how  far  I was  affedted  in 
“ that  particular  ; of  courfe  fubmitting  to 
“ your  judgment  the  mod  proper  mode 
“ of  introducing  it,  if  you  deem  it  mate- 
“ rial  in  the  Cafe.  On  this  point  too, 
“ I Ihould  perhaps  here  obferve,  that 
“ when  I attempted  to  relieve  myfelf, 
“ by  infpiring  drongly  or  taking  a long 
“ breath,  I found  a painful  check  given 
“ to  Inch  effort,  from  the  neighbour- 
ft  hood  of  the  lungs,  refembling  what  we 
“ ufually  term  a ditch. 

“ On  my  date  of  pulfe  alfo,  as  defcribed 
“ after  the  nitrous  draughts,  &c.,  I may 
“ venture  to  remark,  that  your  extreme 
“ of  100  was  not  unfrequently  exceeded 
" by  20  ; particularly  after  a little  exer- 
“ tion,  fucli  as  making  my  own  breakfad, 
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“ or  the  operation  of  {having.  My  jour- 
4‘  ney  down  was  on  horl'eback.  I was 
“ five  days  on  the  road,  and  took  the 
“ powders  then,  three  times  a day,  in 
“ lmaller  dofes  : the  firlt  day  after  riding 
“ fourteen  miles,  I found  my  pulfe  more 
“ frequent,  and  I increafed  the  dofe  ; the 
“ effect  was  what  I expected  : and  during 
“ the  time  (which  was  confiderable)  that 
“ I took  the  medicine  afterward,  I found 
“ a variation  in  the  pulfe  conffantly  cor- 
“ re6ted  by  the  addition  of  a few  grains 
“ of  uva  urji.  I could  not  help  confider- 
“ ing  the  powder,  while  I was  in  the  ha- 
“ bit  of  taking  it,  as  having  my  pulfe  as 
“ completely  under  its  command,  as  the 
“ movements  of  my  watch  were  under 
“ that  of  its  regulator.  I have,  for  a 
“ morning  or  two,  found  it  as  low  as  50, 
“ and  by  dropping  a few  grains  in  each 
“ dofe,  or  omitting  one  dofe  altogether, 
“ in  the  courfe  of  a day  raifed  it  to  be- 
“ tween  60  and  7 o ; continuing,  at  the 
“ fiime  time,  to  ufe  the  fame  exercile, 
u and  to  take  the  fame  food,  &c.” 
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Cafe  XV.  differs  from  all  the  reft  in 
this  particular,  that  the  lungs  were  not  at 
all  implicated,  either  originally,  or  in  the 
progrel’s  of  the  ailment.  I cannot  take 
upon  me  politively  to  affirm  what  was  its 
true  nature.  I did  feel  convinced,  on  my 
firlt  vifit,  that  matter  was  forming,  or  had 
formed  ; and  we  once  had  an  idea,  from 
the  reprefentation  of  the  Lady’s  fervant, 
that  matter  had  palled  off  by  ftool : the 
proper  examination  was  afterward  made, 
on  account  of  this  reprefentation,  and 
fome  mucus  was  obferved,  hut  no  puru- 
lent matter.  There  is  difficulty  in  fup- 
pofing  that  matter,  which  produced  much 
difturbance  in  the  fyftem,  locally  and  ge- 
nerally, during  its  formation,  Ihould,  after 
its  formation,  become  and  remain  long  an 
unoffending  extraneous  fubftance.  Could 
matter  have  been  formed  in  fuch  lituation 
as  the  hiftory  of  the  Cafe  points  to,  and 
then  have  been,  by  the  powers  of  nature 
or  of  the  medicine,  abforbed  ? 

Not  long  before  I had  this  Lady  for  a 
Patient,  an  unmarried  Lady,  upwards  of 
twenty  years  of  age,  was  under  my  care. 
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in  whom,  as  I had  every  reafon  to  con- 
clude from  the  fymptoms,  an  extenfive 
fuppuration  took  place,  in  confequence  of 
difealed  mefenteric  glands.  The  fuppu- 
ration was  fo  large,  that  the  abdomen  w^as 
difiended  as  from  dropfy ; and  a fluCtu- 
ation  was  as  palpable  as  it  could  have 
been.  The  Lady  did  not  finally  reco- 
ver ; but  the  matter  was  completely  ab- 
forbed,  and  the  abdomen  had  returned  to 
its  natural  thape  and  fize,  many  weeks 
before  death  *.  If,  from  analogy,  this 
in  fiance  be  favourable  to  the  luppofition 
that  matter  was  formed  and  abforbed,  in 
the  Cafe  which  is  now  the  fubjed  of  my 
obfervations,  what  we  know  of  Pfoas  Ab- 
fcefs  is,  it  I mifiake  not,  unfavourable  : 
and  I really  do  not  feel  entitled,  by  the 

circumfiances  which  have  come  to  mv

knowledge,  to  give  the  difeafe  a nofologi- 
cal  character.  What  however  is  of  the 
greateft  import,  with  regard  to  my  objecb 
in  this  Publication,  is  not  involved  in 
much  obfcurity  ; there  cannot  be  a doubt

concerning  the  exiftence  of  a fully  formed 
hedic,  re  It  on  what  foundation  it  might : 
and,  from  the  manner  in  which  the  hec- 
tic gave  way  after  uva  mfi  was  reforted 
to,  there  is  the  higheft  probability,  that 
that  medicine  was  chiefly  inftrumental  in 
the  deflrable  change  which  was  wrought. 

Cafe  XVI.  refembles  the  two  laft  in  a 
refpect,  in  which  I could  have  wiflied  it 
had  differed  from  them  ; in  not  Ihewing 
itfelf  by  fymptoms  fo  deciflve,  as  to  ena- 
ble me  to  determine,  with  certainty,  what 
was  its  true  charader  and  origin.  The 
young  woman  married  fome  time  after 
the  left  the  Infirmary,  and  then  acknow- 
ledged pregnancy.  I think  it  my  duty  to 
mention  this  fad,  not  believing,  however, 
that  her  effential  complaints  were  at  all 
conneded  with  the  pregnant  Hate ; they 
had  indeed,  by  much,  a prior  exiftence. 
I confefs  that  when  the  was  admitted  into 
the  Infirmary  I imagined  her  Cafe  to  be 
a Cafe  of  true  Phthifis.  Some  of  the  oc- 
currences and  appearances,  which  took 
place  and  were  obferved,  during  her  ftay 
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in  the  Infirmary,  led  me  to  think  that 
1 could  not,  honefily,  bring  it  forward  as 
a Cafe  of  that  kind.

She  had  been  an  Out-Patient  under 
my  care,  before  fhe  was  an  In-Patient  : 
obferving  that  the  was  low,  and  learning 
from  herlelf  that  fhe  had  lately  fuflered 
from  anxiety  of  mind,  that  fhe  was  much 
troubled  with  pain  in  the  region  of  the 
Aomach,  with  flatulence,  and  other  dys- 
peptic fymptoms,  I had  treated  her  with 
nervous  and  ftrengthening  medicines,  in 
order  to  afeertain  whether  the  cough 
could  be  only  ly  mptomatic  of  Dylpepfia. 
As  fhe  grew  worfe,  inllead  of  better,  un- 
der this  plan,  I imagined  that  thus  the 
ground  was  cleared ; that  the  cough  was 
not  fymptomatic,  but  depended  on  dif- 
eafed  lungs,  and  that  I had  a confumptive 
Cafe  fairly  before  me.  I continued  to  be 
of  this  opinion  till  the  Patient  had  been 
for  fome  time  direftly  under  my  eye,  in 
the  Infirmary  : when,  having  confidered 
her  diforder  with  due  attention  to  all  its 
phenomena,  as  far  as  my  ability  went, 

I was  at  length  induced,  fomewhat  re- 
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ludlantly  I own,  to  relinquifh  the  idea 
ot  its  having  been  confumptive  in  its 
commencement.  Had  that  which  the 
brought  up  by  vomiting,  and  which  the 
defcribed  as  looking  like  matter  from 
a wound,  been  examined  by  a capable 
perfon,  and  found  to  be  purulent,  this 
fadt  might  have  been  confidered  as  con- 
clulive,  with  regard  to  the  origin  of  her 
complaints.  But  I am  unwilling  to  con- 
clude that  it  was  purulent,  on  the  tingle 
teftimonv  of  an  inexperienced  perfon,  like 
herfelf,  becaufe  pus  is  not  often  feen  in 
what  is  brought  up  by  vomiting.  I have 
indeed  witnefled  fuch  occurrence,  parti- 
cularly in  inftances  of  the  rupture  of  an 
abfcefs  of  the  liver  ; but,  here,  there  was 
no  particular  reafon  for  lufpedting  an  ab- 
fcefs in  tfiat  vifcus  : moreover,  where  pus 
is  brought  up  by  vomiting,  it  is  probable 
that  fome  alfo  pafles  off  by  Itool,  about 
the  fame  time ; whereas,  in  the  Cafe  be- 
fore us,  there  was  no  reafon  for  fuppof- 
ing,  from  the  anfwers  the  Patient  gave, 
that  any  pus  was  evacuated  downwards. 
Not  to  digrefs,  however,  the  general  con- 
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clufion  I drew  was,  that  the  ftomach,  or 
fome  part  in  the  cavity  of  the  abdomen 
near  the  ftomach,  had  firft  taken  on  a 
tendency  to  morbid  a&ion,  and  that  the 
lungs  became  difordered  from  fympathy 
with  the  ftomach,  or  with  this  other  part* 
To  what  extent  they  became  difordered  ; 
whether  fimply  the  moving  powers  were 
affe&ed,  and  thus  the  cough  took  place  ; 
or  whether  any  local  affedtion,  as  tuber- 
cles, was  produced,  and  hence  the  cough, 
I do  not  feel  qualified  to  decide.  Some 
may  lean  to  the  latter  opinion  ; and  if  we 
conceive  that  tubercles  had  formed,  again 
a quefiion  arifes,  whether  the  hetftic  de- 
pended on  this  fecondary  difeafe  ot  tu- 
bercles, becoming  thus  a fvmptom  of  a 
fymptomatic  afte&ion,  or  on  the  original 
difeafe  in  the  ftomach  or  in  its  vicinity  ? 

I will  not,  however,  attempt  to  difculs 
this  queftion,  for  it  may  be  thought  that 
I am  already  refining  too  much ; and 
there  may  be  thofe,  who,  inftead  of  going 
willingly  along  with  me  into  thel'e  lubor- 
dinate  points,  fo  tar  as  I have  touched 
upon  them>  may  judge  rather,  that  I 
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have  fet  out  wrong,  and  that  the  affeCtion 
in  or  near  the  itomach  was  fecondary,  or 
unconnected.  Into  the  merits  even  of 
this  main  point  I am  not  inclined  to  en- 
tei  . I diew  my  conclufion,  alter  viewing 
the  Cafe  as  attentively  as  I could.  Were 
I inclined  to  argue  the  point,  I might 
bring  lome  minor  circumilances  to  bear 
upon  it,  not  fpecified  in  the  hiltorv  of  the 
Cafe  : but  the  detail  might  be  tedious  and 
unintereiting  ; and,  after  all,  I might  not 
iatisiy  others  fo  well  as  I am  fatisfied  my- 
ielf.  Concerning  the  nature  of  medical 
Cafes,  as  concerning  things  in  common 
hie,  we  often  judge  rightly  from  a fort  of 
inward  conviction,  without  being  able  to 
place,  in  a clear  and  ftrong  light,  the 
grounds  of  our  judgment : there  is,  if  I 
may  be  allowed  the  expreflion,  a deli- 
cacy in  the  diltinCtive  phyfiognomy  of 
kindled  difeafes,  a fort  of  fhade  between 
famenefs  and  difference  *,  which  an  ordi- 
naiy  Phylician  ihall  be  able  to  diicern.

but  which  he  {hall  not  be  able  to  charac- 
terize in  defeription.  Declining  argu- 
ment, therefore,  and  proceeding  no  further 
in  the  way  of  fuggefting  queftions,  I leave 
this  Cafe  with  my  Readers  in  the  follow- 
ing fummary,  which,  according  to  my 
belief,  prefents  it  in  its  true  bearings  : — 
the  hectic  fymptoms  in  the  Cafe  were 
evident,  and  thele  fymptoms  gave  way 
under  the  exhibition  of  uva  urji  ; they 
depended  either  on  a difeafe  in  01  neai 
the  ftomach,  or  on  a difeafe  in  the  lungs 
of  a confumptive  tendency ; if  on  the 
former,  the  Cafe  is  properly  arranged, 
and  encourages  the  enlarged  ufe  of  the 
above  medicine,  as  being  an  inltance  of 
its  powers  under  he£tic  fymptoms,  which 
were  cauled  by  a difeafe  differing  from 
Confumption  ; if  on  the  latter,  the  Cafe  is 
indeed  improperly  arranged,  but  is  then 
an  additional  infhince  of  the  powers  ot 
the  medicine  in  Confumption,  and  affords 
a further  inducement  to  its  employment 
in  that  difeafe. 

Thus  I hope  that  the  only  point  in  this 
Cafe,'  on  which  I can  have  committed 
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any  material  error,  is  that  which  refpeCts 
its  proper  arrangement. 


Cafes  XIV.  and  XVI.,  if  I have  referred 
both  to  their  proper  Head,  to  which  may 
be  added  the  original  Cafe  of  difeafe  in 
the  urinary  organs,  are  initances  of  the 
feemingly  good  effeCt  of  uva  urji  in  hec- 
tic, where  the  primary  local  difeafe  was 
feated  in  fome  part  of  the  cavity  of  the 
abdomen  : in  Cafe  XV\,  the  local  difeafe 
was  probably  exterior,  but  contiguous,  to 
this  cavity.  The  difeafe  was  not  feated 
in  the  fame  particular  part,  in  any  two  of 
the  above  Cafes ; and,  from  thele  Cafes, 
collectively  taken,  may  we  not  draw 
the  inference,  that  whenever  there  is 
the  appearance  of  incipient  or  recently 
formed  heCtic,  caufed  by  internal  local 
affeCtion  not  feated  in  the  lungs,  but  in, 
fome  part  within,  or  contiguous  to,  the. 
cavity  of  the  abdomen,  the  trial  of  uva 
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urji  may  be  made  with  the  hope  of  ad- 
vantage * ? 

I am  willing  to  imagine  that  this  infer- 
ence may  even  be  enlarged,  and  that  the 
Cafes  juft  mentioned,  collectively  taken, 
do,  by  fair  analogy,  afford  encouragement 
for  the  trial  of  uva  arji  in  all  Cafes  of  in- 
cipient or  recently  formed  hedlic,  what- 
ever be  the  part  of  the  body  wherein  the 
local  affection,  on  which  the  hedtic  de- 
pends, is  feated.  If  they  do  afford  this 
encouragement,  the  field  for  experiment, 
which  they  open,  is  very  wide  indeed. 
They  would  thus  point  to  the  trial  of 
the  above  medicine  in  moft  of  the  very 
numerous  ailments  dependant  on  Scrofu- 
la ; for  Scrofula  is  the  fruitful  parent  of 
hedtic,  feldom  failing  to  produce  this  fe- 
ver in  a greater  or  lefs  degree,  when  the 
part  it  fhall  have  fixed  upon,  whatever 
be  the  feat  of  the  part,  begins  to  be  in- 
jured in  its  organization  j\  Perhaps  we

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may  advance  one  ftep  further  thill,  and, 
upon  the  idea  that,  where  uva  urji  mo- 
derates or  removes  hectic,  it  arrives  at 
this  defirable  effeCl  by  combating  the 
original  difeafe  on  which  the  hectic  de- 
pends, may  conjecture  with  fome  rea- 
lon,  that  this  medicine  might  be  of  ufe 
in  the  early  morbid  workings  of  Scrofu- 
la, wherefoever  leated,  before  the  fyl- 
tem  at  large  is  much  tainted  by  their 
influence. 

This  comprehenlive  inference  is  drawn 
on  the  fuppofition,  that,  in  the  Cafes 
which  I have  juft  fpecified,  uva  urfi  did 
effeCt  in  reality,  what  it  appeared  to  me  to 
efteCt.  Proceeding  upon  this  fuppofition, 
and  extending  it  to  the  other  Cafes  which 
I have  given,  I would  obferve,  that  the 
inference,  as  applied  to  fcrofulous  affec- 
tions, may  not  feem  to  be  fo  vague  on 
confideration,  as  at  firft  fight.  For,  of 
the  Cafes  juft  fpecified,  it  is  not  at  all 
unlikely,  that  fome  one,  at  leaft,  had  its 
origin  in  a fcrofulous  taint  ; and  al- 
though there  are  grounds  for  fuppof- 
ing.  that  Scrofula  is  not  the  radical

caufe  of  that  kind  of  ulcer  of  the  lungs, 
which  I have  thought  might  be  fuitably 
denominated  the  infidious  ulcer,  it  probar 
bly  is  one  great  radical  caufe  of  Pulmo- 
nary Confumption.  Among  the  very  few 
fpecimens  we  have  of  the  medical  te- 
nets of  the  celebrated  Radcliffe,  Dr. 
Mead  has  recorded,  that  that  experi- 
enced Phyfician  was  wont  to  remark, 
that  Confumptions,  in  our  own,  and  in  all 
the  colder  climates,  were  commonly  of  a 
fcrofulous  nature  * ; and  I believe  that  the 
major  part  of  the  Phyficians  of  the  pre- 
fent  day  are  of  the  fame  opinion.  After 
all,  however,  which  may  appear  from  the 
whole  of  the  Cafes  I have  brought  for- 
ward, joined  to  all  which  my  Readers 
can  fairly  concede,  I am  well  aware, 
that,  in  what  I have  faid,  refpeCting  the 
encouragement  afforded  for  the  trial  of 
uva  urji  in  fcrofulous  affections  in  ge- 
neral, I have  depended  chiefly  on  ana- 
logy ; and  that  analogy,  in  Medicine,  is 
too  often  a fallacious  guide : but  it  is,,

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alfo,  too  often  the  belt  guide  we  have ; 
and  when  it  is  the  bell,  we  fhould  fol- 
low whither  it  leads,  until  we  are  con- 
vinced, by  experience,  that  it  will  not 
lead  us  towards  our  obje&. 


CHAP.  VII. 


Pharmaceutical  and  practical  Ohfervations  on 
Uva  Urji. 

I WILL  not  add  to  the  length  of  this 
Publication,  already  extended  beyond  the 
limit  I had  originally  propofed,  by  tran- 
scribing from  authors  the  botanical  cha- 
racter of  uva  urji , or  the  hiftory  of  its  ufe 
in  Medicine.  As  the  plant  grows  in  the 
northern  parts  of  Great  Britain,  it  ranks 
among  Britilh  Plants  ; and  it  may  be 
found  in  Withering’s  Botanical  Arrange- 
ment. A good  botanical  defcription  of  it 
may  be  feen  in  De  Haen’s  Ratio  Meden - 
di  * ; in  which  work  thofe  Cafes  and  Ob- 
fervations,  which  contributed  more  than 
any  other  to  give  the  plant  a temporary 
celebrity  in  difeafes  of  the  urinary  organs,

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may  be  found  interfperfed.  Many  Gen- 
tlemen of  the  Profeflion  are  potTeded  of 
Dr.  Woodville’s  Medical  Botany  ; thofe 
who  are,  will,  of  courfe,  turn  to  that  au- 
thor for  information,  where  they  hand  in 
need  of  it,  reflecting  the  botanical  cha- 
racter, and  alfo  relpecting  the  medicinal 
ufe  of  this  plant.  In  Murray’s  Appara- 
tus Medicaminum  * is  contained  very  va- 
rious and  very  comprehenhve  information 
concerning  thofe  properties  of  uva  urji , 
which  had  been  noticed  by  himfelf  or 
others,  down  to  the  time  at  which  he 
wrote.  There  is,  moreover,  a correct  and 
fuccinCt  account  of  this  plant  and  of  its 
ufe,  among  the  articles  of  the  Materia

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Medica  in  Healde’s  Tranflation  of  the 
London  Pharmacopoeia  ; a book  which  is 
in  the  hands  of  almoft  every  medical  man. 
Dr.  Cullen,  in  his  Materia  Medica , does 
not  make  this  plant  a fubjeCl  of  notice 
any  further  than  by  a curfory  mention  of 
it,  in  one  or  two  places,  under  the  head 
of  Alfrin  gents. 

In  this  country,  at  prefent,  uva  urji  is 
one  of  thofe  articles  of  the  Materia  Medi- 
ca,, which  are  fometimes  kept  in  the  fhops, 
and  fometimes  not ; the  recommendation 
of  it  as  a medicine  having  been  hither- 
to founded,  excluhvely,  on  its  fuppofed 
efficacy  in  dileafes  of  the  urinary  pallages, 
and  the  trial  of  it  in  thefe  difeales,  with 
us,  not  having,  it  ffiould  feem,  anfwered 
the  expectations,  which  the  accounts  from 
Germany  had  induced  our  Phyiicians,  of 
the  time,  to  form  *.  The  leaf  is  the  part 
of  the  plant  calculated  for  medicinal  ul'e  ; 
and,  when  in  a proper  Hate,  it  is  of  a 
light-green  or  purplilh -green  colour  : the 
twigs,  on  which  the  leaves  grow,  are  ga-

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thered  with  the  leaves,  and  both  are  fold 
together  to  the  Druggift.  Previoufly  to 
the  reduction  of  the  leaves  into  powder, 
it  is  expedient,  in  the  firtt  place,  that  they 
be  picked  from  the  twigs  ; then,  that 
the  greenilh  leaves  be  feparated  from  the 
yellow  leaves,  with  which  they  are  al- 
ways more  or  lefs  mixed  ; and  that  thefe 
greenilh  leaves  be  alone  made  ule  of,  with- 
out regard  to  the  waile.  Were  the  article  a 
dear  one,  the  waile  would  be  thought  to  be 
conliderable,  the  weight  of  the  twigs  and 
yellow  leaves  amounting  to  more  than 
one  fourth  of  the  weight  of  the  whole  : 
but,  the  greater  the  proportion  of  inert  or 
impure  admixture,  the  more  necelfary  is 
the  feparation  of  it  from  the  part  which 
is  aftive  and  pure.  The  good  leaves,  in 
the  hate  in  which  they  are  generally  fold, 
are  brittle  ; and  almoft,  but  not  quite, 
fufliciently  dry  for  pulverization.  They 
are  rendered  pulverable  by  expofure  to  a 
moderate  heat,  for  a Ihort  time  ; as,  by 
hanging  them  in  a paper  bag  at  a little 
dillance  from  a common  fire  : to  a ftrong 
heat  they  fliould  not  be  expofed,  becaule 
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this  might  do  an  injury  to  their  medicinal 
properties.  When  powdered,  they  Ihould 
be  lifted  ; a line  fieve  being  employed  for 
the  purpofe,  and  that  part  of  the  powder, 
which  palfes  through,  being  alone  conli- 
dered  as  properly  prepared.  The  part, 
which  is  too  grofs  to  pafs  through,  may 
be  fubmitted  to  further  trituration.  The 
powder,  when  properly  prepared,  is  of  a 
light-brown  colour,  with  a Ihade  of  green - 
ilh-yellow.  I have  often  met  with  it  of  a 
light-brown,  without  the  greenifh-yellow 
Ihade  : and  when  this  is  the  cafe,  I fuf- 
pe&  either  that  the  leaves,  from  which  it 
was  made,  were  not  duly  feledted,  or  that 
they  were  expofed  to  too  great  a heat  in 
order  to  render  them  quickly  pulverable. 
The  expofure  to  too  great  a heat  is  cer- 
tainly the  worfe  fault ; but  neither  fault 
is  very  venial,  where  health,  perhaps  life, 
is  concerned.  The  powder  has  nearly  the 
fmell  of  good  grafs-hay  *,  as  cut  from  the 
rick  : to  the  talie,  it  is,  at  firli,  fmartly

which  hay  has  not. 
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aftringent  and  bitterifh  ; by  and  by,  thefe 
impreflions  on  the  palate  fotten  into  a li- 
quorice flavour. — Such  is,  according  to 
my  experience,  the  proper  mode,  ot  pre- 
paring the  powder  of  uva  urfi , and  fuch 
are  its  fenflble  qualities. 

I have  ufed  this  medicine  in  fubftance 
only,  prepared  as  above,  either  in  the  Am- 
ple form  of  powders  or  in  other  forms. 
I have  confined  myfelf  to  the  ufe  of  it  in 
fubftance,  becaule  I knew  that  I thus 
availed  myfelf  of  all  the  virtues  of  the 
medicine,  and  I could  not  be  certain  how 
far  thefe  virtues  were  contained  in  the 
preparations  made  by  water  or  fpirit.  Ne- 
verthelefs,  with  an  eye  to  Patients,  to 
whom  fuch  preparations,  if  they  gave 
proofs  of  medicinal  efficacy,  might  pofli- 
bly  be  acceptable,  either  altogether  on  ac- 
count of  their  being  lighter  than  the  pow- 
der, or  by  way  of  change,  I always  in- 
tended to  make  trial  of  them,  as  foon  as 
I fhould  have  gained  an  accurate  know- 
ledge of  the  medicinal  powers  and  effects 
of  uva  urji,  from  the  employment  of  it  in 
its  moft  Ample  ftate.  Eut  I have  not,  as 
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yet,  advanced  lb  far  in  the  acquifition  of 
this  knowledge,  as  to  be  able  to  form  and 
fix  a correct  and  precite  ltandard  of  com- 
panion. As  a preliminary,  however,  to 
the  trial  of  the  preparations  by  water 
and  lpirit,  I endeavoured  to  alberta irt; 
how  far  thele  agents,  by  pharmaceutical 
treatment,  became  impregnated  with  the 
evident  qualities  of  the  drug,  and  alio 
how  far  they  poflefled  themlelves  of  am 
part  of  its  lubltanee  ; conceiving  that  1 
fhould  thence  be  capable  of  judging,  in 
fome  mealure,  whether  the  preparations 
from  it,  made  by  means  of  each  or  of 
either  of  them,  were  likelv  to  aniwer  the 
purpofe  of  the  Phylician. 

EXPERIMENT  1. 

A Decoction  of  lira  urfi  was  made  by 
adding  the  tine  powder  to  cold  rain  wa- 
ter*, contained  in  a glals  tialk,  in  the 
proportion  of  one  ounce  to  a pint,  and  bv 
applying  heat  till  the  liquor  had  boiled 

* The  water  uled  in  all  the  experiments  was  the 
pure  ft  rain  water : it  having  been  caught  as  it  de- 
fcended  through  the  air,  and  afterwards  filtered. 
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ten  minutes,  the  flalk  having  been  loofely 
corked  before  the  heat  was  applied. 

A warm  Infution  was  made,  at  the 
fame  time,  by  mixing  together  the  fine 
powder  of  uva  urji  and  boiling  rain  water, 
in  a glafs  tlafk,  in  the  fame  proportion  : 
the  tlafk  was  loofely  corked,  as  foon.  as 
the  powder  and  the  water  were  mixed. 

A cold  Infution  was  alfo  made,  at  the 
fame  time,  with  the  fine  powder  of  uva 
urji  and  rain  water,  in  the  fame  propor- 
tion flill.  In  making  this  laft,  the  pow- 
der was  well  rubbed,  in  a mortar,  into  a 
patle  with  a fmall  portion  of  the  cold  water, 
and  the  remainder  of  the  water  was  add- 
ed very  gradually,  the  trituration  being 
continued  . as  foon  as  the  whole  wns 
added,  the  mixture  was  conveyed  into  a 
glafs  flatk,  and  the  flafk  was  corked. 

The  Deco&ion  and  the  Inflations  flood 
three  hours  ; the  vetfels  were  then  well 
fhaken,  and  their  contents  were  poured 
into  paper  filters.  When  the  liquors  had 
been  feparated  from  the  powders  by  the 
filters,  the  bottles  which  had  received 
them  were  removed  ; the  flafks,  in  which 
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the  Decodions  and  Infufions  had  been 
made,  were  rinfed  with  water,  and  their 
rinfings  were  added  to  their  refpedive 
filters,  that  the  whole  of  the  refiduary 
powders  might  be  collected.  It  will  be 
underftood,  without  repetition,  that  fuch 
was  the  mode  of  proceeding,  with  regard 
to  the  filtration,  in  the  other  experi- 
ments. 

a.  The  Decodion  was  of  a bright-brown 

colour,  a fhade  lighter  than  the  co- 
lour of  brandy.  The  Infufions  were, 
alike,  of  a bright-brown  colour,  a 
fhade  lighter  than  the  Decod  ion. 
The  Decodion  and  the  Infufions 
were  tranfparent : the  Infufions  were 
clear  ; the  Decodion  not  perfedly  fo. 

b.  The  Decodion  and  the  Infulions  had 

the  hay-like  fmell  of  the  frefh  pow- 
der. 

c.  They  all  had  the  aftringent,  bitterifh 

tafle  of  the  frefli  powder,  and  this 
tafle  foftened  into  the  liquorice  fla- 
vour. 

d.  The  fpecific  gravity  of  the  Decodion 
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and  of  the  cold  Infufion  was,  as 
nearly  as  could  be  well  afcertained, 
the  fame  ; and  to  that  of  pure  rain 
water  as  1007.4  to  1000.  The  fpe- 
cific  gravity  of  the  warm  Infution 
was  as  1006.4  to  1000. 

One  drop  of  the  Decoction,  and  of 
each  of  the  Infutions,  dropped  from 
the  fame  phial  into  feparate  half 
ounces  of  a folution  of  fulphate  of 
iron  *,  made  in  the  proportion  of 
one  grain  of  the  fulphate  to  one 
ounce  of  rain  water,  gave  evident 
marks  of  an  aftringent  quality.  In 
each  inftance,  the  drop,  when  it 
reached  the  furface  of  the  folution, 
became  divided,  and  it  defcended 
through  the  folution  in  different  por- 
tions, which  left  brown  filaments 
behind  them  in  their  courfe  ; in  the 
fpace  of  a minute,  the  portions  of 
the  drop  at  the  bottom  of  the  folu- 
tion, and  the  filaments,  affumed  a 
purple  colour ; in  the  fpace  of  ten 
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minutes,  there  was  a thick  purple 
cloud  at  the  bottom  of  the  folution, 
and  purple  filaments  were  difperfed 
through  the  other  parts  of  it.  The 
intenfity  of  the  purple  appearance 
was  nearly  the  fame  in  all  the  folu- 
tions,  but  fomewhat  the  firongefi:  in 
that  to  which  the  drop  of  the  cold 
Infufion  had  been  added. 
f The  powder,  belonging  to  the  Decoc- 
tion, when  dried  and  cool,  had  lot! 
in  weight  41  parts  in  the  hundred, 
which  is  in  the  proportion  of  three 
drachms  and  16.8  grains  in  the 
ounce.  The  powder  belonging  to 
the  warm  Infufion  had  loll  36.5 
parts  in  the  hundred,  which  is  in  the 
proportion  of  two  drachms  and  55.2 
grains  in  the  ounce. — That  belong- 
ing to  the  cold  Infufion  had  loti 
3Q. 7 5 parts  in  the  hundred,  which  is 
in  the  proportion  of  three  drachms 
and  10.8  grains  in  the  ounce, 
cr.  The  refiduary  powders  had  all  the 
hay -like  fmell  of  the  frelh  powder, 
in  fome  degree. 
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EXPERIMENT  II. 

As  I was  defirous  of  finding  what  pro- 
portion of  its  weight  uva  urji  would  yield 
to  water,  on  being  repeatedly  expofed  to 
the  aCion  of  frefli  portions  of  it,  the 
powders,  remaining  in  Exp.  i.,  were  fub- 
mitted  to  the  procefles  of  DecoCion,  of 
warm  Infufion,  and  of  cold  Infufion,  re- 
fpeCively,  as  in  that  experiment;  the 
quantities'  of  water  employed  being  the 
fame  as  before,  without  reference  to  any 
nice  proportion  between  each  quantity  of 
water  and  the  weight  of  each  powder  : in 
other  particulars,  the  procefles  were  con- 
duced exaCly  as  in  Exp.  i. 

In  this  fecond  experiment,  the  water 
derived  an  impregnation  from  the  pow- 
ders ; and  thefe,  on  being  weighed,  were 
found  to  have  given  out  a further  portion 
of  their  fubflance. 

experiment  hi. 

The  powders,  remaining  in  Exp.  ii., 
w ere  fubmitted  to  the  fame  procefles,  re- 
ipeCively,  as  in  that  experiment. 

In  this  third  experiment,  the  water  de- 
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rived  a fmall  impregnation  from  the  pow- 
ders ; and  theie  were  found  to  have  given 
out  a further  portion  of  their  fubftance, 
although  a fmall  portion. 

EXPERIMENT  IV. 

Conlillently  with  the  object  I had  in 
view,  the  powders,  remaining  in  Exp.  iii., 
were  made  the  fubjed  of  a fourth,  con- 
ducted in  the  fame  manner  as  the  former 
ones  had  been. 

a.  The  impregnation  which  the  water  de- 

rived from  the  powders,  in  this  fourth 
experiment,  was  exceedingly  fmall : 
it  was  but  very  tlightly  coloured  in 
either  inttance ; its  fpecific  gravity 
was  not  increafed ; tried  by  the  teft 
of  a folution  of  fulphate  of  iron,  as  in 
Exp.  i.  e.y  it  gave  but  the  faintelt  evi- 
dence of  aliringency. 

b.  The  powders  loft  very  little  of  their 

weight  in  this  experiment. 

c.  The  powder,  which  had  been  fubmit- 

ted  to  the  procefles  of  Deco&iop, 
had  loft  altogether,  in  the  four  ex- 
periments, 53.25  parts  in  the  hun- 
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dred,  which  lofs  is  in  the  proportion 
of  four  drachms  and  15.0  grains  in 
the  ounce. — The  powder,  which  had 
been  fubmitted  to  the  procefles  of 
warm  Infufion,  had  loft  52.5  parts  in 
the  hundred,  or  in  the  proportion  of 
four  drachms  and  12  grains  in  the 
ounce. — That,  which  had  been  fub- 
mitted to  the  procefles  of  cold  Infu- 
lion,  had  loft  59  parts  in  the  hun- 
dred, or  four  drachms  and  43.2  grains 
in  the  ounce  : a fmall  part  of  the 
lofs,  in  this  inftance,  ought  to  be  at- 
tributed to  the  clofe  adhefton  of  this 
powder,  in  particular,  to  the  filter, 
on  each  repetition  of  the  procefs. 

EXPERIMENT  V. 

It  appearing  from  the  refult  of  the  laft 
experiment,  {a.  b.)  that  water  had  ex- 
tracted from  the  powders  all  they  were 
capable  of  yielding  to  this  fluid,  I did 
not  perfevere  any  longer,  in  the  method 
adopted  in  that  and  the  three  preceding 
ones.  But,  that  I might  afcertain  whe- 
ther uva  urji,  from  which  water  had  pre- 
vioufly  extracted  all  it  could,  would  give 
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out  any  thing  to  proof  fpirit,  by  the  ordi- 
nary procefs  of  preparing  tint* ures,  the 
powders  remaining  in  the  lalf  experiment 
were,  in  the  prefent,  mixed  with  this  li- 
quid in  the  proportion  of  an  ounce  ot  the 
powders  to  a pint  of  the  fpirit ; the  phi- 
als, containing  the  mixtures,  were  Hop- 
ped, and  expofed  to  a gentle  heat.  After 
fourteen  days,  the  mixtures  were  con- 
veyed into  paper  filters. 

a.  The  fpirit  was,  in  each  inliance,  co- 

loured by  the  powder  ; that  which 
had  been  mixed  with  the  powder  be- 
longing to  the  Decoction  was  the 
lead;  fo  ; its  colour  was  nearly  that  of 
rum  ; the  fpirit  which  had  been  mixed 
with  the  powder  belonging  to  the 
cold  Infufion  was  of  the  deepefl  co- 
lour ; its  colour  was  a fhade  darker 
than  that  of  brandy. 

b.  The  tafte  of  the  filtered  fpirit  was,  in 

each  infhmce,  fomewhat  auftere  and 
adringent.  That  of  the  fpirit  which 
had  a<ded  on  the  powder  belonging 
to  the  Deco<dion  was  the  lead  lb,  of 
the  three  ; that  which  had  a&ed  on 
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the  powder  belonging  to  the  cold 
Infution  was  the  mod:  fo.  No  liquo- 
rice flavour  was  left  in  either  in- 
fiance. 

c,  The  fpecific  gravity  of  each  portion  of 

the  Altered  fpirit  was  nearly  the 
fame  ; being  to  that  of  the  proof  fpi- 
rit, from  which  it  was  taken,  as 
1004.4  to  1000.  A part  of  this  in- 
creale  ot  fpecific  gravity  ought  to  be 
attributed  to  the  evaporation  of  fome 
of  the  pure  fpirit  from  the  proof,  in 
the  courfe  of  the  procefs  ; if  proof 
fpirit  be  merely  filtered  in  a moder- 
ately warm  room,  this  thort  expo- 
fure  increafes  its  fpecific  gravity. 

d.  A drop  of  each  of  the  three  portions  of 

fpirit,  dropped  into  half  an  ounce  of  a 
folution  of  fulphate  of  iron  made  in 
the  proportion  of  one  grain  of  the 
fulphate  to  one  ounce  of  water,  re- 
mained at  the  furface,  where  it  foon 
produced  a purple  cloud,. which  de- 
fcended  a fhort  w;ay  only  into  the 
folution,  but  from  which  fine  purple 
filaments  projected  perpendicularly 

no  bofts  bad  d’jid'tP * aaixlj  sill 
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downwards.  The  purple  appearance 
was  the  fainteft,  with  the  Spirit 
which  had  adted  on  the  powder  be- 
longing to  the  Decodtion ; the  ftrong- 
eft,  with  the  fpirit  wThich  had  adted 
on  the  powder  belonging  to  the  cold 
Infution. 

e.  The  powder,  which  had  been  fubmit- 
ted  to  the  proceftes  of  Decoftion, 
had  loft  in  the  prefent  experiment 
0.4  parts  in  the  hundred  ; which  lofs 
is  in  the  proportion  of  30.72. grains 
in  the  ounce.  The  powder,  which 
had  been  fubmitted  to  the  proceftes 
of  warm  Infufton,  had  loft  6.5  7 parts 
in  the  hundred,  or  in  the  proportion 
of  31.536  grains  in  the  ounce.  That, 
which  had  been  fubmitted  to  the 
proceftes  of  cold  Infufton,  had  loft 
10.97  parts  in  the  hundred,  or  52.656 
grains  in  the  ounce  *. 

* As  the  powder,  which  had  been  fubmitted  to 
the  proceffes  of  cold  Infufion,  gave  out  fo  much 
more  to  the  proof  fpirit  than  the  other  powders  did, 
it  may  be  thought  that  the  fpirit,  which  had  a&ed 
on  this  powder,  ought  to  have  been  ol  greater  fpe- 
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In  order  to  afcertain,  how  far  proof  fpi- 
rit  became  impregnated  with  the  evident 
qualities  of  uva  urfi,  and  poflefled  itfelf  of 
the  fubflance  of  this  drug,  I now  entered 
upon  a frelh  feries  of  experiments  ; pro- 
ceeding converfely  with  regard  to  the 
method  purfued  before. 

EXPERIMENT  VI. 

Uva  Urfi,  reduced  to  a fine  powder, 
was  mixed,  by  agitation,  with  proof  fpirit 
of  the  lpecific  gravity  of  .9 30,  in  the  pro- 
portion of  three  ounces  to  a pint ; the 
bottle,  in  which  the  mixture  was  made, 
was  placed  in  a moderately  warm  filia- 
tion, wherein  it  flood  fourteen  days,  being 
occafionally  fhaken ; its  contents  were 

cific  gravity  than  that  which  had  ailed  on  either  of 
the  other  powders.  This  was  not  the  cafe  in  reality ; 
and  the  fa 61  that  a larger  quantity,  by  much,  of  the 
.fpirit,  which  had  ailed  on  this  powder,  palled 
through  the  filter,  than  did  of  the  fame  original 
quantities  of  fpirit,  which  had  ailed  on  the  other 
powders,  may,  perhaps,  be  made  to  account  for  this 
leeming  inconfiftency.  This  powder  was  lefs  bibul- 
ous than  the  others,  and  therefore  it  retained  lefs  of 
' 

the  tinilure  in  the  filter. 
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then  conveyed  into  a paper  filter.  When 
all  the  Tincture  had  pafled  through  the 
filter,  the  bottle  which  received  it  was 
removed.  The  bottle,  in  which  the  Tinc- 
ture had  been  prepared,  was  rinfed  with 
cold  water,  and  the  rinfing  was  conveyed 
into  the  filter,  for  the  fake  of  collecting 
all  the  powder. 

a.  The  colour  of  the  Tincture,  viewed  in 

a reflected  light,  was  aim  oil  black, 
nearly  approaching  to  that  of  the 
compound  tmHure  of  aloes.  The 
TinCture  was  unclouded,  but  not 
tranfparent,  excepting  when  held  up 
to  the  light  in  a lmall  flender  phial. 

b.  Its  fmell  was  auftere  and  altringent ; 

it  had  nothing  of  the  aromatic  fmell 
of  the  powder, 

c.  Tafte  very  auftere  and  aftringent ; leav- 

ing none  of  the  liquorice  flavour. 

d.  Its  fpecific  gravity  was  to  that  of  the 

proof  lpirit  employed  as  1042  to  looo. 

e.  A drop,  dropped  into  half  an  ounce  of 

a folution  of  fulphate  of  iron  made  in 
the  proportion  of  one  grain  of  the 
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fulphate  to  an  ounce  of  rain  water,  re- 
mained, chiefly,  at  the  furface  of  the 
folution  ; fome  fmall  portions  of  the 
drop,  which  immediately  defcended 
a little  way  into  the  folution,  pro- 
duced purple  filaments : in  l o mi- 
nutes there  was  a thick  purple  cloud 
at  the  uppermoft  part  of  the  folu- 
tion, from  which  numerous  purple 
filaments  projected  perpendicularly 
downwards. 

ee.  When  a drachm  of  the  Timfture  was 
mixed  with  an  ounce  and  half  of 
pure  rain  water,  a feparation  of  a 
part  of  what  it  held  in  folution  took 
place,  in  the  form  of  fmall  flocculi. 
f.  The  powder  in  the  filter,  when  dried 
and  cool,  had  loft  44  parts  in  the 
hundred ; or  in  the  proportion  of 
three  drachms  and  31.2  grains  in 
the  ounce. 

r - EXPERIMENT  VII. 

The  powder,  remaining  in  Exp.  vi.,  was 
mixed  with  the  fame  quantity  of  proof 
fpirit  as  in  that  experiment,  without  at- 
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tending  to  the  exaCt  proportion  of  powder 
and  fpirit.  The  mixture  flood  three  days, 
in  a warm  fituation ; it  was  then  con- 
veyed into  a filter ; and  this  experiment 
was  afterwards  conducted  in  the  fame 
manner  as  the  preceding. 

The  proof  fpirit  derived  an  impregna- 
tion from  the  powder  ; and  the  powder 
was  found  to  have  given  out  a further 
portion  of  its  fubflance. 

EXPERIMENT  VIII. 

The  powder,  remaining  in  Exp.  vii., 
was  mixed  with  the  fame  quantity  of 
proof  fpirit  as  was  employed  in  the  two 
preceding,  and  this  experiment  was  con- 
ducted in  the  fame  manner  as  the  lafl. 

The  fpirit  derived  an  impregnation  from 
the  powder,  although  a flight  one : the 
powder  gave  out  a portion  of  its  tub-* 
fiance,  but  lefs  than  in  Exp.  vii. 

EXPERIMENT  IX. 

The  powder,  remaining  in  Exp.  viii., 
was  mixed  with  the  fame  quantity  of 
proof  fpirit  as  was  before  employed,  and 
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tiiis  experiment  was  conduded  exadly 
as  the  two  preceding  ones. 

a.  The  impregnation  which  the  fpirit  de- 
rived was  fmall ; its  colour  was  not 
become  darker  than  that  ot  rum  ; its 
fpecific  gravity,  if  we  conlider  the  al- 
lowance to  be  made  for  the  evapora- 
tion of  a part  of  the  pure  fpirit  in 
the  procefs,  was  but  little  increafed  ; 
tried  by  the  tell  of  a folution  of  ful- 
phate  of  iron,  as  the  Tindure  was  in 
Exp.  vi.  e.,  it  gave  no  evidence  of 
aftringency. 

b.  The  powder  loft  but  little  of  its  weight 

in  this  experiment ; altogether,  there 
was  reafon  for  fuppofing  that  proof 
fpirit  had  diftolved  the  whole,  which 
the  powder  was  capable  of  yielding 
to  it. 

c.  The  total  lofs  of  the  powder,  in  this  and 

the  three  preceding  experiments,  was 
57.625  parts  in  the  hundred;  or  in 
the  proportion  of  four  drachms  and 
36.6  grains  in  the  ounce. 
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EXPERIMENT  X. 

In  order  to  fee  whether  water  would 
extract  any  thing  from  uva  urji,  from 
which  proof  fpirit  had  previoufly  extract- 
ed all  it  could,  the  powder,  remaining  in 
Exp.  ix.,  was  added  to  cold  rain  water, 
contained  in  a glafs  flatk,  in  the  propor- 
tion of  about  half  an  ounce  to  a pint, 
and  heat  was  applied  till  the  liquor  had 
boiled  ten  minutes,  the  flatk  having  been 
loofely  corked  before  the  heat  was  ap- 
plied : five  hours  afterwards,  the  liquor 
was  filtered  through  paper. 

a.  The  water  had  derived  a little  colour 

from  the  powder : it  was  nearly  of 
the  colour  of  a mixture  of  rum  and 
water,  in  equal  portions. 

b.  The  tafte  of  the  water  was  fomewhat 

ligneous ; it  was  not  aufiere  or  aftrin- 
gent.  . : ^ 

c.  Its  fpecific  gravity  was  to  that  of  rain 
^ water  as  1000.9  to  1000.  s>  3Jq 

d.  Treated  with  a folution  of  fulphate  of 
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iron,  as  the  proof  fpirit  was  in  Exp. 
v.  d.,  it  produced  no  change  of  colour 
or  cloudinefs. 

e.  The  powder  had  loft  in  this  experiment 

0.48  parts  in  the  hundred ; which 
lofs  is  in  the  proportion  of  31.1 
grains  in  the  ounce. 

The  above  experiments  appear  to  lead 
to  the  following  Inferences  : 

1 . Uva  urfi , in  fine  powder,  fubmitted 
to  the  adtion  of  water  in  the  proportion 
of  an  ounce  to  a pint,  gives  out  to  the 
water , either  by  the  procefs  of  Decotftion, 
of  warm  Infufion,  or  of  cold  Infufion 
afiifted  by  trituration,  nearly  four  tenths 
of  its  weight ; the  difference  not  being 
confiderable  in  the  quantity  given  out  by 
either  of  thefe  precedes,  but  rather  the 
larger  quantity  being  given  out  by  the 
procefs  of  Decocftion.  (Exp.  i .f) 

2.  Water , impregnated  with  uva  urji 
by  either  of  the  above  precedes,  pofteftes 
the  leading  evident  qualities  of  that  drug. 
(Exp.  1.  b.  c.  e.) 

3.  By  being  repeatedly  fubmitted  to 
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the  action  of  frefh  portions  of  water , ava 
urji  gives  out,  either  by  the  procefs  of 
Deco&ion,  of  warm  Infufion,  or  of  cold 
Infufion  affified  by  trituration,  about  five 
tenths,  or  one  half  of  its  weight  *.  (Exp. 
iv.  c.) 

4.  Proof  fpirit  extracts  fomething,  al- 
though not  much,  from  uva  iLrji,  by  the 
method  in  which  Tinctures  are  prepared, 
after  this  drug  has  given  out  to  water  all 
it  can  : (Exp.  v.  c.  e.)  a part  of  what  it 
does  extradf  is  the  aftringent  acid,  on 
which  the  leading  evident  quality  of  uva 

* A greater  proportion  was,  feemingly,  given 
out  in  the  inftance  of  the  cold  Infufion.  But  in  this 
inftance  a lofs  muft  have  been  occafioned  by  the 
ftrong  adhefion  of  the  powder  to  the  filters,  as  I 
have  before  remarked.  (Exp.  iv.  c.)  We  muft  alfo 
fuppofe,  that  fome  fmall  lofs  could  not  but  have 
been  fuftained  by  the  other  powders,  from  their  ad- 
hefion to  the  filters,  although  this  adhefion  was 
comparatively  flight,  and  from  other  caufes,  in  the 
courfe  of  fo  many  experiments  as  four.  Perhaps, 
therefore,  it  will  be  thought  fufficiently  fair  to  ftate 
the  real  quantity,  which  uva  urji  yields  to  the  re- 
peated action  of  frefh  quantities  of  water,  in  either 
of  the  procefles  fpecified,  at  five  tenths,  or  one  half, 
of  the  original  weight. 
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urji,  that  of  giving  a purple  colour  to 
a folution  of  fulphate  of  iron,  depends. 
(Exp.  v.  d.) 

5.  Uva  Urji,  in  fine  powder,  fubmitted 
to  the  adtion  of  proof  J'pirit,  in  the  pro- 
portion of  three  ounces  to  a pint,  gives 
out  to  the  fpirit,  by  the  method  of  pre- 
paring Tindtures,  fomewhat  more  than 
four  tenths  of  its  weight.  (Exp.  vi  .f) 

6.  Proof  fpirit,  impregnated  with  uva 
urji  by  fuch  method,  poflefles  aftringency, 
the  leading  evident  quality  of  that  drug, 
(Exp.  vi.  e.)  but  it  has  not  the  aromatic 
fmell  belonging  to  it,  (Exp.  vi.  b.)  and 
the  aftringent  tafte  does  not  foften  into 
the  liquorice  flavour.  (Exp.  vi.  c.)  A part 
of  the  impregnation  of  the  proof  J'pirit  ap- 
pears to  be  refinous.  (Exp.  vi.  ee.) 

7.  By  being  repeatedly  fubmitted  to 
the  adtion  of  frefli  portions  of  proof  fpirit, 
uva  urji  gives  out  between  five  and  fix 
tenths  of  its  weight.  (Exp.  ix.  c.) 

8.  Water  extradls  fomething  from  uva 
urfi,  by  the  procefs  of  Decodtion,  after 
this  drug  has  given  out  to  proof  fpirit  all 
it  can,  by  the  method  of  preparing  Tine- 
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tures  : (Exp.  x.  a.  c.  e.)  what  is  thus  ex- 
traded  is  but  little,  and  it  has  not  the 
leading  evident  qualities  poftefled  by  the 
drug.  (Exp.x.  b.  d.  e.) 

On  the  whole,  we  fee  that  water  ex- 
trads  from  uva  urji  nearly  ail  that  proof 
fpirit  is  able  to  extrad,  and  proof  fpirit 
nearly  all  that  water  is  able.  As  to  the 
difference  there  is  in  the  powers  of  thefe 
pharmaceutical  agents,  proof  fpirit  does, 
in  reality,  extrad  rather  a larger  quantity 
than  water,  (Inference  3.  7.)  and  more 
completely  pofleffes  itfelf  of  the  aftringent 
acid,  the  principle  which  gives  to  uva  ur- 
ji its  molt  charaderiftic  evident  quality. 
(Inference  4.  8.)  On  the  other  hand,  the 
preparations  by  water  have  exadly  the 
fmell  and  the  tafte  of  the  powder  of  uva 
urji,  whilft  the  preparation  by  proof  fpirit 
has  not.  (Inference  2.  6.) 

In  a medicinal  view,  the  quality  juft 
ftated,  as  belonging  to  the  preparations  by 
water  only,  would  feem  to  determine  the 
choice  in  favour  of  thefe  preparations. 
For  on  the  fame  combination  of  conlli- 
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tucnt  principles,  on  which  the  fmell  and 
the  talte  of  uva  urfi  depend,  may  its 
complete  medicinal  efficacy,  whatever  that 
may  be,  depend  all’o.  Ail  thefe  qualities 
may  depend  on  a delicate  adjuthnent  ot 
thele  conltituent  principles,  on  a nice  pro- 
portion and  balance  of  them,  which  proof 
lpirit  may  alter  by  its  aftion,  but  which 
mav  remain  unchanged  under  the  action 
of  water.  This  fuppoiition,  however,  reffs 
on  theory  alone  ; and  it  the  preparations 
of  uva  urfi  ffiall  ever  be  introduced  into 
practice,  it  will  be  natural  enough  to 
think  of  giving  the  watery  and  fpirituous 
preparations  together,  in  order  that  Pa- 
tients may  have  the  full  advantage  of 
both.  To  this,  where  the  appearance  and 
the  talte  of  the  medicine  need  not  be 
regarded,  there  is  no  objection ; where 
thefe  are  to  be  confulted,  fome  objection 
does  arile : for  the  preparations  of  uva 
urfi  by  water,  which  are,  of  themfelves, 
not  inelegant  in  appearance,  are  rendered 
turbid  and  uninviting  by  the  addition  ot 
the  preparation  by  lpirit  ; and,  in  tafte, 
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they  become  more  auttere  and  harfh  by 
this  addition.  Yet,  perhaps,  about  half  a 
drachm  of  the  TinCture,  prepared  with 
three  ounces  of  the  powder  of  uva  urji 
to  each  pint  of  proof  ipirit,  or  a larger 
quantity  when  the  proportion  of  the 
powder  is  lefs,  may  be  mixed  with  an 
ounce  and  half  of  either  of  the  watery 
preparations,  without  giving  much  of- 
fence to  the  eye  or  the  palate. 

The  conliderable  portion  of  its  fub- 
ftanee  which  uva  urji  gives  out  to  water 
or  proof  fpirit,  in  the  ordinary  mode 
of  treatment  with  thefe  pharmaceutical 
agents,  does  certainly  appear  to  favour 
the  exhibition  of  preparations  of  this 
drug,  made  by  their  means,  fhould  Cafes 
occur,  in  which  Practitioners  may  be  de- 
tirous  of  employing  it,  but  in  which,  from 
the  delicacv  of  the  ftomach,  or  from  other 
caufes,  the  form  of  powder  may  be  ex- 
ceptionable. Peruvian  Bark,  the  prepa- 
rations of  which  by  water  and  fpirit  are 
fo  frequently  prefcribed  in  preference  to 
the  powder,  gives  out  lefs,  by  far,  than 
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uva  urji  does  to  thefe  menjlruci  *.  It 
Ihould,  however,  be  remembered,  in  ad- 

* Whilft  I was  engaged  in  this  part  of  my  fub- 
ject,  I was  induced  to  make  the  following  experi- 
ments : 

Exp.  i.  I provided  myfelf,  from  a {hop  of  de- 
fervedly  good  character,  with  two  fpecimens  of  the 
powder  of  common  Peruvian  Bark  ; the  one  was, 
the  powder  prepared  at  the  above  fhop,  by  my  de- 
fire, from  the  grofs  Bark ; the  other,  the  powder  in 
the  date  in  which  it  had  been  received  from  a Lon- 
don Druggift.  I will  call  the  fpecimen  prepared 
from  the  grofs  Bark,  No.  i. ; that  which  had  come 
in  powder  from  London,  No.  2. 

A part  of  each  of  the  above  fpecimens  was  mixed, 
by  agitation,  with  proof  J'pirit  of  the  fpecific  gravity 
of  .930,  in  the  proportion  of  three  ounces  to  a 
pint;  the  mixtures  were  placed  in  a moderately 
warm  fituation,  were  fhaken  every  day,  and  after 
eight  days  were  filtered  through  paper. 

The  TinBures  were  nearly  of  the  fame  reddifli 
brown  colour.— Being  tried  by  the  teft  of  a folution 
of  fulphate  of  iron,  the  Tincture  prepared  from 
No.  1.  gave  evidence  of  the  greater  aftringency  by  the 
much  more  intenfe  green  colour  which  it  produced. 

The  refuiuary  Powder  was  carefully  collected  in 
each  in  fiance.  No.  1.  had  loft  29.25  parts  in  the 
100.;  No.  2.  had  loft  21  parts.  . ; - 

Exp.  11.  A part  of  each  of  the  above  fpecimens 
was  added  to  cold  rain  water,  in  the  proportion  of 
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dition  to  other  conliderations,  that,  as  the 
gallric  juice,  together  with  the  rell  of  the 

an  ounce  to  a pint,  the  veflels  were  loofely  flop- 
ped, and  heat  was  applied  till  the  liquors  had  boiled 
ten  minutes  ; as  toon  as  they  had  become  cool,  they 
were  filtered  through  paper. 

The  filtered  Decoctions  were  light-coloured,  tur- 
bid, opaque;  refembling  pale,  muddy  fmall-beer. 
That  prepared  from  No.  i.  was  mod  turbid  and 
opaque : in  the  upper  part  of  the  Decoftion  from 
No.  2.  there  was  an  approach  towards  tranfparency. 
— The  Decoction  prepared  from  No.  i.  was,  to  my 
tafte,  flightly  acidulous,  aftringent,  bitterifh  : that 
prepared  from  No.  2.  had  not  the  flightly  acidulous 
tafte ; the  aftringent,  bitterifh  tafte  it  had,  but  in  a 
weaker  degree. — The  Decoftions  being  tried  by  the 
teft  of  a folution  of  fulphate  of  iron,  that  from  No.  i. 
exhibited  marks  of  greater  aftringency,  by  much, 
than  that  from  No.  2.  did. 

The  rejiduary  Powders  were  carefully  collected  : 
No.  i.  had  loft  26.5  parts  in  the  100;  No.  2.  had 
loft  24  parts. 

Exp.  hi.  From  a charitable  Inftitution,  which 
was  fupplied  with  drugs  from  London,  which  of. 
courfe  had  no  view  to  the  profits  of  retail  fale,  and 
which  certainly  paid  the  price  of  genuine  and  good 
drugs  for  thofe  it  purchafed,  I provided  myfelf  with 
two  fpecimens  of  the  powder  of  common  Peruvian 
Bark  ; the  one,  the  powder  prepared,  by  my  defire, 
from  the  grofs  Bark  at  the  Inftitution  to  which  I 
have  alluded  ; the  other,  the  powder  as  received 
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fluids  fubfervient  to  digeftion,  forms  a 
mcnjlruum  very  different  from  either  wa- 

from  London.  I will,  as  before,  call  the  former 
powder,  No.  i.  ; the  latter,  No.  2. 

A part  of  each  of  the  above  fpecimens  was  added 
to  cold  rain  mater  in  the  proportion  of  an  ounce 
to  a pint,  and  boiled  for  ten  minutes  juft  as  in 
Exp.  ii.  j as  foon  as  the  liquors  had  become  cool, 
they  were  filtered  through  paper. 

The  filtered  Decoctions  were  turbid  and  opaque,  in 
an  equal  degree.  The  colour  of  No.  1.  was  a little 
higher  than  that  of  No.  2. ; No.  2.  refembled  mud- 
dy fmall-beer  of  a very  pale  colour. — The  Decoc- 
tion prepared  from  No.  1.  was,  to  my  tafte,  flightly 
acidulous,  aftringent,  bitterifh  : that  prepared  from 
No.  2.  was  flightly  acidulous,  aftringent,  bitterifh, 
all  in  an  inferior  degree.— On  trying  the  Decoc- 
tions by  the  teft  of  a folution  of  fulphate  of  iron,  that 
from  No.  1.  exhibited  marks  of  greater  aftringency 
than  that  from  No.  2.  did. 

The  rejiduary  Powders  were  carefully  collected  : 
No.  1.  had  loft  2 6 parts  in  the  100  ; No.  2.  had  loft 
20  parts. 

Exp.  iv.  From  a third  place,  to  which,  as  in  the 
two  former  inftances,  I was  dire&ed  by  the  good 
opinion  I entertained  of  the  genuinenefs  of  the  me- 
dicines which  were  to  be  had  there,  I provided  my- 
felf  with  two  fpecimens  of  the  powder  of  common 
Peruvian  Bark  : the  one,  the  powder  prepared,  by 
my  defire,  from  the  grofs  Bark,  at  this  third  place  ; 
the  other,  the  powder  as  received  from  a London 
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ter  or  fpirit,  it  may  extract  from  uvci  urji 
what  neither  of  thofe  menfirua  can  ; and 

Druggift.  The  former  powder  I will  call  No.  i . ; 

the  fatter  No.  2.,  as  before. 

A part  of  each  of  the  above  fpecimens  was  added 
to  cold  ram  water  in  the  proportion  of  an  ounce  to 
a pint,  and  boiled  for  ten  minutes ; as  loon  as  the 
liquors  had  become  cool,  they  were  filtered  through 
paper. 

The  filtered  DecoEtion  prepared  from  No.  I.  was 
light-coloured,  turbid,  opaque;  like  pale,  muddy 
fmall-beer : that  prepared  from  No.  2.  was  high- 
coloured,  clear,  tranlparent;  it  was  much  like  port 
wine,  become  tawny  by  age.  The  Decoction  horn 
No.  1.  was,  to  my  tafte,  (lightly  acidulous,  aftrin- 
gent,  bitterifh  : that  from  No.  2.  had  no  (lightly 
acidulous  tafte ; fomewhat  of  an  aftringent,  bitter- 
ifh tafte  it  certainly  had.— On  trying  the  Decoc- 
tions by  the  teft  of  a folution  of  l'ulphate  of  iron, 
No.  1.  afforded  the  proper  green  appearance  and 
cloudinefs  : No.  2.  afforded  a dark  brown  colour 
at  firft,  which  foon  became  of  a purplilh  black,  and 
it  continued  unclouded  and  tranlparent  for  a confi- 
derable  time. 

The  refuluary  Powders  were  carefully  collected  : 
No.  1.  had  loft  20.5  parts  in  the  100  ; No.  2.  had  loft 
23.125  parts.  — No.  1.  had  not  originally  been  lifted 
through  a very  fine  lieve. 


The  experiments  on  the  fpecimens.  No.  1.,  tend 
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thus  we  have  no  right  to  conclude,  a pri- 
ori, that,  when  water  or  fpirit  have  ex- 

to  (hew  that  the  powder  of  Peruvian  Bark  gives  out 
to  proof  fpirit,  by  the  ordinary  mode  of  preparing 
Tinctures,  in  the  proportion  of  two  drachms  and  one 
fcruple  per  ounce  : and  that  it  gives  out  to  water , by 
the  procefs  of  Deco&ion,  in  the  proportion  of  one 
drachm,  two  fcruples,  and  fixteen  grains  per  ounce  ; 
in  this  latter  calculation,  the  average  of  the  three 
experiments  is  taken. — If  No.  1 .,  in  Exp.  iv\,  did 
not  give  out  lefs  to  water  merely  becaufe  it  was  not 
in  quite  fo  fine  a powder  as  the  correfponding  fpe- 
cimens  in  the  other  experiments  were,  (and  much 
lefs  I cannot  fuppofe  that  it  did  give  out  on  this  ac- 
count,) it  appears  that  fpecimens  of  genuine.  Peru- 
vian Bark  may  differ  as  to  the  proportion  of  their 
fubftance  which  they  give  out  to  that  fluid. 

I do  not  feel  warranted  in  drawing  any  inference, 
with  regard  to  the  pharmaceutical  properties  of 
Peruvian  Bark,  from  the  experiments  made  on  the 
fpecimens,  No.  2.;  for  I cannot,  I am  forry  to  ob- 
ferve,  perfuade  myfelf  that  any  one  of  them  was 
pure.  In  addition  to  the  fa&s,  furnifhed  by  the  re- 
fults  of  the  experiments  which  I have  Hated,  I have 
to  remark,  that  the  fpecimens,  No.  2.,  differed  from 
each  other  in  colour,  and  alfo  from  thole,  No.  1 . ; 
whilft  thofe,  No.  1.,  refembled  each  other,  very 
nearly ; moreover,  that  it  appeared  to  me,  and  not 
to  me  alone,  that  the  fpecimens,  No.  1.,  were  lefs  al- 
tered in  colour,  by  the  procefs  of  Deco6f  ion,  than  the 
fpecimens,  No.  2.,  were. — As  to  No.  2.,  in  Exp,  iv., 
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traced  all  they  are  able  from  this  drag,  the 
rcfidue  contains  nothing  medicinally  ac- 
tive. In  the  prefent  date,  therefore,  of 
our  knowledge  on  this  fubjedt,  if  the  pre- 

that  nmft  have  been  either  Peruvian  Bark  ffiame- 
fully  adulterated,  or  fome  other  vegetable  fubftance 
fraudulently  fubftituted  for  it  : but  I am  confidently 
of  opinion,  that  neither  adulteration  nor  fubftitution 
was  made  at  the  place,  at  which  it  was  procured 
for  my  purpofe.  All  my  fufpicions  of  adulteration 
or  fubftitution,  as  praftifed  with  regard  to  the  pow- 
der of  Bark,  attach  to  thofe  who  prepare  the  pow- 
der in  the  large  way. 

On  account  of  the  labour  required  to  reduce  grofs 
Peruvian  Bark  to  fo  fine  a powder,  in  a common 
mortar,  as  is  requifite  when  Bark  is  taken  in  fub- 
llance,  the  powder  of  Bark  is  generally  prepared  in 
the  large  way,  for  this  purpoie.  Under  this  cir- 
cumftanee,  the  obfervations  on  the  fpecimens,  No.  2., 
which  I have  been  forced,  by  a lenfe  of  profeftional 
duty,  to  make,  appear  to  me  to  furnifh  matter  for 
ferious  reflexion.  Bark  has  fometimes  been  em- 
phatically ftiled  one  of  the  Pillars  of  Medicine  ; the 
lives  of  Patients  are  often  trailed  to  its  efficacy : and 
how  melancholy  is  the  thought,  that  in  Cafes  admit- 
ting of  cure,  Cafes  in  wdiich  Bark  is  the  proper  re- 
medy, and  in  which  it  is  taken  under  the  direction 
of  a Ikillul  Phyfician,  the  Patients  may  yet  be  loft  ; 

. — loft  by  reafon  of  the  unfufpefted  impurity  of  the 
medicine,  on  which  reliance  is  placed  ! 
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parations  from  this  drug,  by  water  and 
fpirit.  Hi  all  have  been  employed  without 
anfwering  our  purpole,  there  will  be  a 
propriety  in  endeavouring  to  employ  it  in 
fubftance  ; as,  otherwife,  we  may  not  be 
certain  of  meeting  the  dilorders,  we  wilh 
to  remove  by  its  ute,  with  the  full  force 

of  its  curative  efficacy. 

Stronger  preparations  of  uva  urji,  by 
water,  than  thole  obtained  in  the  above 
experiments,  may  be  procured,  by  mak- 
ing the  proportion  of  the  powder  to  the 
water  greater  than  it  was  there  made. 
With  regard  to  the  folution  of  pure  faline 
fubllanc.es,  water  has  its  point  of  fatura- 
tion  ; refuting  to  dilfolve  more,  after  it 
has  dillblved  a certain  proportion,  al- 
though it  ltill  remains  perfectly  fluid  : 
but  with  regard  to  the  folution  of  the 
gummy  parts  of  vegetables,  and  the  other 
parts  of  them  which  it  is  capable  ol  dil- 
folving,  the  cafe  is  different ; it  proceeds 
to  dilfolve  more  and  more  of  thele  parts, 
till  it  becomes  of  a mucilaginous  confid- 
ence, or  even  till  it  lofes  its  fluidity. 
Stronger  preparations  of  this  drug  by  fpi- 
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rit,  alfo,  may  be  procured  by  proceeding 
on  the  fame  principle  : I imagine,  how- 
ever, that  Stronger  preparations  by  fpirit 
will  not  often  be  aimed  at,  on  account  of 
the  large  quantity  of  the  fpirit  which 
would  be  ablorbed  by  the  powder,  were 
this  ufed  in  a greater  proportion,  and 
which  would  thus  be  loft  in  the  procefs. 
I fufpedt  even  that  the  lofs  occasioned  in 
this  manner,  with  the  proportion  of  the 
powder  to  the  fpirit  which  I made  ufe  of, 
is  fuch,  as  might  be  likely  to  lead  to  the 
ufe  of  the  powder  in  a fmaller  proportion ; 
and  that  the  proportion  of  two  ounces  to 
a pint  might,  upon  the  whole,  be  the  lealt 
liable  to  objection. 

It  will  probably  have  occurred  to  the 
medical  Reader,  that,  as  both  water  and 
proof  fpirit  dilfolve  fo  large  a part  of  the 
liibftance  of  uva  urji,  this  drug  would 
feem  to  be  one  of  thole,  from  which  Ex- 
tracts might  be  commodioully  prepared. 
They  may,  in  fact,  be  commodioully  pre- 
pared from  it ; and  if  it  Should  be  the 
fate  of  the  drug  to  come  much  into  re- 
queft,  we  may  expect  that  preparations  of 
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this  kind  will  find  their  way  into  practice. 
The  Extra#,  whether  prepared  by  water 
or  fpirit,  is  of  a dark  reddifti-brown  co- 
lour. It  has  an  aftringent,  bitterifh  tafte, 
and  fo  far  its  talle  is  fimilar  to  that  of  the 
frelh  powder : the  watery  Extra#  ap- 
peared, in  my  preparation,  to  leave  a very 
faint  liquorice  flavour ; in  the  fpirituous 
Extra#,  this  flavour  was  fcarcely,  if  at  all, 
fenfible. 

Re#ified  fpirit  takes  rather  more  from 
uva  urji  than  proof  fpirit.  The  fine  pow- 
der loft  46  parts  in  the  hundred,  after  it 
had  been  treated  with  re#ified  fpirit  in  the 
fame  manner  it  was  with  prool  in  Exp.vi., 
wherein  it  loft  44  parts  in  the  hun- 
dred, only.  The  Tindure,  prepared  with 
re#ified  fpirit,  is  nearly  of  the  colour  of 
the  compound  tinBure  of  aloes.  When 
this  Tin#ure  is  added  to  pure  water  in 
fo  large  a proportion  as  1 to  12,  there  is 
a feparation  of  green-coloured  flocculi : 
hence  we  may  conclude,  that  the  colour 
of  the  refinous  part  of  uva  urji  is  green. 

The  above  are,  I think,  all  the  obferva- 
tions  delerving  notice,  which  the  courfe 
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of  pharmaceutical  experiments,  I pur- 
sued, afforded  me  opportunities  of  mak- 
ing^ nc 

The  frefh  powder  of  uva  urji , in  the 
cautious  doles  in  which  I have  given  it, 
has  in  general  agreed  very  well  with  the 
llomach.  But  it  may  be  worthy  of  re- 
mark, that  I was  led  to  the  exhibition  of 
thefe  cautious  doles,  from  having  leen 
the  ruffling  effed  of  fuch  larger  ones,  as 
Phyficians  formerly  gave  and  recom- 
mended, in  difeafes  of  the  urinary  paf- 
fages  ; — the  difeafes,  to  which  the  ufe  of 
the  medicine  was,  in  a manner,  appro- 
priated. When  the  dole  amounts  to  half 
a drachm,  the  llomach  will  often  be  af- 
feded  with  uneafinefs,  a fenfe  of  dilten- 
tion  and  naufea  ; I have  known  vomiting 
the  confequence  of  fuch  dofe ; and  lome- 
times  I have  fulpeded  that  it  has  purged. 
The  fmaller  doles,  of  from  eight  to  fifteen 
grains,  taken  as  frequently  as  thrice  in 
the  day,  do  not,  now  and  then,  lit  fo  cafy 
on  the  llomach  as  might  be  waffled  : but  - 
now  and  then,  alfo,  twenty  grains,  or 
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even  more,  will  be  taken  thrice  in  the 
day  without  producing  any  uneafy  fenfa- 
tion.  \\  hen  an  uneafy  fenlation  is  pro- 
duced by  the  moderate  doles,  it  may,  in 
general,  be  obviated  by  opium,  given,  in 
the  quantity  of  the  fixth,  the  fourth,  or 
the  halt  of  a grain,  as  circumlhmces  may 
require,  either  mixed  with  the  powder,  or 
ell'e  immediately  before  the  powder  in  a 
fmall  pill.  A proportionate  quantity  of  the 
tincture  of  opium,  or  of  the  camphorated 
tin&ure  of  opium,  will  anfwer  the  fame 
purpole.  I doubt  whether,  in  Confump- 
tion,  the  addition  of  opium  to  uva  urji  is 
ufeful  in  other  refpecds,  excepting  where 
the  cough  is  haraffing  in  the  extreme. 
In  a few  indances,  when  my  Patients 
have  been  taking  the  medicine  in  the  Am- 
ple form  of  powders,  and  have  dated  that 
they  felt  the  domach  a little  opprefled  by 
it,  I have,  indead  of  directing  the  addi- 
tion of  opium,  advifed  them  to  put  the 
powders  they  were  to  take  in  the  courle 
of  the  next  lour  and  twenty  hours,  fuc- 
cedively,  into  leparate  tea-cups,  and  to 
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pour  on  each  the  quantity  of  a table 
fpoonfull  of  boiling  water  ; at  the  time  ot 
taking,  warm  milk,  or  mint  tea  where 
this  was  preterred,  was  added  to  the 
powders  thus  prepared  ; and,  for  the  moft 
part,  no  oppreffion  has  been  felt  after  re- 
courfe  was  had  to  this  method.  It  may 
be  prefumed  that  the  boiling  water  ads 
in  aid  of  the  digeltive  powers,  when  they 
are  weak,  by  foftening  the  powder  of  uva 
urfi,  and  by  conveying  a considerable 
portion  of  it  into  the  Itomach  in  a Hate  of 
folution.  From  the  powerful  folvent  ef- 
fect of  cold  water  on  uva  urji,  as  evinced 
by  the  inltance  of  the  cold  Infufion  in 
the  foregoing  experiments,  the  fame  ad- 
vantage, if  it  be  adually  an  advantage, 
mult  be  derived,  in  fome  meafure,  when 
the  medicine  is  directed  in  the  form  of 
draughts  or  mixtures  : the  watery  vehicle, 
atfilted  by  the  gentle  trituration  made  ufe 
of  to  mix  the  powder  intimately  with  it, 
mult  be  ading  on  the  powder,  and  pol- 
felting  itfelf  of  fome  of  the  Soluble  parts, 
continually,  between  the  time  at  which 
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the  medicine  is  compounded,  and  the 
time  at  which  it  is  taken. 

I am  of  opinion  that  uva  urji,  even  in 
the  linaller  doles  above  fpecified,  has  now 
and  then  an  effedt,  fenflbly  felt  by  the 
Patients,  on  the  nervous  fy Item  ; for,  un- 
der fuch  doles  of  it,  lownefs,  headach,  or 
flight  vertiginous  fenfations  have  been 
complained  of  by  thole,  who  were  not, 
at  other  times,  fubjedt  to  thefe  affedtions, 
and  who  were  taking  this  medicine  by  it- 
felf : in  a few  inftances,  in  which  I had 
no  reafon  for  fuppoling  the  imagination 
was  very  adtive,  I have  known  Patients 
complain  of  feeling,  “ they  knew  not 
“ how,  all  over,”  foon  after  the  medicine 
had  been  fwallowed. 

If  uva  urji  have  the  power  of  abating 
hedtic,  it  will,  of  courfe,  proportionably 
abate  the  increaled  frequency  of  the  pulle 
dependant  on  that  fort  of  fever.  I con- 
ceive, however,  that  its  effect  on  the  ac- 
tion of  the  heart  and  arteries  may  not  be, 
altogether,  thus  lecondary.  I have  before 
ftated  my  realons  for  thinking  that  it 
fometimes  produced  the  remarkable  effedt 
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of  an  ill  term  ifll'Oii  in  the  pulfe*.  Irom 
repeated  obtcrvation  i am  induced  to 
think,  moreover,  that  it  will  occalionally 
letfen  the  diameter  of  the  arteries  in  ta 
very  perceptible  degree  ; the  pulfe  be- 
coming preternaturally  lmall  during  its 
exhibition. — Several  times  have  I fufped- 
ed,  and  dill  I cannot  refrain  from  fufped- 
ing,  that  the  pulfe  became  preternaturally 
flow  by  realon  of  its  influence  : in  the 
inftance  of  the  old  man,  the  pulfe  was 
for  fome  time  at  but  little  more  than 
Oo  f ; in  that  of  the  perfon  who  is  the 
fubjed  of  the  feventh  Cafe,  it  was  once 
found  as  flow  as  6 3 + ; from  the  Obfer- 
vations  on  Cafe  XIV.,  it  appears  that  the 
pulfe  of  the  Gentleman,  who  is  the  fub- 
jed of  it,  was  fometimes  as  flow  as  50  § ; 
and  in  that  of  a Gentleman,  whole  natural 
rate  of  pulfe  I had  good  grounds  tor  efli- 
mating  at  about  70,  the  pulfe  was,  one 
dav,  when  he  was  under  a courfe  ol  mil 
nrfi,  as  flow  as  54,  and  that  jutjb  after  his 

* Pag.  105,  8cc.  t P«gv42- 
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return  from  a moderate  walk.  In  all  the 
above  inltances,  and  in  a few  others  of  a 
fimilar  kind  which  have  fallen  under  my 
notice,  the  pulfe  was  very  fmall  at  the 
time  it  was  flowed; : it  had  nothing  of 
that  roundnefs  and  fulnel's,  which  in  ge- 
neral belong  to  it,  when  it  is  reduced  be- 
low its  natural  ftandard  of  frequency  by 
digitalis ; and  this,  w ith  fome,  may  be  a 
reafon  for  concluding,  that  my  fufpicion 
as  to  preternatural  flownefs  was  not  well 
founded.  Another  reafon  for  this  con- 
clufion  may  be,  that  you  cannot,  with 
any  degree  of  certainty,  reduce  the  rate 
of  the  pulle  by  uva  urji , under  all  circum- 
ftances  of  the  fyftem,  give  what  dofes  of 
it  you  pleafe.  I have  given  it,  in  pretty 
large  doles,  to  perfons  who  had  flight 
diforders,  by  which  the  natural  actions  of 
the  fyliem  had  not  been  altered,  without 
having  been  able  to  produce  any  alteration 
in  the  pulfe,  with  regard  to  its  frequency. 
In  all  the  Cafes,  in  which  I ful'pedted  a 
preternatural  flownefs  of  the  pulfe,  as  the 
confequence  of  the  employment  of  the 
above  medicine,  the  natural  rate  of  the 
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pulfe  had  been  increafed  previoully  fry 
hectic  *. 

This  medicine,  according  to  my  obfer- 
vations,  is  capable  of  effecting  various 
changes  in  the  appearance  of  the  urine. 
We  know  that,  when  he&ic  fymptoms 
have  taken  place  in  Phthilis,  the  urine  is 
commonly  made  in  fmall  quantity,  is 
high-coloured  at  firft,  becomes  turbid  as 
it  grows  cool,  and  depofits  a copious, 

* The  rate  of  the  pulfe  is  affe&ed  by  the  pof- 
tures  of  the  body.  It  is,  cateris  paribus , moft  flow 
in  the  lying  pofture,  and  leaft  flow  in  the  Handing 
po'fture.  In  order  to  make  a fair  comparifon,  I always 
endeavoured  to  eftimate  the  pulfes  of  my  Patients, 
who  were  taking  uva  urji,  under  fimilar  circum- 
ftances.  I meafured  their  pulfes  whilft  they  were 
fitting  ; and,  in  the  inftances  of  thofe  who  had  been 
moving  about,  after  they  had  been  fitting  fome  little 
time  : if  they  were  hurried  or  warm  from  a walk,  as 
far  as  I could,  I delayed  making  my  minute  of  the 
rate  of  the  pulfe  till  thefe  effects  of  bodily  motion  had 
fubfided.  In  thofe,  whofe  lungs  are  weak,  earned 
converfation,  or  a fit  of  coughing,  accelerates  the 
rate  of  the  pulfe  for  a fhort  time  afterwards;  and 
the  effort  to  check  a cough  will  accelerate  it,:  if, 
therefore,  I had  not  attended  to  thefe  circumftances 
alfo,  I fhould  not  have  afcertained  the  true  rate  of 
the  pulfe  with  any  precifion. 
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thick  fediment.  Unlefs  my  experience 
has  milled  me,  thefe  appearances,  in  Cafes 
not  far  advanced,  generally  change  much 
for  the  better,  after  uva  urfi  has  been 
taken  for  a while  ; the  urine  is  made  in 
the  natural  quantity,  it  is  of  the  natural 
colour,  and  it  depolits  no  more  fediment 
than  urine  in  the  natural  Hate  ought  to 
do.  Such  favourable  changes  in  this  fe- 
cretion  may,  properly  enough,  be  attri- 
buted, in  great  meafure,  to  a favourable 
change  in  the  diforder:  occafionally,  how- 
ever, the  urine,  from  being  high-coloured, 
as  before-mentioned,  becomes  more  pale 
and  limpid  than  it  ufually  had  been  in 
the  healthy  Hate  of  the  Patient— In  fe- 
veral  Cafes,  in  which  I had  employed  the 
medicine  for  fome  time,  and  had  reached 
a moderately  large  dofe  of  it,  I obferved 
that  the  urine  alfumed  a greenilh  call  : 
once  or  twice,  the  colour  was  fo  ltrong, 
that  when  the  urine  was  put  into  a glafs 
tumbler,  and  viewed  from  a little  dil- 
tance,  it  looked  aim  oft  black.  The  green- 
ilh call  of  colour,  fo  unufual  in  urine,  at- 
tracted my  attention  very  much  at  firit ; 
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for  I was  not  at  all  prepared  to  expert  it : 
Afterwards,  I found  that  this  phenomenon 
had  already  been  noticed  by  the  late  Dr. 
Heberden  *. 

When  the  tongue  is  foul  from  he&ic  de- 
pending on  Phthifis,  it  becomes,  if  I mif- 
take  not,  either  comparatively  clean,  or 
abfolutely  fo,  under  the  influence  of  uva 
urji,  excepting  in  deplorably  advanced 
Hates  of  the  difeafe  ; and  in  proportion  as 
the  tongue  becomes  clean,  there  is  a re- 
turn of  the  proper  defire  and  relifh  of 
food. 

Aflringency  is  the  predominant  vege- 
table property  which  has,  as  yet,  been 
detected  in  this  drug;  and  it  has  accord- 
ingly been  clafled  under  the  head  of 
aftringent  fubftances.  This  property  was 
apparent  in  the  experiments  which  I have 
defcribed.  But  there  is  no  neceflity  for 
firfl;  making  a watery  or  fpirituous  prepa- 
ration from  uva  urji,  in  order  to  deted  it. 
If  a little  of  the  powder  itfelf  be  added  to 
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a folution  of  fulphate  of  iron,  a purple 
colour,  the  evidence  of  an  aftringent  pro- ' 
perty,  is  produced.  A more  popular 
proof  of  its  aftringeney  is  afforded  in 
Sweden,  and  in  a part  of  Ruftia,  by  the 
application  of  it  to  the  tanning  of  lea- 
ther *.  Yet,  I am  not  proceeding  to 
affert  that  the  medicinal  powers  of  this 
drug,  be  they  what  they  may,  are  to  be 
explained  from  the  mere  confi deration  of 
its  aftringent  property ; on  its  aftringent 
property,  confidered  as  fimple,  and  not 
modified  by  combination,  I cannot,  in- 
deed, perfuade  myfelf  that  they  depend  f . 
Neverthelefs,  I fhould  be  greatly  at  a lofs 
were  I to  endeavour  to  fliew,  from  what 
other  of  the  vegetable  principles,  which 
the  plant  poffeffes,  a&ing  in  combination 
with  the  aftringent  acid,  its  medicinal 
powers  are  derived.  My  knowledge  of  its

Such  comparative  trials 
will  naturally  be  made,  provided  the  medicinal  pow- 
ers of  uva  urji  are  found  to  be  deferving  of  much  at- 
tention. - ' 
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conftituent  parts  is  impeded  and  fuperfi- 
cial.  Of  the  proportion,  in  which,  by  the 
inimitable  operations  of  nature  in  the  ve- 
getative procefs,  thefe  parts  are  united,  of 
the  nature  of  thefe  parts,  and  even  of 
their  number,  I have  but  -incorred  ideas. 
Were  my  knowledge,  on  thefe  points,  as 
complete  and  deep  as  the  prefent  ftate  of 
fcience  could  make  it,  and  were  my  no- 
tions of  the  medicinal  efficacy  of  the  plant 
ftridly  juft  and  accurate,  I ffiould  ftill  pro- 
bably be  nearly  as  unable,  as  I am  under 
the  defedive  knowledge  I now  poflefs,  to 
deduce  its  charader  from  its  compofttion. 
How  little  a way  has  fcience  gone  in  de- 
monftrating  on  what  conftituent  part,  or 
on  what  combination  of  conftituent  parts, 
depend  the  remarkable  efteds,  whether 
falutary  or  otherwife,  produced  on  the 
human  body,  either  by  opium,  by  digita- 
lis, or  by  belladonna  ! 

I conceive,  that  if  prejudices  arife 
againft  the  exhibition  of  uva  urji  in  Phthi- 
fts,  they  will  arife,  chiefly,  becaufe  its 
leading  vegetable  property,  aftringency, 
may  not  feem  adapted  to  the  feverifti 
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difpofition,  which  accompanies  that  dis- 
order in  all  its  Stages.  But  it  the  enlight- 
ened Phyftcian,  taking  a candid  review 
of  his  own  practice,  and  of  that  of  others, 
which  he  may  have  been  witnefs  to,  will 
fum  up  fairly  the  advantages  that  have 
been  gained,  with  regard  to  the  removal 
of  this  feverilli  difpofition,  by  bleeding  and 
other  powerful  antiphlogistic  remedies,  he 
will  probably  think,  that  an  objection  to 
the  ufe  of  uva  urfi,  made,  a priori,  on  the 
principle  I have  juft  ftated,  is  not  Solid. 
In  fad,  the  fever,  which  accompanies 
Confumption,  is  of  a hectic  nature  from 
its  commencement  : for  this  reafon,  we 
do  not  Succeed,  according  to  our  withes, 
in  the  removal  of  it  by  thofe  means, 
which  we  efficaciously  employ  in  Simple 
inflammatory  aftedions  ; and  becaufe  we 
do  not,  it  Seems  rational  to  aim  at  the  re- 
moval of  this  fever,  by  means  of  another 
kind.  This  argument,  however,  merely 
tends  to  ffiew,  independently  of  experi- 
ence, that  there  may  be  no  impropriety 
in  the  employment  of  a medicine,  in  con- 
sumptive Cafes,  the  known  leading  vege- 
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table  property  of  which  is  aftringency. 
There  are  confiderations,  from  which  the 
politive  propriety  of  the  employment  of 
a medicine  of  this  defcription,  in  fuch 
Cafes,  would  leem,  independently  thill  of 
experience,  to  be  implied : fuch  as,  that 
riding  on  horfeback,  and  occupations  in 
the  open  air  fomewhat  laborious  in  pro- 
portion to  the  ltrength,  which  rank 
among  the  mod;  generally  acknowledged 
auxiliary  remedies  in  Confumption,  are  of 
a bracing  nature.  To  the  fame  purport  I 
may  obferve,  that  Confumption  prevails 
more  in  towns,  efpecially  in  large  towns, 
than  in  the  country,  and  principally 
among  thofe  who  follow  fedentary  occu- 
pations ; that  it  attacks  the  weaker,  more 
frequently  than  the  ltronger  fex ; that 
thofe  of  the  dronger  fex  whom  it  does 
attack  are  ufually  of  a delicate  habit ; and 
that  thus  the  difeafe  is,  in  a manner,  the 
Offspring  of  relaxation  and  debility.  . 

Before  I conclude,  1 am  delirous  of 
guarding  my  meaning  againft  niilappre- 
henfion.  Although  I have  not.  found 
bleeding  do  more  than  palliate  in  - Con- 
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fumption,  I do  not  infer  that  it  ought 
never  to  be  reforted  to  in  this  complaint. 
Although  a milk  and  vegetable  diet  is  not 
a lovereign  cure,  I do  not  condemn  milk 
and  vegetables,  nor  recommend,  as  more 
proper,  meat  and  fermented  liquors.  Both 
bleeding  and  a milk  and  vegetable  diet 
may,  at  times,  be  ufeful  auxiliaries  to 
remedies,  which,  as  to  curative  efficacy, 
rank  higher  than  themfelves.  To  fpeak 
my  real  fentiments,  however,  I do  believe, 
that  excepting  where  the  confumptive  in- 
flammatory diathefis  is  much  increafed,  as 
it  foinetimes  is,  by  accidental  colds,  there 
is  lefs  occafion  for  the  lots  of  blood,  and 
for  a ftrid  abllinence  from  animal  food 
and  its  preparations,  than  fome  Pradi- 
tioners  of  eminence  have  fuppofed.  In 
the  Cafes,  which  I have  treated  with  uva 
iirfi,  I have  always  enjoined  the  Patients 
:to  refrain  from  Prong  fermented  liquors ; 
in  other  parts  of  their  diet,  I have  left 
them,  in  good  meafure,  to  the  fuggeftions 
-of  their  appetites  : and  in  general  I have 
'found,  that  when  they  entered  upon  the 
-life,  of  the  medicine,  they  preferred  milk 
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and  vegetables  to  animal  food,  on  account 
of  the  weaknefs  of  their  ftomachs  ; that, 
ere  long,  the  tone  of  their  ftomachs  being 
increafed,  they  had  a deftre  for  a little 
animal  food  of  a mild  kind  ; and  that, 
to  lay  the  leaft,  they  did  not  appear  at 
all  the  worfe  for  having  been  permitted 
to  gratify  this  delire.  But  here  I was 
guided  by  experience  gradually  acquired, 
without  regard  to  the  medicine  I was  em- 
ploying. I did  not  form  a particular 
theory  from  any  notions  of  my  own, 
founded  on  the  aftringent  or  other  pro- 
perties of  avci  urji,  and  then  adopt  a fyf- 
tem  of  treatment  correfpondent  to  that 
theory,  to  the  exclulion  of  fome  among 
the  reputed  auxiliaries  in  Confumption, 
and  to  the  adoption  of  others.  With  re- 
fped:  to  this  drug,  my  procedure  has  been 
altogether  practical  ; I have  prefumed  no 
further  than  to  judge  grofsly  as  to  its  ef- 
fects ; I never  felt  qualified  to  penetrate  in- 
to the  philofophy  of  its  agency ; to  explain 
from  the  known  laws  of  the  human  eco- 
nomy the  mode  of  its  medicinal  operation  , 
or  even  the  principle  on  which  it  operates. 
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Whilft  I have  employed  it  in  Confump- 
tion,  in  preference  to  any  other  medicine, 
I have  been  free  from  prejudice  as  to  the 
fubordinate  parts  ot  the  plan ; I have 
wifhed,  and  I ftill  with,  to  retain,  with- 
out theoretic  felection,  every  auxiliary, 
whether  afforded  by  Exercife,  by  Diet,  or 
by  the  Materia  Medica , which  experience 
has  approved. 
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The  time,  which  has  elapfed  lmce  the 
foregoing  Cafes  were  committed  to  the 
prels  *,  enables  me  to  produce  fome  addi- 
tional ones.  But,  before  I enter  upon  the 
hiftories  of  thefe,  there  will  be  a propriety 
in  my  defcrihing,  as  accurately  as  I can, 
the  prefent  hate  of  the  fubjeds  of  the 
original  Cafes.  They  have,  it  will  be  al- 
lowed, been  tried  by  an  unfriendly,  and 
unufually  fevere  feafon. 

Of  the  fubje&s  of  Cafes  I.,  III.,  XI., 
XVI.,  I have  heard  nothing  fince  thefe 
Cafes  were  printed  : thus  far  I have  rea- 

fon  for  prefuming  that  they  have  gone  on 
well.

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The  fubje&s  of  Cafes  II.,  V.,  VII., 
XII.,  XIII.,  XV.,  have  been  and  are  now 
in  good  health.  The  voung  woman,  who 
is  the  fubjed  of  Cafe  II.,  bad  not  her  or- 
dinary winter  cough,  and  die  pall'cd  a 
more  comfortable  winter  than  die  had 
paded  for  feveral  years  preceding. 

The  fubjed  of  Cafe  IV.  continued  mo- 
derately well  through  the  winter;  what 
die  had  efpecially  to  complain  of  was 
chronic  Rheumatifm.  She  peifeiered  in 
taking  her  twenty  grains  of  uva  urji  at 
bed-time,  by  way  of  fecurity  againft  a 
return  of  the  cough.  From  unadvifed  ex- 
pofure,  in  the  beginning  of  March,  die 
caught  a very  bad  cold,  which  principally 
affe&ed  the  lungs.  The  indammatory 
lymptoms  were,  at  fird,  conliderable,  for 
the  relief  of  which  die  took  antimonial 
powder  with  a fmall  portion  of  calomel 
at  bed-time,  and  a cooling  faline  medicine 
at  other  parts  of  the  day.  In  about  a 
fortnight,  from  the  time  die  caught  the 
cold,  the  limply  indammatory  fymptoms 
yielded.  A cough  was  left,  which  was 
chiedy  troublelome  about  bed-time,  and 
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from  five  to  feven  in  the  morning ; thus 

refemblirig,  pretty  ftrongly,  the  cough 
with  which  lhe  had  to  llrive,  under  the.’ 
relapfe  that  occurred  in  the  courfe  of  the 
laft  fummer  *.  The  medicines  above- 
mentioned  were  now  changed  for  the  uva 
iirji , which,  as  in  the  former  relapfe,  was 
adminiltered  in  the  moll  fimple  ftate  -g 
and  the  cough  has  given  way,  as  it  did  in 
that  relapfe,  in  a gratifying  manner,  un- 
der the  ufe  of  this  medicine.  The  Patient 
is  not,  it  is  true,  even  yet  fo  completely 
free  from  cough  as  I could  with  ; and 
I readily  acknowledge  that  any  remnant 
of  cough,  under  all  the  circumllances  of 
her  Cafe,  is  an  object  of  fufpicion  : but 
the  cough  is  incomparably  lefs  than  it 
was  when  the  uva  urji  was  refumed,  and 
her  general  health  is  much  better. 

Cafe  VI.  has  terminated  very  favour- 
ably. The  Patient  was  roufed  by  the  re- 
prefentations  which  were  made  to  her, 
and,  from  the  3rd  of  September  f,  fhe 
took  her  medicine  with  pun&uality.  The

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confequence  was  a regularly  progreffive 
amendment,  with  the  exception  of  unim- 
portant temporary  checks,  twice  or  thrice, 
from  catarrh.  From  the  28th  of  Octo- 
ber, the  date  of  the  laft  report  I have 
made  in  the  hilfory  of  the  Cafe,  to  the 
28  th  of  February,  the  time  at  which  I 
thought  I might  fairly  ceafe  to  take  any 
minutes  of  it,  the  average  rate  of  the 
pulfe,  at  10  a.  m.,  was  72.  On  one  morn- 
ing, that  of  the  30th  of  November,  the 
pulfe  was  only  64.  By  the  28th  of  Fe- 
bruary/the cough  was  gone;  the  breath 
was  good ; there  was  no  pain  in  the 
cheft : fhe  had  recovered  her  natural 
ftrength,  and  her  natural  plump nefs.  In 
{hort,  fhe  was  very  well.  From  the  28th 
of  October  to  the  30th  of  November,  the 
took  eighteen  grains  of  uva  urji,  twice  in 
the  day  ; from  the  30th  of  November  to 
the  28  th  of  February,  twenty : fhe  was 
then  adviled  to  take  twenty  grains,  at  bed- 
time only.  She  took  no  other  medicine. 
She  had  had  the  advantage  of  not  being 
obliged  to  do  any  thing  which  was  la- 
borious, or  which  expofed  her  tQ  the  rifk 
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of  avoidable  colds,  during  the  depth  of 
the  winter. 

Cafe  VIII.  has  had  an  unfavourable 
termination.  The  Patient  died  on  the 
26th  of  April.  She  did  not  go  on  amifs 
till  near  Chriltmas.  When  the  feverely 
cold  weather  fet  in,  about  that  feafon, 
her  diforder  increafed.  The  cough  be- 
came more  troublefome ; the  had  aguilh 
feels  about  the  middle  of  the  day  ; die 
grew  hot  towards  evening  ; and  perfpired 
in  the  night.  The  uva  urji  had  been 
continued ; but  on  the  laft  day  of  De- 
cember it  was  laid  alide,  the  Patient’s 
complaints  not  being  kept  under  by  it : 
the  now  began  to  take  half  a grain  of  di- 
gitalis, twice  in  the  day.  The  pulfe  was, 
at  this  date,  102.  On  the  14th  of  Ja- 
nuary, there  being  no  mitigation  of  fymp- 
toms,  I ordered  a pill,  conlilting  of  half  a 
grain  of  digitalis,  the  lixth  of  a grain  of 
calomel,  and  the  lixth  of  a grain  of  opium, 
to  be  taken  in  the  morning,  at  noon,  and 
at  night : on  this  day,  I fufpecied,  for  the 
firft  time,  that  I faw  pus  in  the  expecto- 
ration. By  the  20th  of  January,  the  pulfe 
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was  reduced  to  80  ; the  cough  was  lefs 
troublefome ; and  fhe  thought  herfelf 
better:  the  was  encouraged  to  proceed 
with  the  pill  laft-ordered.  Towards  the 
latter  end  of  January,  fhe  was  affected 
with  an  unpleafant  ficknefs  at  ltomach , 
and  the  was,  on  this  account,  directed  to 
take  her  pill  twice  only  in  the  twenty- 
four  hours : but  the  could  not  be  pre- 
vailed upon  to  continue  to  take  it,  from 
the  fear  the  had  of  the  ficknefs.  By  the 
4th  of  February,  the  cough  had  become 
very  troublefome  again  ; the  breath  was 
very  thort  \ the  hedtic  chills,  heats,  and 
fweats  were  very  contiderable,  the  fw^eats 
efpecially  ; the  pulfe  was  96  : I dire&ed 
ten  grains  of  uva  urji,  and  the  third  of  a 
grain  of  opium,  to  be  taken  thrice  in  the 
day.  By  the  13th  of  February,  the  fymp- 
toms  feemed  rather  mitigated,  excepting 
that  flie  had  continued  gradually  to  lofe 
ftrength  ; the  pulfe,  meafured  as  flie  lay 
in  bed,  was,  on  this  day,  and  on  one  or 
two  other  days  about  this  time,  not  more 
frequent  than  74:  fhe  was  advifed  to  go 
on  with  the  lad- directed  medicines.  Not 
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long  afterwards,  finding  herfelf  weaker, 
and  worfe  altogether,  die  propofed  to  me 
to  lay  afide  medicine  entirely  ; and,  as  I 
believed  that  medicine  would  not  be  of 
further  ufe,  I could  not  refufe  my  adent 
to  her  propofah 

My  refpedable  Friend,  who  is  the  fub- 
jed  of  Cafe  XIV.,  has  been  indifpofed 
from  the  latter  end  of  December  ; but  I 
have  not  had  the  fatisfadion  of  feeing 
him,  on  account  of  the  didance  from  Ox- 
ford, at  which  he  refides.  A cough  has 
been  a leading  evident  fymptom,  under 
his  indifpofition.  Neverthelefs,  the  intel- 
ligent Phyfician,  who  has  lately  attended 
him,  has  reafon  for  fuppodng  that  fome 
of  the  contents  of  the  abdomen  are  dill 
in  a difordered  date,  and  fufpeds  they 
may  be  more  affeded  than  the  lungs 
themfelves.  From  two  circumdances, 
which  have  been  communicated  to  me,  I 
have  derived  comfort : the  one  is,  that 
the  rate  of  his  pulfe,  towards  the  middle 
of  April,  was  from  58  to  05  in  the  morn- 
ing; and  from  78  to  82  in  the  evening  ; 
the  other,  that  in  proportion  as  the  wea-

ther  had  become  milder  he  had  grown 
better. — Till  towards  the  latter  end  of 
April,  uva  urji  was  the  chief  medicine 
he  had  taken ; opium  and  foft  anodyne 
emullions  had  been  reforted  to,  occahon- 
ally  : at  the  time  jull  mentioned,  it  was 
agreed  that  a grain  of  digitalis  and  of  ipe- 
cacuanha, and  half  a grain  of  calomel  and 
of  opium,  fhould  be  given  at  night ; the 
uva  urji  was  to  be  continued.  To  the 
influence  of  this  latter  medicine,  I think  it 
probable  that  the  delirable  rate  of  the 
pulfe,  noticed  at  the  period  I have  fpe- 
cified,  ought,  in  great  meafure,  to  be 
afcribed. — Wiihing,  tincerely  and  ardent- 
ly, that  this  Cafe  may  have  a favourable 
termination,  I conclude  this  part  of  my 
fubjedt ; and  I proceed  to  give  the  hifto- 
ries  of  the  additional  Cafes,  which  I have 
led  the  Reader  to  expebt. 
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CASE  Ia. 

S.  G.  of  Oxford,  a married  woman,  45 
years  of  age,  of  a fwarthy  complexion, 
confulted  me  on  September  25,  1804.  She 
mifcarried  about  three  months  before  that 
time ; and,  very  foon  after  her  mifcarriage, 
a cough  came  upon  her.  For  the  two 
months,  immediately  previous  to  her  ap- 
plication to  me,  the  cough  had  been  very 
troublelome,  night  and  day  ; for  fome 
weeks,  it  had  fcarcely  given  her  the  re- 
fpite  of  more  than  a fingle  hour  at  a time, 
during  the  whole  night.  She  had  expec- 
torated but  little  ; what  fhe  had  expe&o- 
rated  was  of  a thin  confidence,  and  was 
brought  up  with  difficulty  ; from  her  ac- 
count, it  was  limply  mucus.  For  a 
month,  few  days  had  palfed  in  the  courfe 
of  which  vomiting  had  not  been  induced 
by  the  cough,  once  or  more  ; and  the 
water  had  been  forced  away  by  it,  fo  as 
to  have  didrefled  her  greatly  : within 
the  fame  time,  her  breath  had  become 
fhort.  From  the  beginning  of  her  illnefs, 
fhe  had  had  a pain  under  her  left  bread. 
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and  flie'fhad  been  unable  to  deep,  or  lie, 
on  her  right  tide.  She  had,  alfo,  from 
the  beginning  of  her  illnefs,  been  a little 
feverifh  in  the  evening  ; latterly,  her  tkin 
had  been  more  damp  in  the  night  than 
was  ufual  with  her,  but  the  had  had  no 
profufe  fweating.  For  a week  before  I 
faw  her,  the  had  experienced  flight  chills 
occaflonally  ; and,  two  days  before,  the 
had  experienced  one  which  was  rather 
fevere.  Knowing  the  Patient,  I was  able 
to  judge  that  the  was  much  reduced  in 
fleth  by  her  complaint.  The  bowels  were 
regular.  The  appetite  was  much  im- 
paired. She  faid  her  urine  was  very  high- 
coloured,  becoming  thick  and  fettling  as 
it  grew  cool.  The  tongue  was  furred. 
The  pulfe,  at  10  a.  m.,  was  ill.  She  had 
menftruated  once  fince  her  mifcarriage. 

Eight  grains  of  the  powder  of  uva  urli  were  di- 
rected to  be  taken,  thrice  in  the  day. 

October  2.  Cough  fomewhat  lefs  trou- 
blefome,  efpecially  during  the  night.  Ex- 
pectoration fmaller  in  quantity.  No  vo- 
miting with  the  cough,  from  the  time  the 
began  to  take  the  powders.  She  had  ex- 
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perienced  no  chills,  the  two  preceding 
days  ; but  had  been  a little  feverith  every 
evening.  The  tkin  was,  yet,  more  damp 
than  ufual  in  the  night.  She  had  dept 
better.  The  tongue  was  lefs  furred.  The 
countenance  lefs  languid.  Pulfe,  at  10 
cl.  vi.,  96.  Menfes  appeared  on  Septem- 
ber 26th,  the  proper  periodical  time. 

To  continue  the  medicine  as  before. 

October  10.  Cough  hill  lefs  trouble- 
fome.  No  expectoration.  No  vomiting 
with  the  cough.  Breath  fhort.  No  chills. 
She  had  had  fome  feverilhnefs  every 
evening  ; but  Hie  was  fatisfied  it  was  be- 
coming lefs  and  lefs.  Skin  lefs  damp  in 
the  night.  She  could  now  lie  on  either 
tide,  but  could  deep  on  the  left  only. 
Appetite  improved.  Strength  increafed. 
Urine  lefs  high-coloured ; forced  away 
yet,  not  however  in  the  fame  degree  as 
before.  Bowels  regular.  Tongue  more 
clean.  Pulfe,  between  9 and  10  a.  in., 
100. 

Ten  grains  of  uva  urfi  to  be  taken,  thrice  in  the 
day. 

October  17.  In  mod  refpe&s,  the  was 
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nearly  the  fame.  She  faid  fhe  was  fenfi- 
bly  ftronger.  Urine  now  not  forced  away 
by  the  cough  ; it  was  of  the  natural  co- 
lour. Pulfe,  at  10  a.  m.,  91. 

The  dofe  of  uva  urfi  was  increafed  to  fifteen 
grains,  but  to  be  taken  twice  only  in  the  day. 

October  23.  Cough  better  ; as  a proof 
of  which  the  mentioned  that  fhe  had 
coughed  twice  only,  during  the  preceding 
night.  No  vomiting.  Breath  lefs  fihort. 
No  pain  in  the  fide.  No  chills.  Evening 
feverifhnefs  fcarcely  fenlible.  Strength 
improving.  Urine  pale  ; retained  with- 
out difficulty.  Tongue  moderately  clean. 
Pulfe,  at  10  a.  m.,  98. 

Eighteen  grains  of  uva  urfi  to  be  taken,  twice  in 
the  day. 

October  30.  She  was  nearly  as  on  Oc- 
tober 23rd.  But  fhe  faid  fhe  was  confci- 
ous  that  her  breath  and  ftrength  were  ra- 
ther improved,  lince  that  date.  Pulfe,  at 
10  a.  m.,  104.  Menfes  had  not  appeared 
at  the  proper  period. 

Dofe  of  uva  urfi  increafed  to  twenty  grains. 

November  7.  The  cough  had  become 
lefs,  lince  the  laft  report ; it  was  now  al- 
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moll  confined  to  the  time  of  riling  in  the 
morning.  No  expe&oration.  The  cough 
neither  brought  on  vomiting,  nor  forced 
away  the  urine.  No  pain  in  the  lide. 
Neither  chills,  nor  feverifhnefs.  Sleep 
good  ; but  flie  could  not  lleep  much  on 
the  right  fide.  Appetite  good.  She  had 
gained  flefh,  as  well  as  flrength.  Tongue 
moderately  clean.  Pulfe,  between  9 and 
10  a.  m.,  98  ; very  fmall. 

Dofe  of  uva  urfi  increafed  to  twenty-three 
grains. 

November  14.  She  was  rather  im- 
proved, in  the  moll  material  refpe£ts.  No 
menflruation.  She  had  continued  to  gain 
flefh.  Pulfe,  at  10  a.  m.,  98. 

To  proceed  as  on  November  7th. 

November  28.  Cough  almofl  entirely 
gone.  Her  breath  was  better ; and  fhe 
had  gained  flrength.  She  had,  moreover, 
continued  to  gain  flefh.  Pulfe,  at  9 a.  m., 
96. 

Twenty-five  grains  of  uva  urfi  were  directed, 
twice  in  the  day. 

December  1 1 . Cough  as  trifling  as  on 
November  28th.  Altogether,  fhe  was  fo 
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well,  that  it  was  not  thought  necelfary 
the  fhould  call  on  me  any  longer.  Pulie 
loo,  at  10  a.  m.  She  had  not  men- 
ftruated ; but  the  did  not  fufpect  herfelf 
to  be  pregnant. 

Twenty-five  grains  of  uva  urfi  were  directed  to 
be  taken,  at  bed-time,  for  fome  weeks. 

April  10.  1805.  She  had  palPed  through 
the  winter,  well.  Had  had  very  little 
cough.  Her  appetite  had  been  good ; 
and  fhe  had  gained  ftrength.  She  had 
tlept  well ; but  the  hill  found  fhe  could 
not  deep  on  the  right  tide,  as  fhe  ufed 
formerly.  Menfes  appeared  in  the  begin- 
ning of  March,  and  again,  at  the  proper 
period,  in  the  beginning  of  the  prefent 
month.  Pulfe,  at  2 p.  m.,  9O. — She  took 
her  powder,  at  bed-time,  to  the  end  of 
February. 

CASE  IIa. 

T.  A.  of  Oxford,  a married  man,  26 
years  of  age,  called  upon  me  for  advice 
on  December  10,  1804.  He  was  a PrefT- 
man  at  the  Clarendon  Printing-Houfe  ;: 
and'  it  accidentally  occurred  that  a flieet  hf 
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my  Publication  caught  his  eye,  and,  from 
the  nature  of  the  fubjedt,  atfra&ed  his  at- 
tention, in  its  way  through  the  prefs. 
The  Iheet  was  the  one  in  which  Cafe 
IX.  was  contained  : which  Cafe  appearing 
to  him,  in  all  leading  points,  very  fimilar 
to  his  own,  he  became  defirous  of  fub- 
mitting  his  complaints  to  me  ; hoping  I 
might  diredl  the  fame  medicine  as  had 
been  employed  on  that  occation. 

He  had  had  a cough,  eleven  weeks. 
The  cough  had  troubled  him  by  day, 
chiefly  ; but  it  had  troubled  him  a little 
by  night,  alfo.  It  had  been  attended 
with  conflderable  expe6t oration.  From 
the  commencement  of  the  cough,  he  had 
felt  an  uneaflnefs  on  the  right  fide  of  the 
eheft,  which  had  obliged  him  to  lie  on 
his  left  fide  ; he  could  not  go  to  fleep, 
when  lying  either  on  his  right  fide  or  on 
his  back.  His  breath,  at  the  time  he 
called  upon  me,  was  become  much  fhort- 
er  than  ufual,  and  it  was  hurried  on  the 
leaf!  exertion.  For  the  preceding  three 
weeks,  he  had  had  night  fweats,  to  fuch 
degree  as  to  make  his  fhirt  wet : for  the 
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preceding  fortnight,  he  had  experienced 
chills  in  the  day  time.  From  the  time  at 
which  the  fweats  had  come  upon  him, 
his  fleep  had  been  quite  difturbed.  He 
had  loft  flefh  confiderably,  and  was  grown 
far  weaker  than  common.  His  appe- 
tite had  not  failed  him  ; but  he  had  ex- 
perienced a great,  and  troublefome  flatu- 
lence in  the  ltomach,  which  fometimes 
incommoded  him  much,  whilft  he  was 
eating.  The  urine  was  high-coloured ; 
thick  towards  the  bottom,  after  Handing. 
His  tongue  was  moderately  clean.  Pulfe, 
at  9 a . m.,  98. 

He  had  a cough,  for  fome  length  of 
time,  the  preceding  winter  ; unaccompa- 
nied, however,  with  pain  in  the  cheft, 
night  fweats,  or  lofs  of  flefh. 

I ordered  eight  grains  of  uva  urfi  to  be  taken,  in 
warm  milk,  thrice  in  the  day. 

December  1 5 . Cough  rather  better.  A 
pretty  free  expectoration  with  it ; the  ex- 
pectoration mucous.  Breath  equally  fhort. 
A little  more  pain  about  the  right  fide  of 
the  cheft.  Lefs  fenfe  of  chillinefs.  Per- 
fpirations  not  quite  fo  great.  Pulfe  98, 
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between  9 and  10  a.  m.  Tongue  mode-* 
rately  clean.  Bowels  rather  confined. 

He  was  directed  to  take  fifteen  grains  of  rhubarb, 
and  two  of  calomel,  on  the  following  morn- 
ing ; the  uva  urfi  was  continued  thrice  in  th& 
day,  in  dofes  of  ten  grains  each. 

December  20.  Cough  a little  improved 
fince  the  15th.  Expectoration  fmaller  in 
quantity.  Breath  not  quite  fo  lhort.  Lefs 
pain  about  the  cheft.  Perfpirations  di- 
minilhed.  No  chills.  Pulfe,  at  9 a.  m., 
88.  Tongue  clean.  Bowels  rather  con- 
fined, fiill. 

Twelve  grains  of  uva  urfi  were  direfted,  thrice  in 
the  day ; and  a pill,  coniifting  of  four  grains  of 
the  compound  extra6t  of  coloquintida,  every 
night. 

December  26.  Cough  fomewhat  better. 
Expectoration  diminilhed.  Breath  as  on  the 
2oth.  Pain  in  the  cheft  lefs  ; he  was  now 
able  to  lie  on  the  right  fide.  The  perfpi- 
rations had  been  confiderable,  one  or  two 
nights.  No  chills.  Strength  improved : 
he  remarked,  that,  from  the  gradual  man- 
ner in  which  his  ftrength  had  been  de- 
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dining  when  he  firft  applied  to  me,  he 
had  reckoned  upon  being  under  the  ne- 
ceflity  of  giving  up  work,  entirely,  about 
this  time  ; but  that,  now,  he  began  to  find 
work  lefs  fatiguing.  He  flept  much  bet- 
ter. Flatulence  in  the  ftomach  abated. 
Urine  lefs  high-coloured.  Pulle  85,  be- 
tween 9 and  10  a.  in . Tongue  clean. 
The  bowels  having  been  rather  open,  he 
had  not  taken  the  pill  regularly. 

To  take  fifteen  grains  of  uva  urfi,  thrice  in  the 
day ; the  compound  extradt  of  coloquintida 
occafionally. 

January  7,  1805.  The  cough  had  grown 
gradually  better  till  about  January  3rd, 
when  it  was  increafed  by  long  and  im- 
prudent expofure  to  the  weather.  It  was 
now  more  troublefome  than  at  the  date 
of  the  laft  report.  Expectoration  fmall. 
The  breath,  notwithstanding,  was  im- 
proved. No  pain  in  the  chert.  He  could 
Sleep  on  either  fide ; and  he  obtained 
twice  as  much  Sleep,  as  when  I firft 
faw  him.  No  perlpirations.  No  chills. 
Strength  improving.  Lefs  flatulence  in 
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the  ftomach.  Bowels  regular,  without 
the  pill.  Urine  light-coloured.  Pulfe,  at 
to  cl  m.y  90.  Tongue  clean. 

To  take  feventeen  grains  of  uva  urli,  thrice  in 

the  day. 

January  IQ.  Cough  much  mitigated 
fince  January  7 th  ; it  was,  in  fad,  fcarce- 
ly  to  be  calied  troublefome,  excepting  in 
the  evening  juft  before  bed-time.  But 
little  expectoration.  Breath  better.  No 
pain  in  the  cheft.  Ability  of  ileeping  on 
either  fide.  Sleep  good.  No  perfpira- 
tions.  Appetite  good.  Lets  flatulence  in 
the  ftomach.  Bowels  regular.  Urine  pale. 
Pulfe,  at  10  a.  m .,  83.  Tongue  clean. 

No  alteration  in  the  medicine. 

January  3 1 . Cough  ftill  fomewhat  trou- 
blefome in  the  evening ; in  the  courfe  of 
the  former  part  of  the  day,  it  was  hardly 
deferving  of  notice.  In  other  refpeCts,  the 
Patient  was  going  on  in  a fatisfaCtory 
manner.  He  had  evidently  gained  flefli. 
Pulle,  at  10  a.  m .,  82. 

The  dofe  of  uva  urfi  was  increafed  to  twenty 
grains. 

February  24.  He  differed  from  catarrh, 

s 
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for  a fortnight,  in  the  beginning  of  this 
month  : during  this  time,  the  cough  was 
very  troublefome,  and  the  expectoration 
very  contiderable.  He  had  taken  the 
twenty  grains  of  uva  urfi  twice,  only,  in 
the  day,  from  the  commencement  of  the 
catarrh.  Symptoms,  connected  with  the 
catarrh,  now  almoll  gone.  Cough  nearly 
as  on  January  3 lit.  Other  fymptoms 
about  the  fame  as  at  that  date.  Pulfe,  at 
10  a.  m.,  78.  The  lafl  two  days,  he  had 
had  an  almoft  conltant  headach,  an  ail- 
ment from  which  he  had  been  very  free, 
in  general.

Twenty  grains  of  uva  urfi  to  be  taken,  twice  in 
the  day. 

v March  24.  Cough  now  but  little  trou- 
blefome to  him ; he  obferved  that  his 
cough  was  changed,  and  become  a lingle 
cough,  with  which  tome  phlegm  was  ex- 
pectorated ; that,  every  now  and  then. 
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the  phlegm  was  brought  up  limply  by 
hawking  : the  cough  had  not  lately  come 
on  in  an  evening  fit.  Breath  improved. 
No  pain  about  the  cheft.  No  chills.  No 
perfpirations.  Sleep  good.  Strength  in- 
creafed.  Urine  pale.  Pulie,  at  10  a.  ni.f 
76,  Tongue  clean.  No  headach. 

Uva  urfi  continued  as  on  March  3^- 

April  28.  Cough  very  little  ; fo  little, 
that  he  faid  he  fhould  not  have  taken  no- 
tice of  it,  had  he  not  been  ill ; no  morn- 
ing or  evening  fit  of  coughing.  Expecto- 
ration fmall ; brought  up  quite  eatilv. 
Breath  nearly  as  good  as  ever.  No  pain 
about  the  cheft ; within  the  laft  week  or 
two,  he  had  occafionally  felt  a pain  under 
the  enfiform  cartilage,  which  had  regu- 
larly gone  off  with  a dilcharge  of  wind 
upwards.  He  could  fleep  on  either  fide. 
Had  no  chills  or  heats.  Sleep  very  good. 
Strength  nearly  as  great  as  ever.  No 
headach.  He  thought  himfelf  as  flefhy 
as  he  was  before  his  illnefs.  Water  of 
the  natural  colour.  Bowels  regular.  Pulfe, 
at  10  a.  m.,  7 3.  Tongue  clean. — From 

Ji  L.  .....  ’ » a'  ti-'fi  1 * 
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April  1 4th,  he  had  taken  his  powder  at 
bed-time  only. 

CASE  IIIa. 

A Gentleman  of  Family,  a member  of- 
this  Univertity,  23  years  of  age,  of  a fair 
complexion,  his  hair  fandy,  and  his  make 
delicate,  requefted  my  alliliance  on  Fe- 
bruary 25,  18o5.  He  had  had  a cough 
throughout  the  winter.  This,  indeed, 
conlidered  limply,  was  no  more  than  he 
had  had  for  leveral  winters  pall : but  he 
was  induced  to  apply  to  me,  on  account 
of  an  unufual  increafe  of  the  cough,  for 
the  four  weeks  immediately  preceding  the 
time  at  which  my  alhllance  was  requell- 
ed. He  had,  during  that  time,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  common  recurrence  of  the 
cough,  experienced,  in  partictdar,  a fe- 
vere  lit  of  coughing  when  he  firil  lay 
down  in  bed,  and  again  when  he  rofe  in 
the  morning  : fometimes  he  had  perfpired 
too  much  in  the  night : within  the  pre- 
ceding week,  he  had  been  chilly  in  the 
day-time.  The  cough,  at  the  time  I was 
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called  in,  was  rather  dry  ; what  he  did 
expectorate  was  mucous.  His  appetite 
had  become  worfe,  than  it  ufually  was 
under  his  winter-cough.  He  had  a lan- 
guid afpeCt ; and  he  was  unequal  to  or- 
dinary exertions.  The  fpirits  were  low. 
The  bowels  were  irritable,  and  too  open. 
The  urine  was  high-coloured,  depofiting 
a thick  fediment.  The  tongue  was  co- 
vered with  a white  fur.  Pulfe  84. 

Some  near  Relations  of  this  Gentleman 
had  been  carried  off  by  Phthifis. 

During  the  firfl  week  after  he  had  put 
himfelf  under  my  care,  he  took  feven 
grains  of  uva  urji,  thrice  in  the  day  : at 
the  expiration  of  this  week,  his  pulfe, 
meafured  under  the  fame  circumllances 
as  at  firfl,  was  80  ; and  there  was  a fen- 
fible,  though  fmall,  improvement  in  the 
other  fymptoms.  The  dofe  of  the  medi- 
cine was  now  increafed  to  nine  grains. — 
At  the  expiration  of  ten  days  more,  the 
average  rate  of  the  pulfe  had  been  77  ; 
the  cough  was  mitigated ; the  bowels 
were  lels  open ; the  appetite  was  im- 
proved ; the  urine  was  not  fo  high-

coloured ; the  tongue  was  more  clean  : 
there  were,  at  this  time,  no  chills,  nor 
any  tendency  to  perfpiration.  During 
the  latter  half  of  this  period,  ten  grains 
of  uva  urji  had  been  taken,  thrice  in  the 
day,  and  now  twelve  were  directed. — At 
the  end  of  a fortnight  more,  a very  con- 
fiderable  progrefs  had  been  made  in 
amendment.  The  average  rate  of  the 
pulfe  had  been  70  ; the  cough  gave  but 
little  trouble,  and  did  not  fhew  itfelf,  at 
all,  in  an  evening  and  morning  fit,  as  be- 
fore ; the  bowels  were  moderately  regu- 
lar, fiill  however  their  tendency  was  to- 
wards laxity  ; the  appetite  had  become 
gradually  better.  Nearly  at  this  period, 
the  cough  was  increafed  by  catarrh, 
which  commenced  with  the  ordinary 
tymptoms  of  fneezing  and  difcharge  from 
the  nofe  : but,  as  the  catarrh  was  not  ac- 
companied with  any  inflammatory  fymp- 
toms  of  confequence,  the  uva  urji  was 
continued  in  the  dofe  of  twelve  grains, 
thrice  in  the  day,  as  before. — When  this 
medicine  had  been  continued  an  addi- 
tional three  weeks,  i.  e.  when  it  had  been 
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taken  about  feven  weeks  in  the  whole, 
there  was  a moft  elTential  amendment  in 
all  the  leading  fymptoms.  The  average 
rate  of  the  pulfe  had  been  68  ; the  ca- 
tarrhal lymptoms  foon  ceafed,  and,  after- 
wards, the  cough  had  fcarcely  attra&ed 
the  notice  even  of  the  Patient  himfelf ; 
the  lleep  had  been  found  and  refrefhing  ; 
the  appetite  very  good ; in  particular, 
there  had  been  a keennefs  of  appetite  for 
breakfatl,  which  the  Patient  had  not  ex- 
perienced at  any  time  during  the  preced- 
ing twelvemonth  ; the  bowels  had  a<9> 
ed  altogether  properly,  there  having  been 
about  one  motion,  of  a healthy  hrmnefs, 
every  twenty -four  hours  ; the  urine  had 
been  of  a natural  colour ; the  tongue, 
which  conftitutionally  was  rather  white 
at  all  times,  had  become  comparatively 
clean ; the  countenance  had  been  much 
more  clear  and  animated  : taking  the  na- 
tural delicacy  of  this  Gentleman’s  confti- 
tution  into  the  account,  there  had,  in 
fact,  been  no  fymptom  of  diforder. — He 
was  now  leaving  Oxford  for  a time  : I 
advifed  him  to  continue  to  take  his  medi- 
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cine,  twice  in  the  day,  in  the  dofe  of 
fourteen  grains. 

CASE  IVa. 

A.  A.  a Maid-Servant  in  Oxford,  26 
years  of  age,  fair,  florid,  naturally  plump, 
came  to  me  for  advice  on  March  5,  1805, 
by  the  defire  of  her  Miftrefs,  who  had  be- 
gun to  be  ferioufly  apprehenfive  concern- 
ing her.  The  Servant  had  had  a cough, 
feven  months.  It  had  been  chiefly  trou- 
blefome  by  day  ; but,  from  the  time  it 
firfl:  came  upon  her,  it  had  troubled  her 
by  night  alfo,  occafionally.  At  its  com- 
mencement, it  was  a dry  cough  ; for  the 
preceding  two  months,  it  had  been  ac- 
companied with  expectoration  ; and,  for 
the  preceding  week,  the  expectoration 
had  been  fometimes  ftreaked  with  blood. 
For  five  months,  the  cough  had  produced 
vomiting,  at  times  ; for  fome  weeks,  it 
had  produced  this  effect,  almoft  every 
day,  and  had  alfo  forced  away  the  urine. 
The  breath  had  been  fhort,  from  the  date 
of  the  cough,  and  was  growing  more  and 
more  fhort.  At  the  time  the  Patient  came 
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to  me,  the  complained  of  a pain  under 
the  left  bread,  extending  towards  the  left 
thoulder ; this  pain,  however,  was  only 
of  three  days  Handing.  She  had  been  fe- 
verilh  in  the  night  for  two  months,  but 
had  had  no  night-fweats ; for  a month, 
die  had  experienced  chills  in  the  day- 
time, generally  towards  the  evening, 
fometimes  in  the  morning;  and,  within 
the  fame  fpace  of  time,  the  had  had  fre- 
quent bleedings  at  the  nofe.  She  had 
loll  fleth  confiderably.  The  appetite  was 
very  indifFerent.  The  tongue  was  white. 
Pulfe  104,  at  10  a.  m.  She  mendruated 
regularly.  With  refpedl  to  the  dools, 
there  was  nothing  amifs.  The  urine  was 
very  high-coloured,  when  firll  made ; 
when  grown  cool,  it  had  a thick  fediment. 

Seven  grains  of  uva  urfi  were  direfted,  thrice  in 
the  day. 

March  10.  Vomiting  was  not  fo  fre- 
quently induced  by  the  cough.  In  other 
relpedts,  the  was  not  fenfible  of  amend- 
ment. Pulfe  92,  at  half  pad  9 a.  m. 

Dofe  of  uva  urfi  increafed  to  eight  grains. 

March  14.  Cough  rather  better.  Vo- 
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miting  lefs  frequent.  Countenance  not 
fo  languid.  She  became  an  Out-Patient 
of  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary.  The  rate  of 
her  pulfe  I did  not  make  a minute  of,  hav- 
ing no  opportunity  of  meafuring  it  whilft 
the  was  fitting  quiet.  She  now,  accord- 
ing to  a previous  arrangement,  went  into 
the  country,  as  her  Friends  lived  at  a 
convenient  difiance  from  Oxford. 

Uva  urfi  increafed  to  ten  grains. 

March  30.  Cough  much  better  ; fel- 
dom  came  on  in  the  night,  now.  Expec- 
toration diminithed ; not  ftreaked  with 
blood  of  late  ; mucous.  No  vomiting  with 
the  cough ; urine  fiill  forced  away  by  it, 
in  a fmall  degree.  Breath  better.  No  pain 
in  the  cheft.  No  chills  in  the  day,  for  fome 
days.  Scarcely  any  heat  in  the  night. 
Tongue  white  yet.  Pulfe  too,  at  noon  ; 
meafured  foon  after  a walk.  Urine  of  a 
much  lighter  colour.  It  was  feven  weeks 
fince  menfiruation  had  taken  place. 

Twelve  grains  of  uva  urfi  were  directed,  thrice  in 
the  day. 

April  13.  Cough  improved  fince  the 
laft  report ; die  laid  it  was  hardly  to  be 
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called  troublefome,  either  by  night  or 
day.  No  expeaoration.  Vomiting  not 
at  all  induced  by  the  cough  ; the  urine 
had  not  been  forced  away  by  it,  within 
the  lafi  week.  Breath  improving.  No 
pain  in  the  chefl.  No  chills,  nor  fever. 
No  bleeding  at  the  nofe.  .Sleep  pretty 
good.  Appetite  much  better.  She  had 
gained  flefh  and  ftrength.  Bowels  regu- 
lar. Urine  of  a natural  colour.  Pulfe, 
at  10  a.  m.,  84.  Tongue  more  clean. 
Menfes  appeared  on  the  8th  ; rather  more 
than  four  weeks  after  the  proper  period. 

Medicine  continued  as  before. 

April  27.  Cough  becoming  lefs  and 
lefs.  No  expeaoration.  Breath  better ; 
ilill,  however,  more  thort  than  when  llie 
was  in  perfea  health.  No  pain  in  the 
cheft.  No  chills,  nor  fever.  Sleep  found. 
Appetite  very  good ; no  vomiting.  Bowels 
regular.  Urine  of  the  natural  colour  ; 
never  forced  away.  A further  increafe 
in  flelh  and  flrength  ; flefh  more  firm  to 
the  touch.  Pulfe,  at  10  a.  m.,  80.  Tongue 
grown  cleaner. 
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May  12.  The  cough  had  grown  gra- 
dually better,  and  had  ceafed  to  be  trou- 
blefome ; the  now  never  coughed  at  all 
during  the  night.  No  expe&oration. 
Breath  improved  ; but  not  yet  fo  good  as 
before  her  illnefs.  No  pain  about  the 
cheft.  No  chills,  nor  fever.  Sleep  found. 
Appetite  good.  Tongue  moderately  clean. 
Bowels  regular.  Menfes  appeared  this 
morning,  rather  later  than  the  proper 
period  ; at  the  proper  period,  the  had  a 
bleeding  at  the  nofe. — She  had  returned 
to  her  fervice. 

Fourteen  grains  of  uva  urfi  were  directed,  thrice 
in  the  day. 

CASE  Va. 

M.  C.  of  Oxford,  a Widow,  45  years  of 
age,  confulted  me  concerning  a dilireding 
cough,  on  September  27,  1804.  The 
cough  had  been,  more  or  lefs,  upon  her 
for  three  years  ; but  fhe  had  fuffered 
more  particularly  from  it,  the  preceding 
nine  months.  It  had  troubled  her  in 
the  night  as  well  as  in  the  day,  from  the 
beginning.  She  had  conllantly  expec- 
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torated  with  it : from  the  early  part  of 
the  lad  winter,  the  expetd oration  had 
frequently  been  bloody ; almod  invaria- 
bly fo,  within  three  or  four  days  of  the 
time  of  the  appearance  of  the  menfes. 
For  a confiderable  time,  the  cough  had 
produced  vomiting  occadonally ; latterly, 
it  had  produced  this  effedl  every  day,  and 
feveral  times  in  the  day.  The  urine  had, 
for  many  months,  been  forced  away  by 
the  cough,  to  a degree  which  incommod- 
ed her  very  much.  For  two  years,  die 
had  been  more  chilly  than  ufual ; for 
fome  months,  die  had  felt  chilly  almod 
every  day,  whild  the  was  up ; cold  for 
fome  time  after  the  was  in  bed,  then  too 
hot ; the  heat  frequently  went  off  with  a 
perfpiration,  which,  however,  had  not 
been  profufe.  She  had  mendruated  re- 
gularly ; difcharge  fmall.  At  the  time 
die  confidted  me,  the  breath  was  fhort ; 
there  was  a little  pain  in  the  left  fide. 
The  appetite  was  very  indifferent.  The 
drength  was  much  impaired.  She  dept 
very  badly.  She  was  thin  ; but  die  faid 
die  was  naturally  fo,  and  die  did  not  look 
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upon  herfelf  as  much  reduced,  in  flelh,  by 
her  illnefs.  The  bowels  were  regular. 
Urine  high-coloured,  growing  turbid  and 
depofiting  a thick  fediment  as  it  cooled. 
Pulfe,  at  10  a.  m.,  109.  The  tongue  was 
moderately  clean. 

I prefcribed  eight  grains  of  uva.  urfi,  thrice  in  the 
day. 

O&ober.  In  the  courfe  of  this  month, 
the  cough  grew  lefs  troublefome.  The 
expectoration  was  purulent,  i.  e.  there  was 
fome  pus  in  it;  the  mucous  part  pre- 
vailed, as  it  generally  does,  under  purulent 
expectoration  from  a confumptive  caufe  ; 
bloody  tints  were,  now  and  then,  to  be 
feen  in  the  expectoration.  After  the  pow- 
ders had  been  taken  about  a week,  the 
cough  produced  vomiting  much  more 
rarely.  The  breath  continued  nearly  the 
fame  ; there  was  a noife  in  the  trachea  in 
refpi ration  ; not  the  wheezing  noife  of 
afthma,  but  the  crackling  noife  often  ob- 
fervable  in  the  ulcerated  llage  of  Con- 
fumption.  She  made  but  little  complaint 
of  the  pain  in  the  fide.  The  chilly  feels 
by  day,  and  the  coldnefs  for  fome  time 
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after  fhe  was  in  bed,  were  lets  perceptible. 
She  experienced  lefs  heat  in  the  courfe  of 
the  night ; and  fhe  had  more  fleep.  The 
appetite  improved.  The  urine  was  not  fo 
high-coloured.  Average  rate  of  the  pulfe, 
at  10  a.  in.,  101. 

The  uva  urfi  had  been  gradually  increafed ; fhe 
now  took  34  grains  in  the  twenty-four  hours. 

November.  In  the  courfe  of  this  month, 
the  cough  grew  lefs  troublefome  Hill.  It 
feldom  produced  vomiting  : and  it  forced 
away  the  urine  in  a much  fmaller  degree. 
The  expectoration  was  lefs  in  quantity, 
and  not  fo  frequently  tinged  with  blood  ; 
but  it  was  purulent.  The  breath  became 
better.  There  was  fcarcely  any  fenfation 
of  chillinefs  in  the  day-time,  or  of  cold- 
nefs  when  fhe  firft  lay  down  in  bed.  No 
fever  in  the  night.  She  flept  better.  The 
appetite  mended.  The  ftrength  increafed. 
The  urine  affumed  the  natural  colour,  and 
did  not  depofit  any  thick  fediment.  The 
average  rate  of  the  pulfe,  at  10  a.  m.,  was

fhe  uva  urfi  had  been  gradually  increafed  5 fhe 
now  took  44  grains  in  the  twenty-four  hours. 
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December.  In  this  month,  the  did  not 
feem  to  grow  either  better  or  worfe.  She 
caught  a cold  in  the  early  part  of  it, 
which  threw  her  back  a little,  for  a week  5 
afterwards,  the  recovered  the  ground  the 
thus  had  loll.  The  very  fevere  weather  we 
had,  in  the  latter  part  of  this  month,  was 
llrongly  felt  by  her.  Average  rate  of  the 
pulfe,  at  10  a.  m.,  88. 

The  uva  urfi  had  been  increafed ; die  now  took 
48  grains  in  the  twenty-four  hours. 

January.  In  this  month,  the  cough 
was  rather  better  than  in  the  lalt ; but, 
in  the  beginning  of  it,  the  breath  was 
worfe : a blitter  was  then  applied  to  the 
her  non,  and  a difcliarge  was  afterwards 
kept  up  by  the  favin-ointment  ; by  thefe 
means,  the  breath  appeared  to  be  relieved. 
The  expectoration  was  of  the  fame  quali- 
ty as  before.  She  had,  repeatedly,  chilly 
feelings  in  the  day-time  ; but  no  fever  in 
the  night.  Sleep  moderately  good;  a 
little  interrupted  by  the  fmarting  of  the 
blittered  part.  The  appetite  was  good  ; 
there  was  fcarcely  any  vomiting  from  the 
cough.  The  bowels  were  regular.  The 
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urine  was  of  a natural  colour.  The 
tongue  clean.  Average  rate  of  the  pulfe, 
at  10  a.  in.,  Q5. — She  defcribed  herlelf 
as  being  much  affected  by  the  lliarpnefs 
of  the  weather. 

The  uva  urfi  had  been  continued,  in  the  quantity 
mentioned  in  the  report  for  December. 

February.  There  was  fome  amendment 
in  the  cough,  in  this  month.  The  expec- 
toration was  fmaller  in  quantity  ; quality 
the  fame.  The  breath  became  rather 
better.  She  had  but  few  chilly  fenfations 
in  the  day-time,  and  no  fever  in  the  night. 
She  flept  moderately  well.  Her  ftrength 
increafed.  Her  appetite  continued  luffi- 
ciently  good.  Pulfe,  on  the  average,  at 
10  a.  m.,  Ql . 

The  uva  urfi  had  been  increafed  a little ; fhe  now 
took  50  grains  in  the  twenty -four  hours  : the 
bliftered  part  had  been  kept  open  by  the  favin- 
ointment. 

March.  There  was  fome  further  amend- 
ment in  the  cough,  this  month,  but  the 
amendment  was  not  great.  She  told  me, 
fhe  was  perfuaded  fhe  had  gained  flefh,  in 
fome  degree.  The  average  rate  of  the 
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pulfe,  at  lo  a.  m.,  was  86.  In  other  rc- 
fpe&s,  the  was  nearly  the  fame. 

The  bliftered  part  was  fuffered  to  heal,  about  the 
middle  of  the  month  : the  medicine  had  been 
continued,  in  the  quantity  mentioned  in  the 
report  for  February. 

April.  In  this  month,  file  fuffered  from 
catarrh  ; the  catarrh  appeared  in  the  fe- 
cond  week  of  it,  and  lalled  a fortnight, 
during  which  time  the  cough  was  aggra- 
vated; it  brought  on  vomiting,  almoft  eve- 
ry day ; and  it  forced  away  the  urine, 
much  to  her  inconvenience  : but  it  was 
not  accompanied  with  any  feverifh  fymp- 
toms,  worthy  of  notice. — Before  the  ca- 
tarrh appeared,  and  after  it  went  off,  the 
cough  was  quite  as  well  as  in  March  ; it 
did  not  produce  vomiting  ; now  and  then, 
it  did  force  away  the  urine,  but  not  fo  as 
to  make  the  Patient  uncomfortable.  The 
breath  feemed  rather  improving  ; it  was, 
however,  fhort  under  exertion  ; and  dill 
there  was  the  crackling  in  refpiration,  not- 
ed in  the  report  for  O&ober.  The  expec- 
toration was  purulent ; there  were  not 
any  tints,  from  blood,  in  it,  neither  had 
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there  been,  the  two  preceding  months  ; 
the  quantity  kept  pace  with  the  ftate  of 
the  cough.  There  was  no  pain  about  the 
cheft.  No  chillinel's,  nor  febrile  heat. 
The  appetite  was  moderately  good.  She 
flept  pretty  well.  She  thought  herlelf 
rather  improving  in  ftrength ; and,  as  a 
proof  that  the  had,  in  the  whole,  gained 
ftrength  materially,  the  mentioned  that  the 
could  now  do  nearly  as  much  work  as 
one  woman  ought  to  do,  but  that,  when 
file  firft  applied  to  me,  the  could  fcarcely 
do  any  at  all.  The  urine  was  of  a healthy 
colour.  The  bowels  were  regular.  She 
menllruated  at  the  proper  period ; through- 
out her  illnefs,  the  had  been  regular  in  this 
refpeft.  Tongue  clean.  Average  rate  of 
the  pulfe,  at  10  a.  in.,  77. 

The  uva  urfi  had  been  continued,  in  the  quantity 
of  50  grains  in  the  twenty-four  hours. — She 
was  advifed  to  continue  it  ftill,  in  the  fame 
quantity. 


CASE  VIa. 

A relpedfable  Inhabitant  of  Oxford  re- 
quefted  me  to  call  on  her  Son,  on  Decern- 
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ber  10,  1804.  He  was  19  years  of  age  ; 
he  had  redded  fome  years  in  London, 
where  he  was  ferving  an  apprenticed! ip  ; 
and,  in  purfuance  of  good  medical  advice, 
had  been  brought  down  to  this,  his  native 
place,  on  account  of  a bad  cough,  about  a 
month  before  I was  applied  to.  For  the 
firii  fortnight,  he  appeared  benefited  by 
the  change  of  air  ; it  was  thought  that  he 
then  took  cold  ; for  the  fortnight  preced- 
ing my  vifit,  he  had  been  as  bad  as  ever. 
I found  that  the  cough  had  been  upon 
him  eight  months  ; and  that  it  had,  from 
the  firil:,  been  troublefome,  more  or  lefs, 
both  day  and  night.  He  had,  throughout, 
expectorated  with  the  cough,  and  had  ob- 
ferved  that  the  expectoration  was,  not  un- 
frequently,  ftreaked  with  blood.  For  five 
weeks,  he  had  grown  warm  towards  the 
evening,  and  had  fweated  very  confider- 
ably  towards  the  morning.  For  fome 
days,  it  had  been  remarked  that  his  feet 
and  ankles  were  fwollen,  after  he  had 
been  up  a few  hours.  Latterly,  his  Pools 
had  been  always  loofe,  preceded  by,  and 
attended  with,  fome  griping  ; but  he  had. 
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ufually,  not  had  above  one  in  the  courfe 
of  the  day.  At  the  time  I was  called  in, 
the  cough  was  frequent.  The  refpiration, 
the  Hate  of  the  other  fymptoms  confidered, 
was  tolerably  free.  The  expectoration 
was  purulent ; but  I have  good  ground 
for  believing  that  it  had  not  been  fo,  more 
than  a fortnight.  The  feet  and  ankles 
were  fwollen,  and  they  pitted.  The  urine 
was  high-coloured,  becoming  turbid  and 
depofiting  a thick  fediment  as  it  grew 
cool.  The  pulfe,  at  3 p.  in.,  was  116. 
The  fkin  was  warm.  The  tongue  furred. 
The  appetite  was  indifferent,  and  it  had 
been  indifferent,  fome  time. 

Eight  grains  of  uva  urfi,  forty  drops  of  camphor- 
ated tinddure  of  opium,  and  an  ounce  and  half 
of  almond  emulfion  were  ordered,  thrice  in 
the  day. 

December  14.  Pulfe  98,  at  11  a.  in. 
The  Hate  of  the  expectoration,  and  of  the 
other  fymptoms,  as  before. 

Uva  urfi  increafed  to  ten  grains ; no  alteration 
in  other  refpe&s. 

December  18.  Cough  lefs  troublefome. 
Expectoration  diminiflied.  Breath  rather 
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better.  Night  fweats  more  moderate. 
Appetite  improved.  Stools  more  confid- 
ent ; not  attended  with  fo  much  griping. 
Tongue  more  clean.  Urine  lefs  high- 
coloured.  Pulfe,  at  2 p.  in.,  qQ. 

Uva  urfi  increafed  to  twelve  grains ; other  in- 
gredients continued  as  before. 

December  21.  Cough  better.  Expec- 
toration fmaller  in  quantity ; purulent. 
Breath  improved.  Scarcely  any  fweats, 
the  two  preceding  nights.  Appetite  bet- 
ter. Bowels  regular.  Urine  almod  of  a 
healthy  colour.  Tongue  more  clean. 
Pulfe,  at  2 p.  in.,  90. 

Uva  urfi  increafed  to  fourteen  grains ; other  in- 
gredients as  before. 

December  27*  Cough  better  fince  the 
lad  report ; no  cough  at  all,  now,  in  bed. 
Scarcely  any  expectoration.  Breath  im- 
proved. No  feverifhnefs,  nor  fweats.  Sleep 
refrefhing.  He  had  gained  drength.  The 
fwelling  of  the  feet  was  hardly  apparent, 
even  in  the  evening.  Pulfe,  at  (3  p.  in., 
92.  Tongue  more  clean. 

Uva  urfi  increafed  to  fifteen  grains;  no  other 
alteration. 
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January  5.  The  Patient  was  improved 
in  all  refpetfts.  Tongue  clean.  Pulfe,  at 
1 1 a.  m.,  82. 

Fifteen  grains  of  uva  urfi  were  directed  to  be 
taken,  thrice  in  the  day,  in  warm  milk. 

January  14.  The  cough  now  aim  oft 
entirely  confined  to  one  hour,  which  was 
from  7 to  8 in  the  evening.  No  expec- 
toration. Breath  good.  No  feverifhnefs, 
nor  fweats.  Sleep  good.  He  had  gained 
both  flefh  and  ftrength.  Pulfe,  at  10  a.  in., 
9 2,  after  a walk  to  my  houfe.  No  fwell- 
ing  of  the  feet.  Appetite  good.  Bowels 
regular.  Tongue  clean. 

Uva  urfi  increafed  to  fixteen  grains. 

January  2 7.  Still  a little  cough  in  the 
evening  ; but  lefs  than  at  the  date  of  the 
laft  report.  An  improvement  in  other  re- 
fpe<fts  ; in  particular,  it  was  evident  that 
he  had  gained  ftefh  confiderably.  The 
pulfe,  at  11  a.  in.,  was  78  ; he  had  been 
fitting  quiet.  The  urine  had  become 
pale. 

Twenty  grains  of  uva  urfi  were  directed,  twice  in 
the  day. 

February  10.  Since  the  laft  report,  the 
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cough  had  been  gradually  giving  way ; 
but,  even  now,  there  was  a flight  recur- 
rence of  it,  every  evening.  He  had  gone 
on  well  in  other  refpeCts  ; had  continued 
to  gain  flefh.  Pulfe,  at  10  a.  m.,  90  ; he 
was  rather  warm  from  walking. 

To  proceed  as  on  January  27th. 

March  10.  Nearly  from  the  date  of  the 
laft  report  he  had  been  troubled  with  ca- 
tarrh, as  evinced  by  defluxion  from  the 
nofe  &c.  ; the  cough  had  been  much  in- 
created.  The  expectoration  had  been 
confiderable ; it  w as  mucous,  without 
any  admixture  of  pus  ; once  or  twice,  it 
had  been  ftreaked  with  blood.  There  had 
been  no  fever,  nor  any  falling  off  as  to 
appetite,  ftrength  and  lpirits,  till  within  a 
few  days  of  this  date ; when,  on  a clear 
renewal  of  the  catarrh,  he  was  affected 
w ith  chills  in  the  day-time,  and  was  too 
hot  in  the  night.  The  difcharge  from 
the  head  was,  nowr,  copious.  The  tongue 
was  w hite.  The  pulfe,  at  10  a.  m.,  was 
84,  after  a walk. 

The  uva  urfi  had  been  continued  to  the  prefent 
date.  He  was  now  directed  to  take  two 
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grains  of  antimonial  powder,  and  a quarter  of 
a grain  of  calomel,  at  four  in  the  afternoon  ; 
alfo,  twelve  grains  of  nitre,  with  one  of  cam- 
phor, at  eleven  in  the  morning,  and  at  bed- 
time. 

March  17.  Cough  much  better.  Scarce- 
ly any  expe&oration.  Very  little  fenle  of 
chillinefs.  No  heat  in  the  night.  Pulfe, 
at  9 a.  m.,  76.  Tongue  clean. 

Fifteen  grains  of  uva  urli  were  directed,  twice  in 
the  day. 

April  7.  Very  little  cough.  No  chilli- 
nets,  nor  feverithnefs.  Breath  good.  He 
was  nearly  as  llrong,  and  as  active,  as  he 
ever  had  been  ; and  he  appeared  to  be  in 
a confirmed  ftate  of  recovery.  The  pulfe, 
at  10  a.  in.,  was  82,  after  a walk.  It 
was  thought  he  might  now  return  to  his 
fituation  in  London. 

He  was  advifed  to  take  fifteen  grains  of  uva  urfi 
every  night,  at  bed-time,  for  fome  weeks. 

May  12.  The  Mother  informed  me  that 
the  had  very  lately  heard  from  her  Son, 
and  that  he  had  continued  well. 
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Obfervations  on  the  above  Cafes. 

In  Cafe  Ia.,  it  may  appear  fomewhat 
remarkable,  that  the  alteration  for  the 
better,  in  the  fymptoms  more  efpecially 
conne6ted  with  the  Hate  of  the  lungs, 
was  not  accompanied  with  a proportion- 
ate alteration  in  the  date  of  the  pulfe. 
Why  it  was  not,  I cannot  take  upon  my- 
felf  to  explain  precifely.  The  Patient’s 
pulfe  might,  naturally,  have  been  quick  ; 
for,  even  in  adults,  we  do  fometimes  find 
the  ftandard  rate  of  the  pulfe  upwards  of 
90,  particularly  in  women.  Or,  the  little 
bodily  exertions,  which  the  Patient  was 
obliged  to  make,  before  fhe  called  upon 
me  in  a morning,  might  have  influenced 
the  circulation  : for  although  fhe  was  a 
perfon  in  decent  circumflances,  yet  fhe 
was  not  in  circumlfances  enabling  her  to 
keep  a Maid-Servant ; and  whenever  I 
afked  her,  whether  fhe  had  been  employing 
herfelf  in  houfehold  work  before  fhe  left

home,  fhe  always  anfwered  in  the  affirm- 
ative.— In  another  fymptom,  moreover, 
the  inability  of  fleeping  on  the  right  fide, 
there  was  not  a proportionate  alteration 
for  the  better. — When,  however,  the  reft 
of  the  fymptoms  are  fo  favourable,  I am 
unwilling  to  fuppofe,  that  the  rate  of  the 
pulfe,  and  the  inability  of  fleeping  on  the 
right  fide  fo  well  as  formerly,  are,  alone, 
fufficient  to  indicate,  that  there  is  a ferious 
remnant  of  mifchief  in  the  lungs.  But  I 
allow  that  they  are  fufficient  to  afford  a 
reafon,  why,  as  far  as  there  is  opportuni- 
ty, this  Cafe  ought  ftill  to  be  watched. 

In  Cafe  IIa.,  the  progrefs  in  amend- 
ment, as  implied  by  all  the  material  fymp- 
toms, was  fo  gradual  and  fteady,  except- 
ing under  interruptions  from  catarrh,  that 
I entertain  ftrong  hopes  of  confirmed  re- 
covery. If  this  defirable  event  do  take 
place,  I (hall  experience  the  higher  grati- 
fication, bccaufe  the  Cafe  excited  in  me  a 
particular  degi  ee  of  intereft,  from  the  An- 
gular circumftance  which  brought  the 
fubjeft  of  it  under  my  care. 
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I have,  in  other  Cafes,  (I  do  not  allude 
to  thole  contained  in  the  former  part  of 
this  Publication)  had  oecation  for  re- 
marking flatulence  of  flomach,  as  a trou- 
blefome  fymptom  in  Phthifis. — In  the  re- 
port, made  on  the  24th  of  February,  no- 
tice is  taken  of  headach  ; I fufpe&ed  it 
might  have  been  occafioned  by  the  uva 
urji , and,  on  that  account,  the  Patient  was 
ordered  to  take  his  powder  but  once  in 
the  day  *. — The  urine  in  this  Patient  be- 
came paler,  for  a time,  than  it  had  ufually 
been  when  he  was  in  full  health  f . 

On  Cafe  IIIa.,  I with  to  be  underftood 
as  exprefling  myfelf  with  prudent  referve, 
with  regard  to  the  permanence  of  the 
freedom  from  pedloral  complaints.  Con- 
fidering  the  very  delicate  conllitution  of 
the  Gentleman  who  is  the  fubject  of  it, 
as  well  as  his  former  experience,  I ought 
to  fuppofe  that  the  cough  will  probably 
return,  with  the  return  of  winter,  if  the 
winter  be  palled  in  this  climate.  It  may

threaten,  as  it  did  towards  the  end  of  laft 
winter,  to  be  fomething  more  ferious  than 
a mere  winter-cough ; and  the  Patient 
will  be  fortunate,  if,  in  uva  urji , he  have  a 
remedy,  which  will,  again  and  again,  put 
a Itop  to  fuch  threats,  thould  the  occa- 
fions  arife.  From  the  evident  fervice  of 
which  this  medicine  was  to  him,  on  the 
prefent  occafion,  I fhould  certainly  be  dif- 
pofed  to  omen  well,  with  regard  to  its  em- 
ployment in  his  inftance,  on  fimilar  occa- 
tions,  in  future. 

How  much,  in  Cafe  IVa.,  the  Patient 
was  aftifted  by  reft  and  change  of  air,  of 
which  fhe  had  the  advantage  foon  after 
fhe  began  to  take  the  uva  urfi , I am  not 
able  nicely  to  calculate.  I conceived  that 
the  labour  of  her  fervice,  although  made, 
by  her  Miftrefs,  as  light  as  the  fituation 
permitted,  was  politively  difadvantageous 
to  one  ftruggling,  as  fhe  was,  againft  a 
formidable  difeafe.  I muft  therefore  think 
that  fhe  derived  a negative  advantage  from 
reft,  and  fhe  probably  derived  a pofitive 
advantage  from  change  of  air.  But  I am 
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perfuaded  that  the  benefit,  which  fhe  de- 
rived from  change  of  air,  was  very  fubor- 
dinate  to  that  fhe  derived  from  the  medi- 
cine ; in  fad:,  the  medicine  appeared  to 
have  given  an  earned:  of  its  falutary  effi- 
cacy, in  the  alteration  which  was  vifible, 
before  lhe  went  from  her  fervice. 

Cafe  Va.  is,  I fear,  of  doubtful  event, 
particularly  as  the  quality  of  the  expedo- 
ration  remains  unchanged ; it  being  ftill 
purulent,  as  manifeftly  as  ever.  But,  un- 
der any  event,  the  Patient  will,  I prelume, 
be  thought  to  have  derived  no  ordinary 
benefit,  from  the  plan  fhe  has  followed. 
Any  one,  capable  of  eltimating  her  fitua- 
tion,  who  had  feen  her  in  the  month 
of  September,  would,  in  my  judgment, 
lcarcely  have  imagined  fhe  could  have 
been  fo  well  as  llie  is,  after  the  winter ; 
even  if  we  had  reckoned  upon  a winter 
lefs  ungenial  and  fevere,  than  the  one  we 
have  had.  From  the  ftate  of  her  pulle, 
fome  expedation  of  ultimate  recovery 
ought,  perhaps,  to  be  entertained.  I 
fhould  be  more  ready  to  fofier  this  agree- 
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able  expectation,  if  the  could  dived;  her- 
felt  of  domeltic  cares  and  labour,  and  di- 
rect her  chief  attention  to  her  health  : but 
this  advantage  her  fituation  in  life  denies 
her.  She  is  obliged  to  work,  for  a liveli- 
hood, as  a Laundrefs.  The  nature  of  her 
employment  is,  I am  apprehentive,  likely 
to  operate  as  a great  check  upon  her  ad- 
vances in  recovery  ; efpecially  as  I think 
that,  in  all  probability,  it  even  laid  the 
foundation  of  her  diforder. 

Cafe  VIa.,  contidered  as  a Cafe  of  pu- 
rulent Phthifis,  was,  in  one  material  re- 
fpeCt,  favourable  to  the  operation  of  re- 
medies. I allude  to  the  date  of  the  com- 
mencement of  purulent  expectoration  ; 
concerning  which  I have  dated,  that  I 
had  good  ground  for  believing  it  ought 
not  to  be  confidered  as  more  early,  than  a 
fortnight  previous  to  my  firft  vifit.  I red 
my  belief,  regarding  this  point,  on  the 
authority  of  Mr.  Stone,  the  profeflional 
Gentleman  who  had  attended  the  Patient, 
in  Oxford,  before  I was  called  in  ; a Gen- 
tleman of  very  competent  judgment,  and 
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whofe  account,  in  other  particulars  re- 
lating to  the  Patient,  I found  fo  corred, 
as  to  leave  no  room  for  iulpicion  that 
it  was  incorred  in  this.  He  informed 
me  that  the  expedoration  w^as  mucous, 
till  the  Patient  grew  worfe,  from  cold 
as  was  imagined,  about  a fortnight  be- 
fore my  attendance  was  delired ; and 
that,  from  this  time,  it  had  been  puru- 
lent. 

But,  if  the  recent  date  of  the  purulent 
expedoration  was  a favourable  circum- 
ltance  in  this  Cafe,  confidered  as  a Cafe 
of  purulent  Phthifis,  the  encouragement, 
derived  from  this  circumftance,  was  more 
than  counterbalanced  by  the  fwelling  of 
the  feet  and  ankles.  This  fwelling,  like 
the  purulent  expedoration,  was,  in  itfelf, 
a formidable  fymptom.  Undoubtedly,  it 
was  attended  with  fmaller  walie  ot  the 
Strength,  and  of  other  general  refources 
of  the  constitution,  than  fuch  fymptom 
is  commonly  attended  with  ; yet,  under 
all  alleviating  circumftances,  the  fymp- 
tom was  Itill  a formidable  one.  Under 
the  combined  fymptoms  and  circum- 
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fiances,  my  expe&ations  of  affording  more 
than  palliative  relief  were  not  fanguine ; 
and  I did  not,  by  any  means,  flatter  my- 
felf,  that  the  termination  would  be  fo 
completely  defirable  as  it  proved. 

It  is  deferving  of  notice,  that,  in  this 
Cafe  and  in  each  of  the  five  preceding, 
the  urine  was  high-coloured  whilll  warm, 
and  depofited  a thick  fediment  as  it  grew 
cool,  when  the  uva  urji  was  firfl  given  ; 
and  that,  under  the  employment  of  this 
medicine,  it  became,  by  degrees,  either  of 
the  natural  colour,  or  of  a colour  ft  ill 
lighter  *.  High-coloured  and  thick  urine 
being  one  of  the  charadleriflic  marks  of 
he&ic  f,  it  fhould  feem  that  a change  in 
the  urine,  from  this  morbid  to  a natural 
appearance,  fo  repeatedly,  in  the  hectic  of 
Phthifis,  does,  of  itfelf,  furnifh  a recom- 
mendation to  the  employment  of  a me-

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dicine,  in  Cafes  of  this  kind,  by  the 
powers  of  which  the  above  change  has 
been  wrought. 


When  I confider  the  Cafes,  the  hilto-* 
ries  of  which  are  given  in  this  Appendix, 
in  a collective  view,  they  ftrongly  tend  to 
confirm  me  in  my  former  opinions,  con- 
cerning the  efficacy  of  uva  urji  in  Pulmo- 
nary Confumption.  Whillt  I was  watch- 
ing thefe  Cafes,  I certainly  endeavoured 
to  watch  myfelf  alfo  ; to  be  as  impar- 
tially accurate,  in  diltinguilhing  fymptoms 
and  their  changes,  as  a Phvfician  lefs  in- 
terefted  in  the  fubjeCt  would  have  been  ; 
and  thus,  if  poffible,  to  fleer  clear  of 
that  felf-deception,  to  which  thofe,  who 
are  willing  to  believe  they  have  made  a 
difcovery  of  fome  importance,  are  pecu- 
liarly prone.  I fhall  be  forry  if  I have 
buffered  myfelf  to  be  milled  by  my  own 
zeal;  to  aim  at  milleading  others,  has 
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been,  alfuredly,  moft  remote  from  my 
thoughts.  But  I thall  not  indulge  in  ob- 
lervations  of  this  nature : after  all,  they 
would  avail,  and  they  ought  to  avail,  but 
little,  as  to  the  decition  on  the  merits  of 
the  quellion,  which  I have  brought  for- 
ward. The  Profeflion  would  difregard 
them,  in  contidering,  both  whether  the 
Cafes  which  I have  given  bear  me  out  in 
the  conclufions  which  I have  drawn,  and 
whether,  in  the  hands  of  Practitioners  in 
general,  uva  urji  is  likely  to  produce 
tliofe  falutary  effects,  in  confumptive  and 
other  diforders,  that  it  appeared  to  pro- 
duce in  mine.  To  the  Profeflion,  then,  I 
commit  myfelf,  making  no  more  protella- 
tions  ; feeling  entitled,  however,  to  hope 
thus  much,  that  if  my  fentiments  have 
been  advanced  without  arrogance,  they 
will  be  canvalfed  without  acrimony. 

Upon  principles  of  moral  duty,  as  well 
as  of  common  fairnefs,  it  may  be  expell- 
ed ot  thofe,  who  make  trial  of  uva  urji, 
that  they  pay  attention  to  its  quality.  To 
fome  this  remark  may  appear  unneceflary 
or  dictatorial : but  I think  that  I ought 
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not  to  omit  it,  becaufe,  to  fpeak  the 
truth,  I have  never  feen  a good  fpecimen 
of  this  drug,  in  powder,  which  was  not 
prepared  in  the  manner  I have  defcribed  ; 
and  becaufe,  moreover,  I have  reafon  for 
fuppoting  that  the  powder  is  not,  in  ge- 
neral, prepared  in  that  manner.  For,  to 
fpeak  the  whole  truth,  although  fome  of 
the  fpecimens  of  it,  which  I have  feen, 
have  come  from  diilant  Ihops  of  no  fmall 
repute,  I have  never  feen  a good  fpeci- 
men, which  was  not  prepared  in  this 
place  or  neighbourhood.  Yet,  far  be  it 
from  me  to  with  to  convey  an  infinua- 
tion,  that  thofe,  who  are  defirous  of  hav- 
ing the  powder  of  ava  urji  of  a quality  to 
be  relied  on,  muft  procure  it  from  Ox- 
ford : lince,  with  attention  to  the  fim- 
ple  directions  which  have  been  given, 
the  powder  may  certainly  be  prepared, 
as  properly  to  the  full,  in  any  other 
place. 

Thus,  at  length,  I bring  this  Publica- 
tion of  mine  to  a determined  conclufion. 
Whatever  may  be  its  fate  in  the  world, 
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I put  a finifhing  hand  to  it  with  will- 
ingnel's  ; with  the  greater  willingnefs, 
on  account  of  the  unexpected  delays, 
which  have  occurred,  fince  I gave  notice 
that  it  would  Ihortly  make  its  appear- 
ance. 
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
